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A  LiNSEED-OlL  TRANSACTION. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Thursday,  before  Judge 
Luniley  Smith,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  Mr.  Percy 
H.  Palmer,  9  Mincing  Lane,  E.C.,  oil-merchant,  against 
Messrs.  Mordaunt  Brothers,  1a  St.  Helen's  Place,  E.C.,  oil- 
merchants,  to  recover  11/.  3s.,  the  balance  of  223/.  for  10  tons 
of  linseed  oil  supplied.  Mr.  Dwyer,  counsel  for  the  plaintiff, 
said  on  March  4  the  defendants  telephoned  to  the  plaintiff 
and  asked  him  to  supply  them  with  linseed  oil.  He  replied 
that  he  would  supply  10  tons  at  1/.  3«.  lO^rf.  per  cwt.  for 
"naked"  oil,  which  meant  that  the  casks  were  to  be  re- 
turned. The  defendants  now  refused  to  return  the  casks  or 
to  pay  for  them,  claiming  an  allowance  for  them.  Mr. 
Palmer  in  evidence  bore  out  his  counsel's  statement.  As 
he  (plaintiff)  sold  the  oil  on  condition  that  the  defendants 
should  have  no  allowance  for  the  casks  he  offered  to 
dismiss  the  whole  transaction  and  to  take  the  oil  back  if 
the  defendants  would  pay  the  lighterage  expenses.  To  that 
the  defendants  demurred  and  they  accepted  the  oil  but 
deducted  10/.  for  the  casks.  In  cross-examination  Mr. 
Palmer  said  1/.  3s.  W^d.  was  the  correct  price  for  naked  oil 
on  March  4.  Beorholm's  price-list  for  oil  at  the  time  in 
question  was  24s.  5d.  to  24s.  lOd.  in  casks.  Replying  to 
the  Judge,  he  said  there  is  a  difference  between  barrels  and 
casks.  Casks  cost  less  money  than  barrels,  and  a  cask  is 
about  three  barrels.  Horatio  Jones,  clerk  to  the  plaintiff, 
corroborated  Mr.  Palmer  with  regard  to  the  conversation 
over  the  telephone,  and  said  that  the  oil  was  delivered  in 
their  own  iron  casks,  it  being  specially  provided  that  the 
casks  were  to  be  returned.  For  the  defence  Mr.  Mordaunt 
said  that  when  they  had  the  conversation  over  the  telephone 
Mr.  Palmer  said  that  he  had  10  tons  of  oil  lying  in  the 
river,  and  he  was  anxious  for  a  destination  for  it.  By  that 
the  plaintiff  meant  that  he  did  not  want  the  oil  to  stay  in 
the  river  any  longer,  and  he  wanted  it  sent  into  a  buyer's 
premises.  Witness's  firm  went  into  the  market  and  found 
a  buyer  and  then  they  told  the  plaintiff  they  could  give 
him  the  price  he  asked.  He  believed  the  arrangement  made 
was  that  the  casks  were  to  be  returned  with  the  customary 
allowance.  If  there  was  nothing  mentioned  to  the  contrary, 
it  was  an  understood  thing  in  the  trade  that  where  casks 
were  to  be  returned  there  was  always  an  allowance  made. 
That  was  the  custom  of  the  oil-trade,  and  he  had  had  forty 
years'  experience  of  it.  The  allowance  for  casks  ranged  from 
15s.  to  20s.,  according  to  their  value.  Judge  Lumley  Smith: 
Who  is  to  settle  the  value  of  the  casks '!  It  seems  to  me 
that  leaves  it  open  to  dispute.  Mr.  Mordaunt :  It  is 
generally  mentioned  at  the  time.  At  that  time  the  price 
of  casks  was  1/.  Mr.  Charles,  counsel  for  the  defendants, 
said  the  word  "  naked "  had  been  written  into  the  defen- 
dants' bought  note  in  a  different  handwriting.  Mr.  Palmer 
said  it  was  his  handwriting.  Mr.  Mordaunt  added  that  at 
the  time  of  the  sale  the  market  was  very  weak,  and  Palmer 
was  very  anxious  to  g:et  rid  of  the  oil  and  sell  it.  Mr. 
Palmer,  recalled,  said  if  he  re-sold  the  oil  in  barrels,  and  if 
it  had  been  returned,  he  would  have  allowed  for  them.  That 
was  the  only  custom  in  the  trade  which  he  knew  of  if  there 
was  any.  All  linseed-oil  contracts  were  made  in  barrels,  and 
the  contract  in  question  was  a  special  one  because  the  oil 
was  in  casks,  which  were  worth  3/.  or  41.  each.  After  some 
argument  Judge  Lumley  Smith  gave  judgment  for  plaintiff. 
He  said  if  nothing  had  been  stated  about  casks,  then  Messrs. 
Mordaunts'  position  would  have  been  that  they  would  have 
been  entitled  to  keep  the  casks  or  to  send  them  back  and 
get  an  allowance.  But  what  was  said  was  that  there  was  to 
be  a  price  for  the  oil-casks,  and  that  they  were  to  be  returned 
or  paid  for.  That  took  away  the  option  of  Messrs.  Mordaunt. 
He  was  not  satisfied  that  a  trade  custom  cxist.s.  Judgment 
was  accordingly  entered  for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs.

II'-  had  also  ii;ided  as  the  Geddes  Manu- 
facturiiitr  Co.  witli  ^-.ecifics  for  rlic  cure  of  asthma,  coughs, 
&c.  On  the  failure  .  f  the  Charles  A.  Voegler  Co.,  in  1899, 
he  purchysed  the  bi>-  , :  '  ss  for  40,O0C7.  and  subsequently  sold 
it  to  a  syndicate  for  ".'  000/.  He  w:i:.  appointed  managing 
director  and  subsequcht i-  coneral  mai  -.^er  of  the  St.  Jacobs 
Oil  Co.,  and  held  that  ]v->i  up  to  Decc  .  Jjcr,  1902.  at  a  salary 
of  1,500/.  a  year.  OwiiiL'  to  ill-healtl  Ijo  sold  liis  specifics 
business  to  Ins  wife  in  1901,  and  since  i  eember,  1902,  wlicn 
well  enough,  he  had  acted  as  rnanagcr  of  a  horse-clothing 


department  which  was  carried  on  in  connection  therewith. 
Asked  why  lie  was  dismissed  from  the  post  of  manager  to 
the  St.  Jacobs  Oil  Co.,  tlio  debtor  said  no  reason  was  given 
to  him.  He  was  simply  called  befor<>  the  directors  and 
told  that  his  services  would  no  longer  be  roijuirod.  It  was 
not  the  fact  that  his  business  of  the  Ga<ldcs  Manufacturing  Co. 
liad  interfered  with  his  duties  as  manager  to  the  St.  Jacobs 
Oil  Co.  Witness  attributed  his  failure  to  tlio  loss  of  his 
appointment  and  to  serious  illness.  Mr.  French  appeared 
for  the  debtor,  whose  examination  was  ordered  to  bo  con- 
cluded.

The  ANNrAL  Sale  of  J^andalwoop  of  the  Coorg  Govern- 
ment forests  was  fixed  for  November  16,  when  some  180  tons 
were  to  be  disposed  of  at  Fra.serpet. 

Mica  and  Manganese. — Of  the  mineral  products  of 
Madras  both  manganese  ore  and  mica  show  a  steady  annual 
improvement  in  tlieir  foreign  export  trade.  The  United 
Kingdom  took  the  whole  of  the  Madras  exports  in  mica,  and 
the  demand  for  it  from  home  continues  to  increase. 

Bombay  Health  Exhibition. — The  Health  Exhibition  to 
be  opened  in  Bombay  on  December  10  promises  to  be  com- 
plete and  interesting.  There  are  four  divisions  :  (1)  Science 
in  relation  to  Hygiene  ;  (2)  Hygiene  of  special  classes,  trades, 
and  professions;  (3)  Construction  and  Sanitary  Apparatus 
(three  classes)  ;  and  (4)  Personal  and  Domestic  Hygiene. 
The  first  and  the  fourth  divisions  will  be  most  interesting 
to  pharmacists.  In  the  first  are  sections  of  bacteriology, 
chemistry,  demography,  geology,  preventive  medicine, 
meteorology,  microscopy,  and  physics.  The  fourth  division 
includes  hospital  and  sick-room  appliances,  filters,  mineral 
waters,  soaps  and  other  detergents,  antiseptics  and  disin- 
fectants, and  disinfecting-apparatus.  Dr.  Turner,  health 
officer  of  the  Bombay  municipality,  is  Hon.  Secretary,  and 
everything  possible  is  being  done  to  make  the  show  a  success. 
It  is  anticipated  that  all  medical  men  within  a  thousand 
miles  of  Bombay  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
the  exhibition  will  offer  of  getting  into  and  keeping  in  touch 
with  the  most  recent  advances  in  hygiene.  The  three  local 
drug  firms,  Messrs.  Kemp  &  Co.,  Treacher  &  Co.,  anrl 
Thomson  &  Taylor,  are  large  exhibitors. 


Consular  (TounecU 


Salonica. 

A  German  consular  report  on  the  trade  of  Salonica 
during  1903  states  that  Germany  has  lately  secured  good 
results  in  perfumery  and  soaps,  which  trade  was  previously 
in  French  hands.  '  More  regard  is  paid  to  the  outside 
packing  of  perfumery  than  to  the  contents  of  the  bottles. 
In  e.xporting  fancy 'soaps  care  must  be  taken  that  the 
regulations  regarding  their  composition  are  strictly  adhered 
to,  otherwise  the  goods  are  liable  to  confiscation  or  return. 
The  use  of  aniline  dyes  is  forbidden. 

LEGKOnN. 

The  trade  in  drugs  and  chemicals  between  Leghorn  and 
Germany  has  further  developed.  Little  is  now  heard  of  the 
natural  indigo  which  was  formerly  imported  in  such  large 
quantities,  the  artificial  indigo  having  completely  driven  it 
out.  The  import  of  German  aniline  dyes  has  al.so  further 
developed,  partly  owing  to.  the  steadily  increasing  home 
textile-trade.  The  imports  of  German  essential  oils  and 
essences  for  liqueur-making  has,  however,  fallen  off  in 
consequence  of  the  good  vine  year.  In  fine  chemicals  and 
pharmaceutical  goods,  especially  quinine,  Germany  is 
gaining  ground  more  and  more.  The  demand  for  aniline 
dyes  is  increasing,  and  Germany  entirely  rules  the  market. 
It  is  probable  that  ere  long  the  natural  jiroduct  will  be 
entirely  supplanted  Ijv  artificial  indigo.  In  photographic 
chemicals  Germanv  takes  the;  first  place.  Rffined  camphor, 
whi(h  was  formerlv  imported  in  fairly  large  quantities 
from  Germanv,  has  lost  its  importance  for  a  time  in  conse- 
quence of  smaller  consumption  and  considerable  increases 
in  price.

Ball,  on  November  9.  at  which  were  present  Messrs.  R.  L. 
Cassie  (Chairman),  C.  W.  Martin,  A.  H.  Solomon.  R.  D. 
-Dixon,  J.  E.  Southon.  H.  C.  Wright,  and  Percival  Trick 
(Hon.  Secretary),  a  sum  of  10/.  was  voted  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  and  the  date  of  next  year's  ball  was 
fixed  for  March  1. 

At  Kingston,  on  November  10.  William  Graham  Dyer, 
-of  Croydon,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  obta'ning  by 
false  pretences  2f.  6<.  from  a  tobacconist  in  High  Street; 
Walton,  with  intent  to  defraud.  The  charges  are  in  con- 
nection with  the  Hygiene  and  Stramonial  Cigarette 
Co.,  of  Mile  End  Road,  E.,  which  prisoner  said  he 
represented. 

The  City  Mills  Cricket  Club  have  just  held  their  forty- 
fifth  annual  dinner  at  the  Langthorne  Rooms,  Stratford. 
Mr.  David  Howard.  J. P.,  was  in  the  chair,  and  Messrs. 
G.  E.  Howard  and  E.  F.  Howard  in  the  vice-chairs.  Mr. 
C.  S.  Parker  proposed  "The  Firm  of  Howard  &  Sons. 
Ltd."  The  Chairman,  in  responding,  mentioned  that  he 
had  not  missed  any  of  the  forty-five  dinners.  The  club 
last  year  played  12  matches,  of  which  8  were  won,  2  lost, 
1  drawn,  and  1  a  tie. 

Liverpool  University. 

The  new  medi(al  buildings  and  the  George  Holt  Physics 
Laboratory  which  have  been  added  to  the  LTni versify  of 
Liverpool  were  opened  last  Saturday  by  the  Chancellor 
(the  Earl  of  Derby)  and  Lord  Kelvin,  in  the  presence  of  a 
<listinguished  scientific  and  medical  assembly.  To  carry  out 
the  necessary  work  a  sum  of  23,000/.  was  subscribed  by 
Mrs.  and  Miss  Halt,  Sir  John  T.  Bi  ■unner.  M.P..  the  late 
Sir  Henry  Tate,  the  executors  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  H.  Thorn, 
Mr.  Alfred  Booth,  Mr.  Holbrook  Gaskell,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Hughes,  and  Mr.  John  Rankin.  The  additions  to  the 
University  will  make  it  one  of  the  foremost  and  up-to-date 
educational  institutions  in  the  coimtry.  The  inaugu- 
ration took  place  at  St.  George's  Hall.  Liverpool, 
in  the  afternoon.  The  Earl  of  Derby.  Lord  Kelvin, 
and  ilr.  Haldane,  K.C..  M.P.,  were  among  tho.se  who  gave 
addresses,  and  the  last-named  was  admitted  to  the  honorary 


degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  Afterwards  the  coin))any  pro- 
ceeded to  the  University,  where  the  Earl  of  Derby  declared 
the  medical  buildings  open,  while  Lord  Kelvin  did  the  same 
for  the  physics  laboratory. 

Storage  of  Calcium  Carbide. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  suggested  that  the  conditions 
on  the  storage  of  calcium  carbide  which  local  authorities 
impose  under  the  Petroleum  Acts  may  now  be  somewhat 
relaxed.  The  limitation  as  to  the  quantity  to  be  contained 
in  one  vessel  may  be  removed  if  it  is  thought  that  there 
can  be  no  increase  of  danger  in  the  use  of  larger  vessels, 
and  provided  that  the  vessel  is  strong  in  proportion  to  tiie 
weight  of  its  contents. 

Duty-free  Alcohol. 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  inipiire  into 
the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes  was 
held  on  November  16.  The  members  present  were  Sir 
H.  W.  Primrose  (Chairman),  the  Hon.  John  Scott-Mon- 
tagu. M.P.,  Sir  William  Holland.  M.P.,  Sir  William 
Crookes,  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe.  Dr.  W.  Somerville.  Mr.  L. 
D.  Nicholson,  and  Mr.  T.  Tyrer.  The  witnesses  examined 
were  Professor  A.  G.  Green;  Mr.  James  Wigglesworth.  of 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Hodgson  &  Simpson,  Wakefield  :  and 
Mr.  Harry  Entwistle,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Entwistic  & 
Thorpe,  Manchester,  representing  the  Manchester  Process 
and  Wood  Engravers'  Association. 

Mr.  Iciris's  Address. 

The  "Local  Government  Journal"  of  November  12 
devotes  considerable  space  to  the  report  of  a  speech  made 
by  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  St. 
Pancras  Borough  Council  in  his  capacity  of  retiring  Mayor. 
"  As  is  customary  at  the  last  meeting  presided  over  by  ;i 
mayor,  particulars  were  given  of  the  work  carried  on  by 
the  Council  and  the  condition  of  the  borough  generally. 
But  Mr.  Idris  prefaced  his  remarks  by  a  sketch  of  St. 
Pancras  in  the  olden  time,  much  of  which  information 
must  have  been  new  to  some  of  his  listeners,  and  is  in- 
teresting to  others  who  like  to  study  .social  life  in  bygone 
times." 

The  Shops  (Early-closing)  Act. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  }Jrapers'  Chamber  of  Trade'  held 
on  November  15  in  London,  a  letter  was  read  fiom  the 
Home  Secretary  which  stated  that,  under  Section  2  (Sub- 
section 3)  of  \he  Act,  it  will  be  possible  for  a  local 
authority.,  in  a  proper  case,  and  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  the  circumstances  may  require,  to  e.xenipt  from  the 
operation  of  a  closing-orcier  shops  in  which  no  assistants 
are  emploved.  He  added  that  a  circular  is  being  prepared 
by  the  Department  on  the  subject  of  the  Act  for  the 
guidance  of  local  authorities. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

In  Bucks  last  quarter  the  .samples  taken  included  five 
each  of  cod-liver  oil  and  grey  powder;  all  were  genuine. 

All  the  samples  of  camphorated  oil  and  flowers  of  .sul- 
phur taken  in  Staffordshire  last  quarter  for  analysis  were 
found  to  be  genuine. 

Mr.  Carter  Bell,  public  analyst  for  Cheshire,  repoi  ts  that 
last  quarter  he  anaiy.sed  two  samples  of  camphorated  oil, 
and  found  both  genuine. 

The  only  sample  of  drugs  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Foccl 
and  Drugs  Acts  at  Hereford  last  (punter  was  that  of 
flowers  of  sulphur,  and  it  was  genuir.c. 

Appointment  of  Public  Analyst. 

Twelve  appli<ations  have  been  received  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  public  analvst  to  the  borough  of  Hanunersmitli, 
in  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Chattaway.  Lha 
following  three  were  invited  to  attend  belore  the  Council 
on  Wednesdav  evening,  November  17— viz.,  Mr.  C.  G. 
Moor,  M.A..  F.I.C.,  Apothecaries'  Hall;  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry, 
B  Sc  F  I  C.  ;  and  Mr.  Percy  A.  E.  Richards,  Charing 
Cross' Ho.spilal,  F.I.C.  Mr.  Parry  sent  a  letter  withdraw- 
ing his  application,  and  Mr.  Richards,  by  vole,  was 
appointed.  The  salary  attached  to  the  office  is  at  the 
rate  of  200/.  a  year. 

A  New  Prize-scheme. 

The  "  money  weight  "  prize  .scheme  is  causing  indigna- 
tion among  Bradford  shopkeepers;  but  it  is  noted  that  as 
the  result  of  months  of  strenuous  work  by  agents  only 
nineteen  tradesmen  have  adopted  the  scheme,  Taylors' 
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Drug  Company  being  the  only  one  connected  with  the 
drug-trade  who  have  fallen  in  .with  the  promoters'  advice 
to  the  public  "not  to  buy  anything  without  a  money- 
weight  prize  ticket."  The  scheme  is  creating  comment 
in  other  towns.  It  has  been  originated  by  a  scale  com- 
pany "  for  the  purpose  of  interesting  the  public  in  the 
money-weight  system  of  weighing."  In  this  spring- 
balance  system,  which  has  been  in  use  here  for  two  years 
or  more,  a  cylindrical  arrangement  shows  the  weight  in 
pounds  and  ounces  of  the  article  scaled  and  the  money 
value  of  the  weight.  The  prizes  now  offered  comprise  a 
freehold  residence,  furnished  throughout  (value  1,000/.), 
furniture  for  a  ten-roomed  house  (500/.),  tour  round  the 
world  (200/.),  a  billiard-table  (100/.),  with  alternative 
prizes  of  the  same  values,  and  about  ten  thousand  other 
prizes.  These  are  to  be  given  to  customers  at  the  shops 
where  the  scales  are  used,  a  ticket  being  given  with  each 
purchase. 

Pharmaceutical  Mayors. 

Mr.  Henry  Smith,  Mayor  of  Evesham,  is  not  the  local 
chemist  of  that  name. 

The  Mayor  of  Ipswich,  although  a  nephew  of  the  late 
Mr.  E.  Grimwade,  is  not,  we  are  informed,  connected 
with  the  drug-trade. 

Alderman  John  Robert  Lawson,  J. P.,  the  new  Mayor 
of  .South  i-lhields,  started  life  as  a  chemist.  He  is  still 
on  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  but  forsook 
pharmacy  some  time  ago  for  the  land  and  estate  agency 
business,  entering  the  Corpoiation  in  1890. 

The  Mayor  of  Cambridge's  banquet  was  given  in  the 
Lion  Hotel  on  November  9,  Mr.  Campkin  being  supported 
by  a  distinguished  company,  which  included  several  local 
medical  practitioners  and  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck.  The  toast  of 
the  Mayor's  health  was  given  by  Mr.  Councillor  Durn- 
ford,  who  spoke  highly  of  Mr.  Campkin's  abilities. 

Councillor  John  Roger  Butterwick,  who  has  been  been 
elected  Mayor  of  Hartlepool  for  the  third  successive  year, 
was  apprenticed  as  a  chemist  to  an  ex-Mayor  of  the 
town — Alderman  John  Horsley.  chemist  and  druggist. 
Mr.  Butterwick  received  his  municipal  as  well  as  his 
commercial  training  under  the  experienced  eye  of  Alder- 
man Horsley,  who  is  "the  father"  of  the  Hartlepool 
Corporation.  Mr.  Butterwick  is  now  very  largely  inte- 
rested in  shipping,  in  addition  to  being  a  wine  and  spirit 
merchant  on  an  e.xtensive  scale. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Ox-gall,  which  is  largely  used  in  Birmingham  by  bur- 
nishers, dyers,  and  lacquerers,  is  advertised  for  sale  in  the 
local  Press  at  6d.  per  pint. 

The  new  Technical  Schools  in  John  Briglit  Street  were 
found  to  be  on  fire  on  Sunday  evening  about  10  o'clock. 
The  cause  is  not  known.  The  damage  to  the  first  and 
second  floors  was  somewhat  severe. 

There  are  to  be  happy  times  in  Staffordshire  for  phar- 
macy. Dr.  Reid  and  the  County  Council  are  inquiring 
into  the  high  death-rate  of  infants,  and  recommendations 
as  to  feeding  babies  and  their  general  management  are  to 
be  spread  broadcast. 

Showell's  Brewery,  which  was  founded  at  Oldbury  many 
years  ago  by  a  pharmacist  who  gained  a  great  reputation 
as  a  brewer's  expert,  has  fallen  upon  evil  times,  and  a 
committee  of  inspection  has  issued  a  statement  showing  a 
deficit  of  over  400.000/. 

The  local  magistracy  thus  valued  the  services  of  the 
various  participants  in  an  assault  case.  For  assaulting  the 
police,  20/.  and  costs ;  the  medical  officer  of  health',  1/.  and 
costs,  and  the  same  for  the  inspector  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  and  Sanitary  Acts.

Sheffield  Notes. 

Dr.  Godfrey  Carter,  in  delivering  his  inaugural  address 
to  the  Sheffield  Microscopical  Society  on  November  9,  had 
something  to  say  on  the  part  played  by  the  mosquito  in  the 
propagation  of  the  malaria  parasite.  He  believes  that  the 
prophylactic  measures  which  are  being  taken  as  regards 
draining  marshy  lands  and  using  petroleum  on  the  surface 
of  stagnant  ponds  will  result  in  a  great  decrease  of  malaria. 

Anent  the  interesting  recommendation  passed  by  the 
North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  re- 
specting "  infamous  conduct,"  local  pharmacists  are 
wondering  how  a  colleague  here  would  fare  at  the  hands

sultation in  private  room." 
^  The  annual  dinner  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  has  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  November 
30,  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hotel.  Among  the  invited  guests 
are  Dr.  Hicks  (Principal  of  the  University  College),  Pro- 
fe.s.sor  Wynne  (University  College),  Dr.  H.  Scurfield 
(medical  officer  of  he.ilth).  The  Society  are  taking  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  an  appreciation  of  hospitality

The  Sheffield  University  is  another  step  nearer  realisa- 
tion. On  Monday  the  new.spapers  contained  the  requisite 
statutary  notice  that  in  the  next  Session  of  Parliament 
application  will  be  made  for  an  Act  to  vest  the  property: 
of  the  University  College  in  the  LTniversity  of  Sheffield, 
and,  among  other  piu'po.ses,  to  provide  for  the  continuance 
of  professors  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  College  on 
the  staff  of  the  University;  to  empower  the  University 
to  hold  examinations  and  grant  diplomas  conferring  the 
right  of  registration  under-  the  Medical  Acts,  and  to  choose 
representatives  to  be  members  of  the  General  Medical 
Council. 

Meanwhile  the  LTniversity  opera  week  has  been  so  far 
a  huge  success  and  promises  to  result  in  a  substanlial 
addition  to  the  funds.  Mr.  Charles  Manners  has  given  his. 
services  and  those  of  his  two  combined  companies,  in  re- 
turn for  bare  expenses,  as  a  step  towards  his  ideal  of  a. 
National  Opera,  and  the  joint  efforts  of  local  musical  enthu- 
siasts and  the  University  authorities  have  re.5u!'ted  in  full 
advantage  being  taken  of  Mr.  Manners's  generous  offer. 

iThe  Gelsemitim-poisoning.  • 

On  November  10,  Samuel  Winder,  grocer,  Pudsey,  was 
charged  on  remand,  at  the  Bradford  (West  Riding)  Police 
Court,  with  causing  the  death  of  Mabel  Grimes  (17), 
daughter  of  a  jobbing  gardener.  This  is  (he  case  in  which 
the  prisoner,  having  got  his  stock  mixed  in  the  course  of  a 
removal,  gave  the  girl  gelsemium  instead  of  witch-hazel 
(/'.  <[■  D.,  November  12,  page  780),  with  the  result  that  .she 
died  half  an  hour  after  taking  a  decoction  of  it,  and  the 
prisoner  gave  himself  up  to  the  police.  Police  Superin- 
tendent Crawshaw  informed  the  Bench  that  he  considered 
it  his  duty  to  go  on  with  the  case,  although  the  Coroner's 
jury  had  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure. 
The  hearing  of  the  case  before  the  Magistrates  occupied 
about  three  hours.  It  appears  that  it  is  a  common  practice 
for  girls  about  that  age  in  that  district  to  take  a  decoction 
of  fullers'  earth.  The  girl  asked  for  fullers'  earth  when 
she  went  to  the  shop,  but  the  pri.soner  said  he  had  none, 
but  had  something  that  would  do  as  well.  A  police 
comstable  gave  evidence  that  at  the  prisoner's  shop  the 
tin  which  contained  the  gelsemium  was  not  labelled.  The 
prisoner,  giving  evidence  on  his  own  behalf,  pleaded  that 
gelsemimn  and  witch-hazel  looked  alike  in  the  gas-light. 
The  Bench  remanded  the  prisoner  for  a  week  in  order  to 
communicate  with  the  Public  Prosecutor  to  see  if  he  would 
be  willing  to  take  up  the  case.    Bail  was  allowed. 

The  Live -pool  Poisonirg  case. 
At  the  inquest  at  Liverpool  regarding  the  death  of  FJora 
Laing  (briefly  referred  to  in  last  week's  issue,  page  781) 
it  transpired  that  a  vounger  brother,  of  the  deceased  ob- 
tained from  the  shop  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Smith,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Walton,  a  headache-powder  for  her,  after  taking 
which  she  died.  A  mercury  salt  was  found  in  the 
vomit  and  also  in  powders  similar  to  that  taken  by  the 
girl,  and  supplied  by  Mr.  Smith  for  analysis.  The  medi- 
cal evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  Miss  Laing  died  from 
acute  mercurial  poisoning.  The  evidence  of  Mr.  John 
Jacob  Smith  was  to  the  effect  that  the  headache-powders 
supplied  were  composed  of  acetanilide,  caffeine,  and 
sodium  bicarbonate  (the  pulv.  acetanilidi  co.  of  the  B.P.C. 
Formulary),  and  he  was  amazed  to  learn  that  a  mercuric 
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salt  had  been  found  by  the  analyst,  and  could  not  account 
for  it  in  any  way.  His  manager.  Mr.  Joseph  Coiiplniid 
Collins,  who  supplied  the  powder,  had  been  with  him  for 
o\-Sr  twelve  months,  and  he  (Mr.  ft'mith)  had  eveTy'ron- 
fiiehce  in  him.  Mr.  C'ollins  is  a  qualified  chemist  and 
druggist.  It  was  suggested  by  the  Coroner  that  -  scm.e 
mercuric  chloride  may  have  becom.e  mixed  with-  the 
powders  in  the  course  of  their  preparaticn.  Mr.  II;  E. 
Davies.  chemical  analyst.  Chapel  i-"treet,  Liverpocl,  said  he 
found  that  the  vomit  contained  a  considerable  amount  of 
mefcmy ;  that  the  powder  in  the  tin  did  not  ccntain  any 
preparation  of  mercury;  and  that  the  powders  contained  a 
corisiderabl?  amount  of  mercuric  salt,' the  amount  in  cno 
powder  corresponding  to  0.63  grain  of  mercuric  oxide. 
Witness  said  there  was  a  difference  in  weight  in  the  powders, 
the  mercm'ic  chloride  being  the  heavier,  but  the  quantity  in 
thi.s  case  was  .so  .small  that  it  would  not  be  distinguishable. 
The  colour -and  general  appearance  of  the  powders  was  the 
same,  and  if  the  me:x  urii hloride  bottle  was  used,  ar.d  if 
by -some  mean?  .some  of  the  mercuric  chloride  got  into  the 
headache-powders  on  the  counter,  ths  difference  in  weight 
and  general  appearance  would  be  scare ly  appreciated.  The 
C'oroner  :  What  quantity,  do  you  think,  would  be  required 
to  be  mixed  in  cnc  pov.'dcr  to  produce  the  symptoms  in  this 
case?  Witne.sij  :  The  evidence  is  rather  doubtful  as  to  what 
would  constitute  a  fatal  dose.  The  cnly  accurately  re- 
corded case  I  can  find  says  3  grains,  but  from  n\v  own 
•linowledge  J  think  it  excessive;  1  think  less  -  would 
'tau.'ie  death.  The  Corcner  said  there  "  was  no.  ex- 
jilmation  of  the  affair  at- all..  Both  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr. 
<;ollins  were  perfectly  honest  and  straightforward  in  the 
matter,  but  the  fact  remained  that  there  had  been  some  sort 
•of  inattention  or  a  ndstake  of  some  kind.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  mercurial  poison- 
ing, but  how  the  substance  got  into  the  headache-powders 
tiiere  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show.  The  Coroner 
advised  Mr.  ISmit-h  to  destroy  any  other  of  the  powders  he 
■might  have  and  make  a  fresh  start.  It  was  intimated  that 
this  had  been  done. 

Tlie  Week's  Poisonings. 
No  fewer  than  six  of  the  seventeen  deaths  from  p.oisons 
that  have  taken  place  during  the  week  were  caused  by 
■oxalic  acid.    Three  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  due 
to  misadventure.      A  two-year-old  child  at  Hull  .sucked 
some  match  heads  and  died  from  phosphorus-poiscnlng.  A 
■chimney-sweep   at   l.sl'ngtcn,  named  Deer,  inadvertently 
drank  a  quantity  of  camphorated  oil:  he  was  suffering  frcm 
•c^hronic  bronchitis  and  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heait,  and 
the  amount  of  camphor  taken  (about  36  grains)  cause_d  as- 
phyxia, from  which  he  died.    The  ether  misadventure  was 
at  .Swansea,  where  oxalic  acid  was  taken  in  errcr  by  Alfred 
Rogers.    The  oxalic  suicides  were  Henry  Sidney  Reid,  an 
•■Old  Kent  Road  wheelwright;  James  Elias  Coney,  a  Bat- 
^er.sea  tailor;  William  Smith,  an  outside  porter  at  Victoria 
'Station;  John  Cavanagh.  a  Liverpocl    storekeeper;  and 
Maria  Poole,  of  Bury.     In  the  case  of  Mrs.  Pocl?  the  oxalic 
acid  (about  2  oz.)  was  obtained  from  Mr.  II.  T.  Hyslop, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Walmersley   Road,    the   pure  barer 
.stating  that  it  was  to  clean  copper  and  brass.- -Enniianucl 
liooth,  a  painter  iit  Lostock,  poisoned  himself  with  laud- 
anum ;  and  Mrs.  Mary  Russon,  of  Hove,  took  an  overdose 
of  the  same  narcotic.    Ann  Yardley,  of  Pike  View,  killed 
herself  with  rat-poison.      James  ilVIoore.  of  Redcar,  died 
from  chronic  cocaine-poisoning.    Rachel  Xathan.  a  dcn:estic 
.servant  at  Lcytonstone,   died   from  arsenical  poisoning. 
Catherine  Elizabeth  Fuge.  of  Kilburn,  took  a  fatal  dose  of 
chloroform.    Four  bottles  (hat  had  containeil  ehlorofcrm 
were  found  in  her  room.    The  ehlorofcrm  had  been  obtained 
in'.small  quantities  from  different  chemists  in  the  neifzhbour- 
hood. — A  Rochdale  man.  named  Isherwocd.  traveller  fcr  a 
firm  of  opticians,  poisoned  liiniself  with  cyanide  of  potas- 
.sium  at  Blarkpool.    The  same  poison  was  taken  by  Joseph 
Ambro.se,  a  stationmiaster  at  Pre.scot.    An  elderly  woman 
named  Jane  Holloway,  living  at  Netting  Hill,  drank  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  died  in  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Paddingtcn, 
from  the  effects.

The  Glasgow  Southern  Medical  Society  has  been  dis- 
cussing the  subject  of  "  C'ases  which  bonesetters  cure." 
Their  conclusion  is  that  the  bonesetter  scmetim.es  succeeds 
through  the  mediiun  of  the  rif  iiicdicotrix  natiine  or  by 
■temerity  of  treatment  which  might  be  fatal  to  the  pafent. 

Mr.  R.  Tocher.  President  of  the  Glasgow  Optical  Society, 
.has  a  letter  in  an  evening  paper  correcting  -a  ccrrespcn- 
•dent's  statement  that  the  Glasgow  Ophthalmic  Institute  is 
lliractically  the  only  place  at  which  accurate  sight-testing 
is  done.  Mr.  Tocher  points  cut  that  there  are  now  a 
(large  number  of  trained  refractionists  in  Glasgow  and  that 
the  Ophthalmic  Institute,  being  intended  for  the  peer, 
rshould  not  be  abused  by  the  comparatively  well-to-do. 
This  plain-.speaking  has  provoked  son.o  angry  retorts,  and 
'the  correspondence  is  going  on  briskly. 

A  correspondent  to  a  Iccal  journal  relates  how  he  has 
-succeeded  in  cultivating  many  sub-tropical  and  temperate 
itrees  and  shrubs  on  the  west' coast  of  Ross-shire,  hitherto 
mot  supposed  to  be  cultivable  in  these  latitudes.  His  open- 
air  winter-garden  comprises  Kiiral i/pfus  (orrijcio.  Diplo- 
pappos  (Jui/soplii/Ua,  American  dogwoods,  camellias, 
■pampas  grass.  New  Zealand  veronicas  and  pittosporums, 
and  many  other  genera  and  species.  This  experimentalist 
is  of  opinion  that  landscape  gardeners  might  with  a  little 
•enterprise  make  their  places  as  beautiful  in  winter  as  in 
■summer. 

A  newspaper  reference  to  the  eighty-first  birthday  of 
Sir  Charles  Tennant,  of  the.  Glen,  recalls  the  interesting 
i'act  that  he  represents  the  third  generation  of  his  family, 
which  has  been  so  closely  associated  with  the  use  and 
■development  of  the  great  chen.ical-industry  in  Glasgow. 
■Charles  Tennant.  one  of  the  founders  of  the  huge  "secret 
■^vorks "  at  St.  Rollox,  was  the  son  of  John  Tennant.  a 
■stardy  Ayrshire  yeoman,  and  one  of  tlie  intimates  of 
Robert  Burns,  who,  writing  to  Tennant.  says  th-at  he 
must  not  forget  "  Charlie,  who  offers  very  fairly.  '  It  was 
when  still  a  bleacher  at  Darr.ley,  near  Barrhead,  that  in 
1797   Charles   patented   the   process   for   using  calcium 


hydroxide  instead  of  potassium  and  sodium  hydroxides 
for  neutralising  the  chlorine  used  in  bleaching,  and  two 
years  later  he  took  cut  a  patent  for  the  bleac hing-powder 
which  revcluticnised  the  industry.  He  alterwards 
founded  the  firm  at  St.  Rcllox.  which  was  developed  by 
his  son  John  and  b^'  his  grandscn  Charles,  the  present 
baronet.  The  towering  chimney-stack  at  yt.  Rollox.  one 
of  the  highest  in  the  Kingdom,  and  the  prodigious  heaps 
of  chemical  refuse  now  consisting  mainly  of  pc lysulphides 
of  lime,  have  long  lieen  conspicuous  landmarks  to  the 
north  of  the  city.  The  works  are  now  incorpcrated  with 
the  Unite!  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.  [Our  ccntempcra;y  ignores 
Jair.es  Watt's  share  in  the  matter. — Ediior.]

Fatal  Factory-fire. —The  extensive  paint  and  varnish 
works  of  the  Ripolin  Paint  Co.,  at  Issy,  near  Paris,  were 
de'itroyed'  by  fire  List  Friday  night.  Most  of  the  work- 
people ctcaped,  but  at  lesst  five  were  burnt  to  deat.h. 

Danval,  the  cx-ccn\ict  pharmacien,  has  just  obtained 
from  the  Court  of  Cassation  permission  to  appeal  for  a  re- 
,  vision  of  the  senteni. e  under  which  he  was  condemned  about 
thirty  ye.xrs  ago  to  hard  labour  for  life  cn  a  charge  of 
poisoning  his  wife  with  arsenic.  He  was  pardoned  in 
1902. 

Flash-I'OWDEHS  for,  pHOiOGr.ArHY.— A  recent  decree 
issued  by  the  Paris  Prefect  cf  Pclice  gives  instructicns 
regarding  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  flash-powders  for 
photography.  Special  authorisatic ns  will  in  future  be 
necessary  for  manufacturing  thsse,  isolated  buildings  being 
required  also  fcr  their  sale. 

Thf.  English  Pharmacist  ox  the  Riviera — i.e..  the  pro- 
prietor who  is  English  by  birth  and  has  passed  the  Miner — 
seems  as  extinct  as  the  dodo.  A  correspondent  writes  :  "  I 
would  have  dropped  into  en  English  chemist's  for  a  chat  cn 
Riviera  p.harmacy,  but  couli  not  find  an  English  name  at 
Nice  or  Cannes.  Nicholl's,  at  Nice,  is  now  owned  by 
M.  Foli;  Ginner  &  Co.  (her  late  Majesty's  chemists),  at 
Cannes,  by  M.  J.  M.  Ricardcu;  an  1  Brearley  &  Bascoul's 
is  now  Rondet  et  Cie.'s.  At  Hyeres  Powell's  has  passed 
into  the  hands  of  M.  Allouard."  Of  course  there  are  plenty 
of  first-class  Frencit  pharmacies  in  the  South  with  qualifiecl 
Enclish  assistants  during  the  season,  but  the  English  phar- 
macy proprietor  is  evidently  becoming  a  ram  acis  outside 
Paris. 

"  The  Doctor's  Friend."-  A  variation  of  a  rather  old 
dodge,  carried  out  with  audacity,  has  caused  two  or  three 
pharmacists  in  a  bu,sy  quarter  of  iParis  to  be  swindled.  Like 
a  rush  of  wind,  a  smartly  dressed  man  dashed  into  a  phar- 
macy and,  breathless  with  nervous  haste,  said  :  "  I  am  the 

intimate  friend  of  Dr.   "  (m.entioning  a  well-known 

name)  :  "  he  is  very  busy  with  a  patient  and  has  asked  me  to 
take  him  the:e  articles  "  (here  a  list  of  goods  was  thrust 
forward).  "  I  must  take  tiiem  at  cnce."  The  pharmacists  cr 
their  assistants  rarely  hesitated  to  supply  the  surgical  instru- 
ments, dressings,  cr  medicines  required.  Later,  of  course, 
the  swindle  was  discovered  much  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
doctor  whose  name  had  been  used,  and  not  less  so  to  that  of 
the  pharmacist. 

Foreign  Trade  of  Fr.axce. — A  Foreign  Office  report 
(No.  3301)  cn  the  trade  of  France  during  1903  and  the  first 
e'ght  months  of  the  current  year  shows  how  enormous  are 
the  commercial  relations  existing  between  France  and 
Great  Britain.  Of  the  French  imports  in  1903.  amounting 
to  192,000,000/.,  no  less  than  22.276.000/.  can.o  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  United  States  beinj  second  with 
21,564,000/.  Of  the  exports,  aggregating  170,092.000/., 
the  United  K'ngdcm  took  47.6E0.000/..  and  Belgium  the 
next  cn  the  list,  25,224  000/.  During  the  first  eight 
months  of  th's  ycr  French  iir.pcrts  from  Great  Britain 
amounted  to  14,113,680/..  a  cccrease  of  1,080,720/.,  as 
compared  with  the  corresoon-iing  period  of  1905:  and  from 
the  United  States  to  11.687.400/..  a  falling-off  of  2^468.120/. 
Exports  from  France  to  Great  Britain  rose  by  ,i09,120/.. 
and  to  Gc.'many  bv  1.323.500/..  whde  thore  to  the  United 
States  fell  to  the  cxier.t  of  273,280/. 
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"The  Guide  to  the  Student  of  Pharmacy,"  which 
was  started  ten  years  ago  by  the  late  M.  E.  Madoule  and 
has  been  issued  annually  since,  appears  this  year  under 
the  editorship  of  M.  E.  Musson,  Secretary  ot  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy.  Certain  additional  details  of  interest 
are  added,  including  the  conditions  under  which  foreign 
pharmacy  students  can  study  in  France,  also  details  con- 
cerning the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy.  The  modifi- 
cations resulting  from  the  suppression  of  the  diploma  of 
pharmarien  dc  .^ccondc  (/a-:<e  are  also  shown.  It  is  inte- 
resting to  mention  in  this  connection  that  the  attempt  made 
recently  to  re-establish  the  latter  diploma  in  the  form  of  a 
certificate  for  assistants  who  from  one  reason  or  another 
may  not  be  able  to  get  the  full  cpialification  is  not  likely  to 
succeed.  I  hear  on  good  authority  that  there  is  not  the 
slightest  chance  of  its  being  carried  through.  The 
Directors  of  the  Schools  of  Pharmacy  are  opposed  to  it, 
besides  which  there  are  already  an  ample  number  of  fully 
qualified  pharmacists  in  France  for  dispensing  medicines. 


Colonial  an^  forcion  Wicm. 


The  German  Carbonic-acid  Syndicate  has  not  accom- 
plished its  object  as  prices  have  fallen  and  the  volume  of 
tusiness  has  declined,  in  consequence  of  the  establishment 
of  new  works  outside  the  combination,  and  several  of  the 
members  have  instituted  legal  proceedings  with  a  view  to 
the  dissolution  of  the  sj'ndicato  on  this  ground. 

Chemicals  for  Egyrt. — The  Egyptian  "  Journal 
Officiel "  of  October  24  announces  that  tenders  will  be 
received  up  to  12  noon  of  December  13  for  the  supply  of 
130  tons  of  best  refined  English  cottonseed  oil.  20  tons  of 
caustic  soda,  60  to  62  per  cent.  ;  and  8  tons  of  silicate  of 
soda,  75  per  cent.  ;  all  to  be  delivered  at  the  War  Depart- 
ment Stores,  Tourah. 

Belgian  Pharmacy  Law. — In  order  to  put  down  in 
Belgium  the  practice  of  herbalists  and  quacks  selling  their 
articles  at  the  yearly  fairs  and  cn  similar  occasions,  the 
Minister  has  issued  a  notice  to  the  local  authorities  to 
keep  a  sharper  eye  in  future  on  suth  people.  The  offering 
of  drugs  and  preparations  for  sale  for  medicinal  purposes 
in  public  places  is  forbidden,  and  practice  by  itinerant 
doctors  proli.bited. 

Co-operative  Buying. — The  German  Apotheker  Co- 
operative Stores,  Jjtd.  (Handelsgesellschaft  deutscher 
Apotheker),  recently  appealed  for  members,  and  met  with 
a  response  from  1.200  pharmacists  from  all  parts  of  the 
German  Empire.  At  present  the  Society  is  collecting  the 
capital  and  in  December  the  general  meeting  is  to  be  held 
to  admit  the  new  members.  A  branch  has  already  been 
opened  in  Munich  for  South  Germany.  T.he  wholesale 
establishment  of  Coenen  &  Btichner.  Cologne,  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Society  as  a  branch  for  West  Germany. 
The  central  offices  are  in  Berlin. 

The  New  Roumanian  Law  regulating  the  train'ng  of 
pharmacists  has  come  into  force.  The  course  of  study 
required  before  passing  the  State  e.xamination  embraces 
many  subjects,  the  certificate  of  the  highest  class  of  a 
high  school  being  required  before  entering  as  an  apprentice 
for  tvi^o  years.  The  examination  wh'ch  takes  place  at  the 
end  of  the  period  embraces  a  general  knowledge  of  botany, 
zoology,  physics,  chemistry,  and  practical  pharmacy,  and 
the  candidate  must  also  present  three  chemif;.l  prepara- 
tions made  by  himself  and  a  collection  of  100  plants  per- 
sonally collected  and  recognised.  The  university  curricu- 
lum e.xtends  to  three  years,  and  includes  botany,  zoology, 
mineralogy,  general  and  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  physics, 
pharmacognosy,  analysis,  bacteriology,  analysis  of  food- 
stuffs, toxicology,  hygiene,  and  a  knowledge  of  sanitary 
laws.  The  examination  demands  the  proof  of  a  thorough 
practical  and  theoretical  knowledge  cf  the.'^e  branches  of 
science  before  the  State  diplon.a  is  awarded.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Roumanian  phai-maiist  of  the  future  w.ll  be 
possessed  of  a  vast  store  of  wisdom,  but  for  what  really 

practical  purpose  is  not  very  apparent.    Another  nation  

Germany — which  has  also  recently  increased  the  scientific 
requirements  in  pharmacy,  has  emitted  subjects  tending 
to  promote  the  knowledge  of  practical  busine.ss-matters 
among  the  candidates— a  necessity  which  is  becoming  more 
and  more  apparent  to  apothekers.

Trade  Law. 

Slsbonourad  Cheque. —  The  cuse  of  Ay.ton,  S:\unrlers 
&  Kemp  V.  A.\.  Johiistciuc  was  mentioned  in  the  Dublin  High 
Court  on  November  12,  in  which  121.  is  in  dispute  in  respect 
of  a  dishonoured  cheque  signed  by  defendant,  a  retail  chemist 
carrying  on  business  in  Belfast.  Counsel  said  the  defence  that 
had  been  raised  was  that  Mr.  Johnstone  had  carried  an 
arrangement  in  the  local  Bankruptcy  Court  in  Belfast  for  15.'. 
in  the  pound.  After  the  composition  had  been  agreed  to.  ai> 
arrangement  was  entered  into  between  the  plaintiffs'  traveller 
and  Mr.  Johnstone  to  open  a  new  trading  account  on  certaiii 
conditions.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  a  payment  was  made, 
but  the  balance  now  due  was  in  respect  of  new  goods  supplied. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Brown  opposed  the  motion,  and  contended  that 
part  of  the  consideration  was  a  fraud.  The  chccjues  wero 
issued  on  the  express  condition  that  the  plaintiffs  would  givc^ 
time  to  meet  them.  The  Court  made  no  rule  on  the  motion,, 
costs  to  bo  costs  in  the  cause. 

Ilford  Photographic  Trade-marks.— llford,  1-td.,  tht- 
well-known  manufacturers  of  photographic  plates  and  jianers. 
have  recently  obtained  in  the  Uerman  courts  an  important 
decision  putting  a  stop  to  an  imitation  of  their  trade-marks* 
and  labels.  The  Actien-Gesellschaft  fiir  Trockenplattenfabri- 
kation  vormals  Westendorp  &  Wehner  (Joint-stock  Company 
for  Dry-plate  Manufacture  formerly  Westendorp  &  Wehner). 
of  Cologne,  put  up  some  of  its  plates  as  "  Milford  Emnre.'is- 
Plates,"  and  copied  the  colour  and  size  of  the  Ilford  Emprcfs- 
Plate  label  exactly  ;  the  formula  label  was  copied  with  minute^ 
accuracy,  so  were  the  side  labels  put  on  the  plate-boxes  and 
the  colour  of  the  wrapping-paper,  the  only  difference  being 
that  the  word  "  Milford  "  was  used  instead  of  "  Ilford."'  and 
the  well-known  Ilford  steamers  in  circles  were  transformed 
into  two  sailing  ships  in  circles.  These  plates  were  put  on 
the  Chinese  market,  where  Ilford,  Ltd.,  have  long  dor.e- 
business,  and  on  December  31,  1903,  the  German  Court 
granted  an  injunction  restraining  the  Westendorp  &  Wehner 
Co.  from  using  the  words  "Milford  Empress  Plates''  ancl 
the  trade-mark  of  Ilford,  Ltd.,  or  any  colourable  imitation  of 
it,  on  their  packing-labels  and  other'busincss-papers,  under  a 
penalty  of  fourteen  days'  imprisonment  for  every  infringe- 
ment. The  Westendorp  &  Wehner  Co.  were  also  orderecj  to. 
pay  Ilford,  Ltd.,  5,000m..  as  damages,  and  the  costs.  Against 
this  judgment  the  Westendorp  &  Wehner  Co.  appealed,  ancl 
on  October  19  this  appeal  was  dismissed,  the  judgment  of  thc^ 
Court  below  being  affirmed  in  all  respects,  except  that  a 
money  penalty  was  substituted  for  the  fourteen  days'  im- 
prisonment in  case  of  further  infringement,  and  that  the- 
question  of  damages  was  reserved  pending  the  receipt  of 
further  evidence. 

Hig-h  Court  Cases. 

An  Ointment  for  Bad  Legs. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Saturday,  Noveiiiber  12, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen-Eady.  William  Panter.  carry- 
ing on  business  at  Manchester  as  the  Natural  Infirmary  foi* 
Bad  Legs,  applied  for  an  interim  injunction  to  restrain 
Mrs.  Elizabet.h  Carter,  of  Sheffield,  from  advertising  in 
such  a  way  as  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  her  business  is  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  plaintiff's.  Plaintiff  wa.s 
said  to  be  the  proprietor  of  a  patent  ointment,  and  de- 
fendant was  formerly  in  his  employ  under  an  agreement. 
Defendant  denied  that  the  preparation  she  advertises  is  th& 
same  as  the  plaintiff's,  or  that  she  advertises  it  as  the  same. 
Mr.  Mark  Romer,  for  the  defendant, 'said  h's  client  was 
willing  to  omit  all  reference  to  the  Natural  Infirmary. 
His  Lordship  upon  this  directed  the  moticn  to  stand  over 
until  the  trial  of  the  action. 

DiBB  r.  Crow.v  Perfumery  Co. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Friday,  November  11. 
this  action  was  down  for  trial  before  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  and  a  special  jury.  It  was  a  claim  for  damages  for 
alleged  malicious  prosecution.  As  reported  from  the  North 
London  Police  Court  in  May  and  September  of  last  year, 
Mr.  Dibl)  was  charged  with  lieing  cone  erncd  in  an  extensive? 
theft  of  fancy  soaps,  scent:;,  and  shofifittings,  and  was  di.s- 
charged  on  the  evidence.  He  made  a  claim  upon  the 
prosecutors — the  Crown  Perfumery  Co.,  of  Homerton — for 
450/.  dan-.ages  for  false  imprisonment  and  malicious  prose- 
cution, and  engaged  Mr.  Arthur  Powell,  K.C.,  and  Mr. 
t'olam  as  his  counsel.  The  defendant  company  had  Mr. 
Henry  Duke,  K.C..  and  Mr.  Geo,  Elliott.  Mr.  Colam  said 
his  Lordship  and  the  jury  would  not  be  troubled  that  day.  .

It  had  been  arranged  between  the  parties  that  the  record 
should  be  withdrawn,  the  defendants  apologising  and 
acknowledging  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  guilty  ot  the  charge 
which  liad  been  brought  against  him  by  their  manager, 
and  agreeing  to  pay  ICOi^.  within  four  days  and  taxed  costs. 
Mr.  Elliott  signified  his  assent  to  these  terms.  The  Lord 
■Chief  Justice  said  this  was  no  doubt  an  honourable  ending, 
■and  directed  the  case  to  be  struck  out  of  the  list. 

The  "Absorbine"  Trade-mark. 
The  case  of  Christy  and  another  i'.  Tipper  &  Son  came 
before  Lords  Justices  Vaughan-Williams,  Ronier,  and 
Cozens-Hardy  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Monday,  Novem- 
ber 14.  It  was  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  Mr.  W.  i''.  Young, 
manufacturing  chemist,  Springfield,  Mass.,  against  the 
decision  of  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  in  February  last  (see 
6'.  <£■  TJ..  February  5,  page  233)  refusing  an  injunction  to 
.restrain  Tipper  &  Sons,  Birmingham,  from  selling  vnider 
the  name  "Absorbine"  any  embrocation  not  made  by 
Mr.  Young,  and  granting  Messrs.  Tipper's  rccjuest  that 
•the  trade-mark  "Absorbine"  (registered  by  Mr.  Young) 
should  be  struck  off  the  register.  Messrs.  T.  Christy  & 
Co.,  as  Mr.  I'oung's  agents  in  this  country,  were  formally 
associated  with  him  in  the  action.  The  mark  was  regis- 
tered in  November,  1901.  The  defendants  had  previously 
juade  and  sold  "Tipper's  absorbent  ointment"  for  appli- 
cation in  cases  similar  to  those  for  which  the  plaintiff's 
liquid  remedy  was  advertised,  and  at  a  date  practically 
contemporaneous  with  the  plaintiff's  applicaticn  for  the 
registration  of  the  trade-mark  "Absorbine"  the  defen- 
dants, without  any  knowledge  of  what  the  plaintiff  was 
doing,  changed  the  title  of  their  ointment  to  "Absorbine,  ' 
and  they  had  sold  the  same  under  the  title  "Absorbine 
Tippers  "  ever  since. 

Mr.  Ralph  Neville,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Sebastian  now  appeared 
for  the  appellant,  and  Mr.  Younger,  K.C.,  ancl  Mr.  £.  P. 
Hewett  for  the  respondents. 

Mr.  Neville  said  the  only  question  to  be  decided  was  as  to 
the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  retain  upon  the  register  the 
trade-mark  "  Absorbine  "  as  an  invented  word.  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce  had  held  that  the  registration  was  bad,  and  had 
dismissed  the  action  against  the  defendants.  He  did  not 
think  he  could  fairly  ask  their  Lordships  to  disagree  with 
the  Court  below  on  the  question  of  passing  off.  He  thought 
they  were  justified  in  making  their  claim  in  that  regard,  but 
the  defendants  positively  denied  that  they  had  attempted 
to  copy  plaintiff's  trade-mark,  and  the  evidence  was  not  so 
.strong  as  to  justify  them  in  occupying  their  Lordship's 
time  upon  the  point. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan-Williams  .^aid  he  thought 
"  Asborbine  "  was  a  variation  of  the  word  "Absorbing," 
and  that  both  words  played  the  same  tune.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Neville  said  it  had  been  held  that  "  Satinine"  was  a 
good  mark,  and  he  submitted  that  «  jortiori  "Absorbine" 
was  good.  Applied  to  an  article  of  commerce  it  could  not 
possibly  injure  anyone. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan-Williams  said  it  obviously  meant 
.stuff  that  absorbed,  while  the  obvious  meaning  of 
"  Satinine  "  was  that  it  was  not  satin.  Without  calling  upon 
the  other  side,  his  Lordship  said  they  were  all  of  opinion 
that  "Absorbine"  was  not  an  invented  word.  It  was  a 
mere  variation  of  the  word  "absorb."  and  was  used  as  in- 
dicating that  the  stuff  which  appellant  had  to  sell  effected 
its  cure  by  absorbing.  In  his  view  the  decision  of  Mr. 
Justice  Joyce  was  absolutely  right. 

Lords  Justices  Romer  and  Cozens-Hardy  concurred,  and 
the  appeal  was  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Claim  for  Salary. 
Mr.  Justice  Ridley,  sitting  without  a  jury  in  the  King's 
Bench  Division,  on  Tuesday.  November"  15.  heard  an 
action  by  Walter  Herbert  Goss  to  recover  119/.  lO*.  for 
arrears  of  salary  as  consulting  chemist  and  manager  of  a 
Saboratory  to  the  defendants,  Henry  Bishop  &  Co..  Enfield 
Highway.  The  defence  was  a  denial  of  indebtedness. 
The  defendants  were  induced  to  enter  into  the  agreement, 
under  which  plaintiff  was  to  receive  156/.  for  the  first 
year  and  212/.  per  annum  for  further  years,  in  consequence 
of  the  false  and  fraudulent  representations  of  the  plaintiff 
to  the  directors  of  the  company  that  he  was  a  duly  qualified 
chemist,  which  he  was  not.  ,  He  further  represented  that 
he  would  introduce  considerable  business  to  the  defendant 


company  and  procure  further  capital  for  the  extension  and 
development  of  the  business.  Th3  defendants  further 
stated  that  the  plaintiff  had  never  attended  the  company's 
offices  or  performed  any  of  the  duties  require!  Iiy  the 
agreement.  In  the  alternative  they  stated  that  in  March, 
1903,  at  a  meeting  of  directors  at  which  the  plaintiff  was 
present,  the  agreement  was  mutually  cancelled.  The 
defendants  counterclaimed  for  the  return  of  21/.  paid,  and 
for  damages  in  respect  of  fitting  up  a  laboratory,  and  for 
the  expense  of  certain  advertisements  for  which  the  plain- 
tiff was  responsible. 

The  plaintiff  in  his  evidence  said  he  was  in  partnership 
with  Mr.  Henry  Barker  as  an  electrical  engineer.  He  had 
been  apprenticed  to  his  father,  a  chemist,  for  five  years, 
and  though  he  was  not  on  the  roll  of  chemists,  he  had  been 
with  chemists  for  th-rty  years  after  leaving  his  father — 
twenty-four  years  with  one  firm,  Hearcn,  Squire  & 
Francis,  Southwark  Street.  His  partner,  Mr.  Barker,  in- 
troduced him  to  Mr.  Ward,  with  whom  he  had  several 
conversations  before  entering  into  the  agreem.cnt.  They 
said  they  required  money  to  be  put  into  the  firm,  offered 
him  two  debentures  of  100/.  for  50/.  each,  and  wanted  him 
to  do  the  compounding  and  mixing  of  their  proprietary 
articles  and  see  to  their  packing  and  putting-up.  The 
agreement  was  drawn  up,  and  he  commenced  cn  January  1. 
Mr.  Ward  knew  that  he  was  not  a  qualified  chemist.  He 
had  told  him  so,  and  Mr.  Ward  replied  that  he  was  not 
able  to  keep  open  shop.  He  had  never  said  he  could  intro- 
duce business  to  the  company.  He  attended  at  the  com- 
pany's premises  every  morning,  and  was  paid  his  salary 
weekly  till  March  14,  receiving  altogether  21/.  He  con- 
tinued to  attend  regularly  till  the  end  of  October,  and  then 
left.  He  had  never  cancelled  the  agreement.  He  had 
asked  for  his  pay  several  times,  and  had  had  promises. 
He  never  heard  the  objection  that  he  had  said  he  was  a 
qualified  chemist  till  just  before  the  action  was  com- 
menced. He  had  never  ordered  any  of  the  work  referred 
to  in  their  defence,  or  the  advertisements.  The  defendants 
had  had  a  fire  in  their  own  buildings,  and  had  rented 
offices  on  the  premises  in  which  plaintiff  and  his  partner 
carried  on  business.  He  never  found  anything  to  do  in 
defendants'  offices,  and  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  time 
in  assisting  Iris  partner.  No  weights,  measures,  or  scales 
were  ever  provided,  and  no  ingredients  or  any  material 
ever  came,  not  even  a  pill.  All  that  he  had  ever  done 
was  to  direct  a  few  samples  of  zuruline,  a  tonic  after  the 
style  of  phosferine. 

For  the  defence  it  was  alleged  that  plaintiff  had  retained 
his  old  position  as  a  partner  with  Mr.  Barker  and  had 
done  practically  nothing  for  defendants.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  board  in  March,  when  Mr.  Ward  accused  him  of 
misrepresentation,  plaintiff  said  he  would  "chuck  up  the 
whole  thing."  and  left  the  room. 

His  Lordship,  after  hearing  evidence  for  the  defendants, 
said  there  was  no  evidence  that  the  plaintiff  had  repre- 
sented himself  as  a  qualified  chemist,  and  if  he  had  in- 
fringed the  Act  of  1868  by  describing  himself  as  a  chemist, 
he  was  liable  to  a  penalty,  but  the  agreement  was  not 
void.  The  defence  on  the  ground  of  fraud  failed,  and  he 
could  not  hold  that  the  agreement  was  cancelled  as  the 
company  had  taken  no' steps  to  terminate  it.  The  plaintiff, 
however,  had  gone  cn  all  these  weeks,  and  it  was  rather  a 
strong  thing  to  ask  for  his  salary  for  the  whole  of  the 
time.  He  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  50/.  cn  the 
claim,  and  also  judgment  on  the  counterclaim,  with  costs. 

■  Classification  of  Virol. 

Before  the  Court  of  the  Railway  and  Canal  Commission, 
composed  of  Mr.  Justice  Bigham  (President),  Sir  F.  Peel, 
and  Viscount  Cobham,  on  November  16,  the  case  of  Bovril, 
Ltd.,  and  Virol,  Ltd.,  v.  the  Great  Western  Railway  Co., 
which  had  relation  to  the  rates  charged  for  the  carriage  of 
the  articles  manufactured- by  the  applicants,  w^as  heard. 
Mr.  Foote,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Neish  were  coun.sel  for  the  appli- 
cants, and  the  respondent  company  was  represented  by  Mr. 
Cripps,  K.C.,  Mr.  Ed.  Moore,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  H.  Russell. 
Mr.  Foote  said  the  application  was  brought  under  Section  10 
of  the  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act,  1888,  for  the  hearing 
and  determination  of  questions  and  disputes  which  had 
arisen  as  to  the  legality  of  certain  rates  for  conveyance 
which  had  been  charged  by  the  defendant  company  for 
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virol  consigned  by  the  applicants,  Boviil,  Ltd.,  to  the 
defendants  for  conveyance  on  their  railway.  The  railway 
companies'  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  is  divided  into 
classes,  authorised  and  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Trade, 
and  the  company  have  added  to  Class  5  "extracts  and 
essences  for  human  food,"  and  had  charged  for  virol  under 
that  class.  The  applicants  contended  that  the  virol  con- 
signed by  Bovril,  Ltd.,  to  the  defendant  company  for  con- 
veyance came  within  Class  3.  and  not  Class  5,  for  the  reason 
that  it  was  in  no  sense  an  extract  of  meat,  or  an  essence  for 
human  food  ;  that  it  was  a  syrup  which  was  used  as  a  food  ; 
and,  in  the  alternative,  that  it  was  unclassified.  The  defen- 
dants, they  said  in  fact,  illegally  claimed  to  charge  a  higher 
I'ate — viz.,  4.30(7.  per  mile  per  ton  for  the  first  twenty  miles 
■ — for  the  conveyance  of  this  virol  than  the  maximum  rate 
for  the  conveyance  of  merchandise  comprised  in  Class  3 
imder  which  it  should  be  carried — namely.  3.10(/.  per  ton 
per  mile.  The.y  applied  for  an  order  declaring  that  virol  is 
merchandise  which  should  be  comprised  within  Class  3  in 
the  company's  clas.sification  of  merchandise. 

Mr.  Albert  It'earl,  analyst  for  Bovril,  Ltd.,  was  called. 
He  defined  an  extract  for  human  food  as  that  which  repre- 
sented in  the  largest  diminished  bulk  or  volume  a  particular 
food  or  drug  by  the  exclusion  of  extraneous  materials,  such 
as  e.xtract  of  malt,  cascara  sagrada,  etc.  This  did  not 
apply  to  virol.  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  analytical  chemist,  gave 
similar  evidence ;  and  particulars  were  put  in  by  the  appli- 
cants showing  that  virol  was  composed  of  a  nmnber  of 
articles,  and  not  one  particular  article  of  food.  Therefore 
it  was  contended  that  it  did  not  come  under  the  term  "  ex- 
tract," although  malt  extract  entered  into  its  composition. 

Mr.  Cripps  said  the  defendant  company  in  their 
answer,  while  they  admitted  the  main  facts  mentioned  in 
the  application,  denied  that  they  illegally  claimed  to  charge 
or  did  charge  a  higher  rate  for  the  conveyance  of  virol  than 
they  were  authorised  to  charge  by  their  Act  of  1891.  The 
ingredients  of  which  virol  was  made  were  :  Malt  extract, 
58  per  cent.  ;  lemon-syrup,  29  per  cent.  ;  animal  fat,  15  per 
cent.  ;  eggs,  10  per  cent.  ;  glycerin,  5  per  cent.  ;  and  salt  and 
tlavourings,  3  per  cent.  The  defendants  therefore  sub- 
mitted that  virol  came  under  Class  5,  under  the  description 
"extracts  and  essences  for  human  food  e.o.h.p.."  and  that 
it  was  not  a  "  .syrup  "  in  any  sense  of  that  word. 

Dr.  Otto  Hehner,  London,  said  that  from  a  chem'sl's 
point  of  view  virol  was  essentially  a  mixture  of 
extracts  or  essences  used  for  human  food.  Mr.  Moon  said 
an  e.xtract  meant  something  containing  the  active  principle 
of  a  substance  in  a  concentrated  form,  and  he  submitted 
that  virol  ccntainod  the  active  principles  of  a  number  of 
substances,  and  therefore  came  under  Class  5.  Mr.  Foot?, 
on  the  ether  hand,  said  it  was  malt  extract  plii^  many 
things,  and  that  it  therefore  could  not  be  classified  as  an 
e.xtract  for  carriage. 

The  President  .said  the  conclusion  they  had  arrived  at 
was  that  virol  is  not  properly  de.scribed  as  an  extract  or  an 
essence — that  it  is.  in  fact,  better  described  as  a  mixture  of 
different  component  parts.  They  thought  that  the  company 
must  carry  it  as  heretofore  under  the  provisions  of  Clause  3 
as  an  inclusive  articl?. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Foote,  he  said  the  applicants  would  be 
entitled  to  have  refunded  what  they  had  paid  in  excess  and 
luider  pretest — the  difference  betvv*een  what  they  had  paid 
under  the  old  rate  and  what  they  had  paid  under  protest. 

Judgment  accordingly. 


Pharmacy  Act  i868. 

TnK  Gl.^sc;ow  Case. 
Stjpplemkn'tixg  our  telegraphic  report  of  last  week  (page 
802)  in  regard  to  the  prosecution  of  Marion  Watson,  assist- 
ant in  the  shop  of  Dr.  John  Millar,  323  Springburn  Road, 
Glasgow,  we  may  state  that  the  charge  was  for  having  solcl 
a  quantity  of  morphine  which  formed  at  the  time  an  in- 
gredient in  a  bottle  of  Kay's  essence  of  linseed,  she  not 
being  a  duly  registered  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist. 
She  pleaded  guilty.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  re- 
presented by  Mr,  Peter  Morison,  jun.,  S.S.C.  Edinbuigh, 
who  stated  that  although  only  one  poison  had  been  labelled, 
there  was  another  poison  in  the  bottle;  and  as  the  bottle 
sold  was  labelled  "  Poison,"  there  was  no  excuse  for  an 
unqualified  person  making  the  sale.      Answering  Sheriff 


Miller,  Mr.  Morison  said  Kay's  essence  is  a  proprietary 
article. 

An  agent  stated,  on  behalf  of  the  respondent,  that  she 
had  been  twenty-five  years  in  this  shop,  and  that  that  was 
her  first  offence.  In  future  the  doctor  would  take  good 
care  that  poisons  were  dispensed  by  himself  only. 

The  Sheriff  :  Is  there  a  qualified  person  in  this  shop  to 
dispense  poisons  7 

Mr.  Morison  :  The  doctor  is  the  only  qualified  person, 
and  he  is  only  in  attendance  during  consulting-hom-s. 

A  fine  of  21.  was  imposed,  with  1/.  2f.  6(1.  of  expenses. 
Unqualified  Poison- vendohs. 
At  the  Alloa  Sheriff  Court  on  November  9,  Thomas  Palfrey, 
94  Stirling  Street,  Alloa,  was  c  harged,  at  the  instance  of  ttie 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (for  whom  Mr,  Peter  Morison,  jun,, 
S.S.C,  appeared),  with  having  on  September  24  sold  a 
quantity  of  opium,  he  not  being  a  qualified  person.  Accused 
admitted  the  charge,  and  Sheriff-Substitute  Dean  Leslie  im- 
posed a  fine  of  5/..  with  22-,  6d.  of  expenses. 

At  the  same  Com't  James  McNicol  was  ordered  to  pay  a 
similar  penalty  for  having  sold  laudanum  in  his  .'•hoi) 
Stirling  Street,  Alloa,  while  he  was  not  a  qualified  person. 

Four  Casks  at  Cameuslaxg, 
At  the  Hamilton  Sheriff  Court  on  November  15,  before 
Sheriff  Thomson,  four  prosecutions  were  called  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Registrar  (Air,  Bremridge)  against  unregistered 
assistants  in  doctors'  shops  at  Cambuslang,  for  selling 
poisons.  The  first  case  heard  was  against  Mary  C,  Edwards, 
assistant  in  the  shop  of  Dr.  Hugh  Mackay,  Main  Street, 
Cambuslang.  who  was  charged  with  contravening  the  1st 
and  15th  .sections  of  the  Act  by  having  on  September  23. 
sold  (1)  a  quantity  of  veratrinc,  a  poisonous  vegetable  alka- 
loid, as  an  ingredient  in  a  box  ot  Rankin's  ointment,  andi 
(2)  a  quantity  of  red  oxide  of  mercury,  commonly  known  an 
red  precipitate  of  mercury,  as  an  ingredient  of  red-precipi- 
tate ointment, 

Mr,  Findlay,  writer,  Glasgow,  objected  to  the  relevancy 
of  the  complaint  on  these  grounds — viz,  (1)  too  wide  a  lati- 
tude of  time,  (2)  double  offence  charged  when  the 
craving  was  only  tor  one  offence,  (3)  Rankin's  ointment  is 
a  patent  medicine,  which  is  exempted  from  the  operation 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  and  (4)  red  oxide  is  not  a  pois'iu 
under  the  Act. 

Mr.  Peter  Moriscn,  jun.,  S.S.C  Edinburgh,  wko 
appeared  for  the  prosecution,  answered  each  of  these  objec- 
tions, quoting  the  High  Court  dccisitn  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  r,  tcx  as  proof  that  a  patent  medicine 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  16  is  a  preparation  which  is 
the  subject  of  letters  patent,  which  Rankin's  ointment 
is  not. 

The  Sheriff  said  the  complaint  had  been  framed  on  very 
thin  ice,  but  he  repelled  the  objec  tions,  and  ordered  a  prool. 
The  ether  cases  will  be  similarly  dealt  with. 

Ax  Ae.sext  Defendant. 
At  the  Bloomsbury  County  Couit  on  Tuesday.  November  15, 
H.  Eggar,  otherwise  Davis,  formerly  of  70  Tottenham  Court 
Road,  was  summoned  to  appear  en  a  judgment  summons,  at 
the  instance  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
A  judgment  had  been  obtained  against  Eggar  for 
12/,  15n.  9c/.,  and  a  subpama  had  been  served  upon  him  to 
attend  the  Court  and  give  evidence  as  to  his  means.  The 
solicitor  for  the  Society  said  the  proper  notice  had  been 
served  upon  the  defendant,  and  he  asiunied  he  was  present. 

Judge  Bac  on  :  Rather  a  violent  supposition. 

The  solicitor  explained  that  the  defendant  had  incurred 
two  penalties  at  that  court  on  .June  22  for  selling  poisonc). 
Judgment  was  given  against  him,  but  no  payment  had  been 
made,  and  a  judgment  summons  was  served  upon  him  on 
October  14.  At  that  tin:e  he  was  in  the  employment  o£ 
Dodd's  Drug-stores,  but  directly  he  was  served  with  the 
summons  he  left,  and  also  left  hi.s  private  address,  where  he 
had  been  paying  a  weekly  rent  of  12.'(,  In  his  employment 
he  had  been  earning  a  good  salary. 

Judge  Bacon  :  Had  been.  Yes,  but  he  is  not  there  now, 
you  say,  I  den  t  suppose  that  even  if  he  is  found  the 
olHccrs  of  the  Court  can  enforce  the  order.  He  may  have? 
given  leg-bail,  as  many  a  man  has  done  before.  (Laughter.) 

The  Solicitor  :  This  man  has  a  cuiious  history  in  these 
cases,  and  I  am  informed  he  has  threatened  to  kick  the* 
bailiffs  into  the  street. 
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Judge  Bacon  :  Threatened  men — and  bailiffs — live  long. 
(Laughter.)  If  he  carried  out  his  threats  the  law  would 
know  how  to  deal  with  him. 

The  solicitor  continued  that  they  had  been  unable  to 
subpoena  Mr.  Dodd  on  account  of  the  number  of  branches 
■of  his  business. 

Judge  Bacon,  in  imposing  a  fine  of  5/.,  said  he  feared  it 
would  not  be  much  help  to  the  Society. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Coca-wine. 

Afr  the  Leyland  Petty  Sessicns  on  November  14.  Ralph 
f-'ced,  grocer,  Farington,  was  summoned  for  selling  adul- 
terated coca-wine. 

Mr.  Wilson,  prosecuting  en  behalf  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council,  said  an  inspector  visited  defendant's  shop 
and  saw  several  bottles  in  the  window  labelled  "  Ncn- 
alcoholic  coca-wine,  prepared  from  the  finest  selected  leaves 
of  Erythroxylon  Coca."  A  bottle  was  purchased,  and  the 
county  analyst  (Mr.  CcUingv.'ood  Williams)  certified  that 
the  sample  sent  him  was  a  syrup  practically  devoid  of 
coca,  and  containing  3.9  grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  pint. 
Dr.  Sergeant,  the  county  medical  officer,  said  there  was 
no  medicinal  value  in  the  article,  and  the  salicylic  acid 
might  have  a  bad  effect  on  some  people.  Coca- wine  was 
useful  as  a  tonic,  but  the  article  in  question  was  only  a 
syrup. 

Mr.  Livesey,  for  the  defence,  said  the  sale  was  admitted, 
but  there  was  no  intention  to  break  the  law.  The  wire 
was  purchased  in  1898  from  the  Holloway  Coca- wine 
Co.,  whom  they  were  now  unable  to  trace,  the  firm 
having  been  scld  up  in  1902. 

The  Chairman  said  a  technical  offence  had  been  com- 
mitted, and  a  fine  of  2.s-.  bd.  and  costs  was  imposed.  They 
advised  defendant  to  get  a  warranty  in  future. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  L-^heffield  Police  Court  on  November  11.  Walter  Wragg, 
637  Attercliffe- Common,  was  fined  lO.s.  and  costs  in  each 
case  for  selling  camphorated  oil  and  sweet  spirit  of  nitre 
not  up  to  B.P.  standard. 

CoD-LivER  Oil. 
At  Kensington  Town  Hall  on  November  15,  before  Mr. 
H.  B.  Halswell  (Chairman)  and  other  magistrates  (including 
Alderman  R.  A.  Robinson,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  Dr.  C.  H.  Bennett,  and  Dr.  B.  Forman).  Mrs. 
Fowkes,  carrying  on  business  as  a  chemist  at  342  King's 
Road,  Chelsea;  Mr.  Thomas  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist, 
485  King's  Road,  Chelsea;  and  Mr.  William  Spurting, 
chemist  and  druggist,  187  Marlborough  Road,  Chelsea,  were 
summoned  for  selling  cod-liver  oil  adulterated  with  fish  oil. 

Mr.  Smith  prosecuted  for  the  Borough  of  Chelsea,  and 
Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (of  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  defended  Mrs. 
Fowkes  and  Mr.  Davies. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  opening  the  prosecution,  explained 
elaborately  the  precautions  that  had  been  taken  to  "avoid 
pitfalls  "  similar  to  those  dealt  with  by  the  High  Court  in 
the  case' of  Hudson  v.  Bridge,  from  which  he  quoted.  He 
then  called  Arthur  Wade  and  Inspector  Brown  to  prove 
purchase  in  the  case  of  Mrs.  Fowkes.  In  cross-examination 
Wade  said  he  washed  the  bottle  in  which  the  sample  was 
put  a  few  days  before  the  purchase.  It  was  quite  dry. 
The  inspector  produced  the  third  sample  (which  Alderman 
Robinson  asked  to  be  handed  in)  and  said  he  did  not  wash 
or  rinse  the  bottles  used  for  the  samples. 

Dr.  Samuel  Rideal,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst  for  Chelsea, 
deposed  to  analysing  the  sample.  Two  points  required  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  bearing  on  the  case  under 
consideration  are  (1)  that  the  oil  must  be  "extracted  from 
the  fresh  liver  of  the  cod,"  (2)  that  "  a  drop  of  sulphuric 
acid  added  to  a  few  drops  of  the  oil  on  a  porcelain  slab 
develops  a  violet  coloration."  He  tested  the  sample  with 
sulphuric  acid  as  indicated,  but  got  a  brownish  colour,  and 
from  that  he  reckoned  that  one-fifth  of  the  sample  was  fish 
oil.  Liver  oils  give  a  purple  colour  only,  showing  the 
presence  of  bile  salts.  He  .iudged  the  amount  present  by 
the  depth  of  the  colour.  The  test  mentioned  is  a  crucial 
one;  but  he  confirmed  the  correctness  of  his  analysis  by 
Meyer's  test,  which  gives  a  rose  colour  with  genuine  cod- 
liver  oil  and  a  yellow  colour  otherwise.    The  sample  in 


question  developed  a  yellow  colour  with  Meyer's  test.  Cod- 
liver  oil  is  not  an  article  liable  to  decomposition  when  made 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  He  said 
that  with  confidence,  because  he  had  a  sample  of  cod-liver 
oil  in  his  laboratory  which  he  had  kept  for  five  years,  and 
it  had  not  decomposed.  The  oil  will  not  decompose  when 
made  from  fresh  cod  livers.  In  his  certificate  he  spoke  of 
the  sample  containing  a  "  foreign  "  fish  oil.  By  that  he 
meant  that  it  contained  a  fish  oil  that  had  not  the  properties 
of  a  liver  oil. 

Cross-examined  by  iNIr.  Kirby,  witness  said  that  cod- 
liver  oil  is  liable  to  hydrolysis  and  to  oxidation,  and  be- 
comes ran:id.  These  are  all  forms  of  decompos.'ticn.  He 
recognised  Lewkowitsch  as  an  authority  cn  oils  and  fats. 

Mr.  Kirby  then  proceeded  to  road  long  extracts  from 
"  Chemical  Analysis  of  Oils,  Fats,  Waxes,  and  of  the 
Commercial  Products  Derived  thercfrcm "  by  Dr.  Lew- 
kowitsch, with  the  object  of  showing  that  Lewkowit.sch's 
opinions  reg.xrding  the  trustworthiness  of  the  sulphuric- 
acid  and  Meyer's  tests  are  opposed  to  Dr.  Rideal's.  The 
latter  agreed  with  most  of  the  quotations  from  the  book, 
excepting  those  impugning  the  reliability  of  the  colour- 
tests  and  the  unimportance  of  the  presence  of  fatty  acids. 

In  reply  to  the  Chairman,  witness  said  the  price  of  fish 
oil  is  about  cnc-tenth  that  of  cod-liver  oil.  Further  cross- 
examine!  by  Mr.  Kirby  he  said  the  bottle  containing  the 
sample  of  oil  sent  to  him  had  water  in  it,  and  water  was 
mixed  with  the  oil  in  his  sample,  but  that  would  make  no 
difference  to  the  test.  He  simply  filtered  off  the  water; 
he  did  not  dry  the  oil,  as  a  very  clry  oil  is  not  required  for 
the  colour-test.  One  other  point  that  determined  him  in 
condemning  the  sample  was  the  absence  of  the  proper 
amount  of  vclatile  fatty  acids.  With  the  exception  of  the 
absence  of  purple  colour  and  a  percentage  of  fatty  acids, 
all  the  other  constants  of  the  oil  were  found  to  be  normal. 
He  thought  the  cclour-test,  however,  quite  sufficient  to 
determine  whether  the  oil  was  adulterated  or  not,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  he  recognised  Lewkowitsch  as  the 
leading  and  latest  authority.  He  was  not  aware  of  ever 
having  tested  Japanese  cod-liver  oil;  he  did  not  know  that 
Japanese  oil  gave  quite  different  colour-reactions  from 
those  by  which  he  held.  He  was  not  acquainted  with 
Mann's  "paper  on  cod-liver  oil  (see  C.  iC-  D.,  December  5, 
1903,  page  939),  but  he  was  of  opinion  that  a  brown  colour 
is  not  characteristic  of  any  cod-liver  oil,  in  spite  of  Mann's 
results.  He  thought  it  possible  that  Mann  may  have 
found  Norwegian  and  Newfoundland  oils  give  a  "red- 
brown  tinged  violet"  with  sulphuric  acid;  these  results 
might  probably  c'epend  on  the  age  and  condition  of  the 
oil.  Re-examined,  witness  said  cod-liver  oil  is  not  liabl? 
to  decomposition  if  made  from  fresh  livers.  Fourteen 
other  samples  of  cod-liver  oil  taken  at  the  same  time  as 
these  gave  the  colour-reaction  satisfactorily. 

Alderman  Robinson  :  Do  you  rely  on  the  B.P.  test  only? 

Witness  :  Yes;  supplemented  with  the  nitric-acid  test. 

Alderman  Robinson  :  What  adulterant  do  you  suggest 
has  been  used  ? 

Witness  :  I  don't  know. 

Alderman  Robinson  :  You  said  that  cod-liver  oil  is  liable 
to  decomposition — oxidation,  hydrolysis,  and  rancidity — 
did  you  not  ? 

Witness:  Yes;  but,  as  I  said.  I  have  kept  a  sample 
corked  in  my  laboratory  for  five  years  without  change. 

Alderman  Robinson  :  Quite  so ;  but  these  are  not  the 
conditions  under  which  cod-liver  oil  can  be  kept  by  chemists 
are  they  ? 

Witness  :  Perhaps  not ;  if  exposed  to  air  and  light  it 
would  undoubtedly  change. 

Dr.  Louis  Parkes,  medical  officer  of  health  for  Chelsea, 
said  he  had  heard  the  evidence  and  seen  the  analyst's  certi- 
ficate, and  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  cod-liver  oil 
in  question  did  not  contain  sufficient  bile  salts  to  make  it 
nutritive  and  easily  digested.  The  oil  supplied  should  have 
been  a  pure  liver  oil. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Then  all  your  evidence  com.es  to  is  that  if 
the  oil  is  aclulterated  it  is  not  what  a  doctor  would  expect. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Kirby.  for  the  defence,  said  the  oil  supplied  was  a 
Newfoundland  oil,  and,  curiously  enough,  the  oils  in  the 
other  two  cases  (Davies  and  Spurting)  were  Norwegian  oils. 
So  that  if  the  analyst  is  right  two  oils  coming  from  different 
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parts  of  the  world  have  been  adulterated  in  the  same  way 
and  (in  two  cases)  to  exactly  the  same  extent.  Another 
curious  fact  is  that  the  oil  answers  in  five  or  six  respects 
the  normal  authoritative  tests  for  cod-liver  oil ;  yet  because 
it  dees  not  answer  the  colour-test  it  is  condemned.  With 
six  points  against  one  he  submitted  that  the  balance  of 
opinion  is  that  it  is  a  genuine  cod-liver  oil.  The  oil  was 
supplied  by  wholesalers  of  unmistakable  respectability  ob- 
tained by  them  from  one  of  the  leading  oil-refiners  in 
Newfoundland.  Moreover,  the  analyst  has  practically 
admitted  that  the  oil  is  liable  to  decomposition;  therefore 
that  fact  should  have  been  noted  cn  his  certificate. 

Mr.  William  Henry  Hum,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager 
for  Mrs.  Fowkes,  deposed  to  selling  the  od,  which  was 
supplied  to  his  employer  by  Messrs.  Baiss  Brothers  & 
.Stevenson,  Ltd.  He  did  not  know  how  long  the  oil  had 
been  in  the  shop,  as  ho  had  only  been  there  six  months, 
but  he  had  seen  the  invoice,  which  showed  that  it  was 
I'eceived  in  February  of  this  year.  No  cod  liver  oil  was 
bought  from  any  ether  firm. 

Mr.  Arnold  Baiss,  of  Baiss  Brothers  &  f^'tevenson,  Ltd., 
wholesale  druggists,  Jewry  Street,  E.G..  said  the  oil  in 
question  was  supplied  by  his  firm  to  the  defendant  cn 
February  5,  1934.  The  oil  was  bought  by  his  firm  through 
Messrs.  Jenkin  &  Phillips,  drug-brokers,  of  Mincing  Lane, 
E.G..  from  Messrs.  Goodridge,  the  oldest  and  largest  makers 
of  cod-liver  oil  in  Newfoundland.  It  was  invoiced  as  "  non- 
freezing  Newfoundland  cod-liver  cil  of  usual  prime  quality," 
but  when  he  heard  of  the  accusation  against  the  oil  he  tele- 
graphed to  Goodridge's  asking  if  they  guaranteed  the  oil 
to  he  absolutely  pure  and  unadulterated.  The  required 
guarantee  came  by  return  telegram  (which  was  put  in). 

One  of  the  Magistrates  remarked  that  there  was  no  proof 
that  the  oil  referred  to  in  the  telegram  was  the  oil  supplied 
to  the  defendant  and  sold  to  the  inspector.  Mr.  Smith,  in 
cross-examining  Mr.  Baiss,  made  a  point  of  the  fact  that 
Goodridge  did  not  guarantee  the  oil  to  be  "  B.P.,"  but  Mr. 
Kirby  said  they  v/ould  get  evidence  from  Newfoundland 
if  there  was  any  doubt  on  the  point. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.LG.,  F.G.S..  analytical 
chemist,  said  he  believed  he  examined  the  greater  part  of 
all  the  cod-liver  oil  that  came  into  London.  He  had 
examined  a  sample  of  the  oil  in  question,  which  was  sup- 
plied to  him  in  a  v/et  bottle,  but  in  spite  of  that  he  had 
found  it  to  be  a  perfectly  genuine  cod-liver  oil.  The  pre- 
sence of  water  affects  considerably  the  results  in  analysis 
of  cod-liver  oil,  so  he  first  ciried  the  oil,  and  then  got 
perfectly  normal  reactions.  He  also  tested  with  sulphuric 
acid,  and  got  no  characteristic  rose  colour  as  suggested  by 
Meyer's  reaction.  These  cclour-tests  cannot  be  relied 
upon,  for  with  the  sample  in  question  there  was  no  ro£c 
colour  at  all,  and  if,  as  Dr.  Rideal  suggested,  four-fifths  of 
the  sample  was  genuine  cod-liver  oil.  there  ought  to  have 
been  some  reaction.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  reaction 
is  characteristic,  there  was  no  cod-liver  oil  in  the 
bottle  at  all.  He  (witness)  was  quite  sure  the  oil 
was  genuine  cod-liver  cil,  made  from  fresh  livers. 
An  oil  made  from  putrid  livers  would  be  known  at  once 
by  taste  and  smell.  He  had  tested  a  great  many  of  Gocd- 
ridge's  shipments,  and  never  found  one  wrong.  The 
sulphuric-acid  test  is  not  characteristic;  ho  agreed  with 
Lewkowitsch  that  it  is  useless.  Meyer's  test  is  so  little 
thought  of  that  it  only  appears  in  one  out  of  all  the  Phar- 
macopoeias of  the  world — and  that  Pharmacopceia  is  fifteen 
years  old.  He  knows  of  oils  freshly  prepared  that  did 
not  give  the  faintest  colour-reaction. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Smith,  witness  said  he  was  quite 
sure  he  did  not  put  anything  in  while  drying  the  oil.  It 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  dry  the  oil  to  ^et  correct  results. 

Mr.  Smith  :  Is  not  filtration  sufficient? 

Mr.  Parry:  Gertainly  not;  filtraticn  dees  not  dry  the 
oil  in  the  least. 

Mr.  Smith  :  But  the  B.P.  dees  not  say  anything  about 
taking  out  the  water. 

Mr.  Parry:  Of  course  not;  it  dees  not  say  anything 
about  putting  it  in.    (Much  laughter.) 

Mr.  Smith  put  another  question  about  the  presence  of 
volatile  fatty  acids,  and  received  so  technical  a  reply,  that 
he  sat  dov.'n  saying,  good  humouredly,  "  I'm  afraid  I 
don't  understand  all  that." 

Mr.  G.  T.  Bennett.  F.G.S.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  from 
the  laboratories  of  iMessrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney, 


Ltd.,  agreed  with  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Parry.  He 
had  examined  many  genuine  oils  that  gave  no  rose  re- 
action. Water  in  the  oil  undoubtedly  affects  the  analysis. 
The  colour-effect,  for  instance,  would  be  altered. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr.  Smith  :  But  the  nature  of  the 
colour  is  not  altered  ? 

Mr.  Bennett  :  It  would  lessen  the  tint. 

Mr.  Smith  :  But  it  would  not  make  the  colour  brown 
with  sulphuric  acid? 

Mr.  Bennett  :  One  always  gets  a  brown  colour  with  sul- 
phuric acid.  (Laughter.) 

The  Magistrate  retired,  and,  on  returning  to  the  bench, 
the  Ghairman  intimated  that  the  Justices  would  like  the 
third  sample  to  be  sent  to  Somerset  House  for  an  inde- 
pendent analysis.  This  decision  was  therefore  adjourned 
until  the  report  came  from  the  Government  Laboratory. 

The  other  defendants,  Messrs  Davies  and  Spurting, 
agreeing  to  the  same  course,  the  purchases  in  each  ca.so 
were  formally  proved  and  an  adjournn.ent  was  ordered.

Baiss  Brothers  &  Stevenson  continue  to  give  a  guarantee  with 
the  oil  which  they  supply  as  received  from  first-class  makers.] 

Gream  of  Tartar. 

On  November  15.  the  Newcastle  Go-operative  Society  were 
charged  at  the  local  police  court  with  the  sale  of  cream  of 
tartar  containing  2.8  grains  of  metallic  lead  per  lb.  The 
defence  was  that  a  warranty  was  supplied  with  the  cream 
of  tartar  by  the  Wholesale  Go-operative  Society,  and  sonic^ 
discussion  took  place  as  to  whether  the  Newcastle  Society 
were  not  simply  retail  branches  of  the  Wholesale  Society. 
It  was  decided  that  the  Societies  were  not  partners,  and 
that  the  warranty  absolved  the  defendants. 


Merchandise-marks  Act. 

"  Genuixi!  Whitk-lead." 

At  Glerkenwell  Police-court  on  Novendjor  15  Messrs.  R. 
Gorringe  &  Go.,  Brewery  Road,  Caledonian  Road,  N..  were 
charged,  at  the  instance  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Gonur.erce,  with  selling  a  cask  of  white-lead  to  which  a 
false  trade  dcscripticn  had  been  applied— namely. 
"Genuine  ground  white-lead  and  warranted  genuine 
English."  It  was  stated  that  a  cask  of  white-lead  supplied 
by  "the  defendants  was  adulterated  with  18  per  cent,  of 
sulphate  of  baryta.  In  mitigation,  Mr.  Bodkin  mentioned 
that  the  defendants'  firm  had  been  in  existence  for  140 
years,  and  had  never  been  summoned  before.  Owing  to 
the  carelessness  of  servants  the  order  was  not  properly 
executed.    Mr.  Bros  imposed  a  fine  of  5/.,  and  costs.

The  S.M.C.  Examinations.

Metallic  Fragments  in  the  Eie. 
There  is  often  a  tendency  to  let  well  alone  in  those  cases 
w'here  metallic  fragments  are  embedded  in  the  eye  and  cause 
no  inconvenience.  If  a  foreign  body  remains  in  the  eye,  it 
is  sooner  or  later  bound  to  destroy  the  eye.  The  removal  of 
metallic  fragments  is  now  effected  by  means  of  the  magnet, 
and  (he  preference  now  is  for  the  hand-magnet  to  Haab's 
giant  magnet. 

The  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 
The  first  evening  meeting  of  this  Society  is  to  take  place 
at  the  house  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  W.C.,  on  November  21.  It  is  not  often  that  un- 
official bodies  of  chemists  are  able  to  meet  in  the  Society's 
house,  -and  it  may  be  taken  as  a  sign  both  of  an  improved 
official  perception  of  duty  to  the  trade  and  of  a  desire  no 
longer  to  pooh-pooh  chemist-opticians. 

The  British  Optical  Association. 
The  annual  report  of  the  B.O.A.,  which  claims  many 
chemist-opticians  as  members,  shows  a  little  increase  in  the 
membership — from  300  to  325.  There  have  been  three 
examinations  during  the  year,  and  it  is  noted  that  all  the 
examiners  are  now  unconnected  with  the  trade.  The 
examiners  are  Drs.  Tipper,  Cooke,  and  Andrew  Wilson,  and 
!Mr.  J.  T.  Gradon,  M.A.  The  name  "  optologist "  chosen 
by  the  Association  to  indicate  a  sight-tester  has  proved  very 
successful.  It  is  reported  that  the  enrolment  scheme  is 
proving  a  success,  which  perhaps  accounts  for  the  fact  that 
for  the  first  time  for  many  years  there  is  a  credit  balance  in 
the  accounts.  The  Association's  offices  are  now  199  Picca- 
dilly, W. 

Eyesight  of  Savages. 
We  are  so  accustomed  to  hearing  of  the  marvellous  visual 
acuity  of  savages  that  the  remarks  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Rivei's 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
are  of  interest.  Dr.  Rivers,  in  giving  the  results  of  his 
investigations  on  the  comparative  visual  acuity  of  savages 
and  civilised  people,  came  to  the  conclufion.  after  examin- 
ing a  large  number  of  people  of  all  tribes  and  nationalities, 
that  apart  from  errors  of  refraction,  man  all  the  world 
over  has  practically  the  same  amount  of  vision.  In  in- 
stances in  which  savages  appear  to  possess  greater  visual 
acuity  than  white  men,  it  is  entirely  due  to  practice  and 
education,  and  to  their  being  thoroughly  familiar  with 
their  surroundings. 

Progressive  jNIyopia. 
Dr.  Ernest  Clarke,'  at  the  same  meeting,  in  a  paper  be- 
fore the  Section  of  Ophthalmology  ad\''ocated  the  full 
correction  of  all  cases  of  myopia  and  compound  myopic 
astigmatism.  His  method  is  to  estimate  the  ametropia 
under  a  mydriatic,  and  to  order  the  full  correction  for  all 
(.ases.  In  high  degrees  the  patients  sometimes  refuse  to 
accept  the  full  correction,  but  with  this  exception  he  never 
reduces  the  spherical  glass  for  near  work.  Out  of  532 
cases  which  have  been  under  observation  for  more  than 
two  years  the  majority  show  no  increase  in  the  myopia, 
and  in  only  three  instances  has  the  myopia  increased  as 
muth  as  4  D,  and  in  only  16  has  there  been  any  increase 
worth  n-,ontioning.  In  some  it  was  necessary  to  stop  all 
neir  work,  but  for  these  full  correction  was  always  given. 
]f  this  principle  were  carried  out  generally,  he  was  sure 
(hat  progressive  myopia  and  high  degrees  would  become 
almost  unknown. 


Opep.ating  for  Myopia. 
The  op^eraticn  for  correcting  high  myopia  by  removal 
of  the  crystalline  lens  is  now  fairly  established.  Mr.  W. 
Adams  I'.rost,  of  St.  George's  Hospital,  in  reading  a  paper 
on  the  subject  at  the  Oxford  n.ecting  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  enumerated  (he  chief  factors  in'de- 
ciding  as  to  suitable  cases.  Mr.  Frost  thinks  the  operation 
of  little  benefit  if  the  resulting  ametropia  exceeds  4  D. 
The  condition  is  fulfilled  if  the  myopia  is  not  less  than 
is  corrected  by  a  lens  of  — 15  D  placed  10mm.  in  fror.l  of 
the  eye.  The  cases  that  most  frequently  submit  to  opera- 
lion,  and  sc?m  to'  be  most  suitable  for  it,  are  patients  who 
have  just  left  school.  Mr.  Frost  discussed  the  question, 
"  Does  the  operation  predispose  to  detachment  of  the 
retina?"  On  the  reply  to  this  will  hinge  the  ultimate 
establishment  or  abandonment  of  the  operation,  and  yet 
the  answer  seems  at  present  impossible  to  give,  because  (1) 
detachment  occurs  in  a  large  number  of  cases  in  which  no. 
cause  can  be  discovered  ;  (2)  eyes  with  high  myopia  are- 
especially  liable  to  detachment,  but  uiere  seem  to  be  no. 
reliable  statistics  to  show  in  what  proportion  of  cases  it 
occurs,  or  what  relation  the  degree  of  the  myopia  has  to. 
it;  (3)  the  eyes  selected  for  operation  are  just  those 'in- 
which  detachment  is  most  likely  to  occur.  In  the  dis- 
cussion reported  in  the  "  British  "Medical  Journal,  '  Dr. 
E.  Landolt  said  eyes  so  highly  myopic  that  the  removal 
of  the  lens  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  patient  were 
almost  always  diseased  eyes,  affected  with  chronic  choroid- 
itis and  ita  multiple  consequences.  The  sight  is  usually 
very  much  impaired.  If  one  operates  upon  the  weaker  of 
the  two  eyes,  one  could  net  expect  a  great  advantage  for 
the  patient.  If  one  operates  upon  the  better  one,  one  might 
expose  him  to  entire  loss  of  useful  sight.  It  seemed  to  hinii 
that  the  extraction  of  the  healthy  lens  is  admissible  only 
on  one  of  two  relatively  good  eyes  of  about  20  D  myopia.

Was  the  Error  Intentional? 
llford,  Ltd.,  recently  wen  an  impoi'tant  trademark 
action  against  a  German  firm — the  Westcndorp  &  Wehner 
Co. — but  the  victory  is  curiously  misrepresented  in  a 
German  photographic  paper.  In  the  report  of  the  case  the 
respective  positions  of  the  plaintiffs  and  defendants  were 
reversed.  I  do  not  know  whether  anybody  in  England 
reads  "  Die  Photographische  Industrie,"  but  if  so  they 
would  receive  a  shock  when  informed  that  the  llford 
Co.  have  copied  (he  labels  of  (he  Westendorp  &  Wehner 
Co.'s  llford  Enipress  plates  under  the  title  of  the  MilforcJ 
Empress  plates !  There  is  just  a  su.spicion  that  the 
"accident"  is  intentional,  and  I  am  waiting  to  see  what 
apology  is  tendered  to  our  English  plate-makers. 

Vanadium  in  Bromide-toning. 
Mr.  W.  E.  Bradley  tells  in  the  "Amateur  Photo- 
grapher" how  to  use  vanadium  chloride  in  toning,  bromide 
prints.  Vanadium  chloride,  he  says,  i.9- best  made  up  in 
a  solution  of  1  cz.  in  6  oz.  of  water,  any  insoluble  residue 
being  dissolved  in  the  smallest  possible  quantity  of  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  reserved  for  other  uses.  The  working 
solution  is  made  as  follows  :

THE' consumption  of  chugs  and  medicines  in  the  war  now 
going  on  in  the  Far  East  is  likely  to  prove  one  of  the 
'heaviest  on  record,  judging  from  information  to  hand  by 
this  mail.  It  was  about  the  middle  of  January  when  the 
first  large  purchases  were  made  on  behalf  of  the  Japanese 
Government,  and  values  of  several  articles,  including  sub- 
nitrate  of  bismuth  and  quinine,  immediately  advanced  by 
10  per  cent,  and  50  per  cent,  respectively.  The  first  purchase 
of  quinine  amounted  to  32,000  oz.  only,  and  this  left  the 
market  very  bare  at  the  time,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
price  advanced  from  50  sen  to  75  sen  per  oz.  Large  quanti- 
ties were,  however,  imported  in  anticipation  of  further 
Government  requirements,  but,  contrary  to  expectation,  no 
further  heavy  purchases  followed,  and  only  45,000  oz.  has 
been  sold  to  the  Government  up  to  October.  This  of  course 
has  proved  a  disappointment  to  speculators,  and  the  stock 
of  cjuinine  is  now  estimated  at  100,000  oz.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  stocks  of  bismuth  subnitrate,  sodium  salicylate,  and 
rubber  adhesive  plaster  have  been  exhausted,  but  fresh 
supplies  of  bismuth  subnit.  have  arrived,  one  vessel  alone 
bringing  eighty  cases.  Since  January  the  purchase  of  drugs 
has  taken  place  once  a  month,  and  at  the  end  of  July  the 
largest  purchases  on  record  were  made  for  the  winter  re- 
quirements. The  Government,  it  appears,  do  not  make 
forward  contracts  for  drugs,  but  purchase  their  supplies  on 
the  spot  for  delivery  within  a  week  or  two.  so  that  only 
large  holders  can  supply  the  requisite  quantities.  In  these 
circumstances  it  is  anticipated  that  the  large  Japanese  drug- 
houses  will  hold  considerable  stocks  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
war.  At  least  50,000  cases  of  medicines  and  medical 
requisites  have  been  shipped  from  Japan  to  the  port  of 
Dalny,  whence  they  are  distributed  among  the  troops  in 
Manchuria.  The  value  of  the  absorbent  cotton,  gauze, 
bandages,  and  the  like,  taken  by  Government  up  to  the 
present  is  estimated  at  about  200,000  yen.  but  all  these 
goods  are  made  in  Japan;  and  that  country  can  meet  any 
demand.  Beechwcod  creosote  is  one  of  the  most  inte- 
resting articles  in  use ;  it  is  supposed  to  prevent  dysentery, 
which  is  very  prevalent  in  Manchuria,  and  the  Medical 
Department  decided  to  give  each  soldier  a  pill  containing 
0.25  of  creosote  at  a  meal,  or  three  pills  a  day.  Each 
soldier's  requirements  are  nicely  packed  in  small  tins,  each 
containing  ninety  pills — or  a  month's  supply ;  they  are 
labelled  "Russian  Expedition  Pills."  At  the  busiest  time 
two  millions  of  pills  a  day  were  made  by  the  Army's  tablet 
and  pill  works  in  Tokio.  During  February  the  Government 
bought  all  the  available  stock  of  creosote,  and  consequently 
the  price  has  advanced  from  1.50  yen  per  lb.  (the  normal 
market-price)  to  4  yen.  The  following  are  some  of  the 
important  articles  bought  by  the  Army  Medical  Bureau  :

shipped  to  Japan. — Editor.]  It  is  said  that  not  less  than 
100,000  lbs.  each  of  carbolic  acid  and  corrosive  sublimate  was 
held  by  the  Government  at  the  conclusion  of  the  China-Japan 
war.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  Army  only  administered 
chloroform  made  by  Duncan.  Flockhart  &  Co.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  very  large  quantities  of  red  wine,  menthol, 
brandy,  and  condensed  milk  were  purchased.  There  is  a 
tendency  in  Govermrient  circles  to  welcome  British  and 
American  goods.  Every  item  is  strictly  examined  by  official 
experts,  and  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Army  Phar- 
macopeia. The  Navy  buys  only  small  quantities  of  drugs, 
and  the  purchases  are  made  by  the  Admiralty  at  each  port. 


The  above  are  the  approximate  quantities  so  far  purchased, 
and  further  buying  is  still  anticipated.  From  the  above 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Department  did  not  purchase 
a  large  quantity  of  such  important  articles  as  ipecacuanha- 
root,  carbolic  acid,  and  corrosive  sublimate.  [We  understand 
that  m.oderate  quantities  of  Johore  ipecac,  have  since  been

Cslatln  for  Pharmaceutical  Purpcsej — Hofman,  in 
the  "  Pharni.  Weekblad,"  gives  the  results  of  the  analysis  of 
a  series  of  twenty-nine  samples  of  commercial  gelatin.  He 
found  that  the  water  ranged  from  8  to  19  per  cent,  and  the 
ash  from  0.7  to  2.4  per  cent.  The  amount  of  centmormal 
hydrochloric  acid  required  to  neutralise  the  ash  varied  from 
8.6  to  10.5  c.c. 

Gsrman  Opium.— Thorns  gives  the  results  of  an  analy.sis  of 
Gorman  opium  obtained  from  white  poppies  grown  at  Dahlem 
in  1904  (■•  Apoth.  Zeit.,"  September  23,  1904).  irom 
100  poppyheads  about  1.25  gram  of  opium  was  obtained  on 
the  average  ;  this  contained  morphine  6.67  per  cent.,  crude 
narcotine  8.4  per  cent.,  and  crude  codeine  0.3  per  cent.,  cal- 
culated on  the  dry  material.  The  experiments  are  now  being 
continued  with  bkie  poppies. 

colour-reactions  of  Quinine  and  Quinidlne.  -Bal- 
landicr  states  ('•  Journ.  Pharm.  Chim.,"_  Vol.  xx.  151)  that 
when  bromine-vapour  is  passed  into  a  slightly  ac;d  solution 
of  either  of  these  alkaloids  until  the  fluorescence  disappears, 
and  then  a  drop  of  copper-sulphate  solution  followed  by  a 
drop  of  ammonia  is  added,  a  peach-blossom  colour  is  pro- 
duced. With  the  addition  of  a  second  drop  of  ammonia  tho 
colour  darkens  to  violet,  and  with  more  becomes  green  It 
the  ammonia  is  first  added  to  the  solution  of  the  a  kaloids 
after  bromination,  the  ordinary  thallieoquin  coloration 
is  produced,  and  this  on  addition  of  copper  sulphate  gives  a 
dark-bluo  colour  which  is  not  destroyed  by  mineral  acids. 

Analysis  of  Creolin — Gawalow.sky  suggests,  in  the 
"Zeits.  Oesterr.  Apoth.  Ver."  that  in  analysing  creolin  the 
reaction  with  phenolphthalein,  the  water,  and  the  total 
phenols  should  be  determined.  The  two  latter  are  estimated 
as  follows:  Ten  c.c.  of  the  creolin  is  placet!  in  a  measuring- 
cylinder  graduated  in  tenths  of  a  c.c;  this  is  filled  to  the 
20-c  c.  mark  with  a  25-per-cent.  solution  of  calcium  chloride, 
and  then  to  the  30-c.c.  mark  with  benzene.  The  cylinder  is 
well  shaken,  closed  with  a  good  cork,  and  set  aside,  tor 
twenty-four  hours.  The  increase  in  the  aqueous  layer  gives 
the  amount  of  water  in  the  creolin  and  that  ui  the  upper 
benzene  layer  the  amount  of  phenols  present. 

The  Chemistry  of  Sparteine — Wackernagel  and  Wol den- 
stein  (•■  Berichte,"  1904,  3238)  claim  to  prove,  and  with  appar- 
ently good  grounds,  that  Ahrens's  results  recently  published 
on  the  chemistry  of  sparteine  are  not  correct.  They  show  that 
the  alkaloid  is  not  an  unsaturated  base  as  Ahrens  stated,  not 
yielding  a  dihydrosparteinc  on  reduction,  but  remaining  un- 
altered Most  inexplicable  differences  are  recorded  from 
the  results  found  by  Ahrens,  and  the  authors  claim  to  have 
established  that  sparteine  is  a  saturated  alkaloid,  containing 
one  of  its  nitrogen  atoms  in  a  piperidine  rnig  and  the  other  m 
a  pyrollidine  ring.  The  nitrogen  atoms  are  bi-tertiary. 
Numerous  derivatives  of  the  base  are  described  in  the  paper. 

Patchouli   Oil  Von  Soden  and  Ro.iahn  publi.sh  a  papo 

("Berichte,"  1904,  3353)  on  the  composition  of  patchouli  oil. 
A  large  quantity  of  the  oil  was  distilled  into  four  equal 
fractions,  which  had  the  following  characters  :

Fractions  3  and  4  consisted  chiefly  of  the  already  well-recog- 
nised patchouli  alcohol,  which  crystallises  in  cold  weather. 
They  also  contained  a  liquid  sesciuitcrpeno  alcohol  not  yet 
well  recognised.  Fractions  1  and  2  were  composed  almost  en- 
tirely of  sesquiterpenes.  From  fraction  1  there  was  obtained 
a  compound  which  on  analysis  yielded — C  87.95  and  H  11.76; 
C,  Ha,  requires  C  88.23.  "  Its  specific  gravity  was  0.9335, 
optical  rotation  -  58°  45'-,,  and  boiling-point  264°  -  265°.  These 
figures  are  in  very  close  agreement  with  those  for  ccdrene, 
with  which  the  authors  consider  this  body  identical.  Fraction 
B  consisted  chiefly  of  the  sesquiterpene  cadiiiine  in  a  practJ- 
cally  optically  inactive  condition.

Sir  Joseph  Wilson  Swan 

has  liandsomely  earned  his  knight- 
liood  if  anyone  ever  did.  The  nation  owes  it  to  him.  The 
scientific  work  of  the  past  fifty  years  has  consisted  pre- 
eminently in  the  effort  to  imderstand  and  to  control  the 
mysterious  force  of  electricity — an  investigation  which  for 
many  years  may  be  said  to  have  been  led  by  Englishmen. 
When,  however,  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago  the  practical 
adoption  of  the  electric  light  came  in  sight  through  the  in- 
vention of  the  dynamo,  American,  French,  German,  and 
Russian  inventors  took  the  lead  alternately.  It  was  then 
that  Swan  stepped  in  with  his  carbon  filament,  on  which  he 
had  been  at  work  for  twenty  years,  and  by  this  he  at  once 
perfected  the  system  of  incandescent  lighting,  and  rescued 
the  credit  of  this  country.  This  and  the  work  he  did  in 
revolutionising  photography  by  essential  improvements  of 
the  dry-plate,  entitled  him  to  national  recognition,  and  the 
only  complaint  that  can  be  made  in  regard  to  the  honour  paid 
him  is  that  it  has  been  delayed  so  long. 

The  Bestowal  of  a  Title 

is  perhaps  the  best  method  society 
has  yet  hit  upon  for  marking  its  gratitude  to  those  who 
serve  it  speciallj'.  The  plan  would  be  perfect  if  the  title 
could  be  so  reserved  as  to  always  indicate  public  service  of 
not  less  than  a  standard  value.  How  poor  the  service  of 
pharmacists  to  the  State  is  esteemed  to  be  may  be  calcu- 
lated from  the  fact  that  Sir  Joseph  Wilson  Swan  will  figure 
(so  far  as  I  can  recollect)  as  the  only  titled  chemist  and 
druggist  on  the  British  register ;  and  it  need  not  be  added 
that  he  owes  his  distinction  to  labours  altogether  outside 
pharmacy.  There  are  at  least  two  titled  gentlemen  on  the 
Jrish  register,  and  on  the  Medical  register  there  were  in  1903 
(according  to  a  list  given  in  Churchill's  "Medical 
Directory  ")  1  baron,  14  baronets,  123  knights,  and  between 
200  and  300  members  of  the  profession  authorised  to  use 
honorific  letters  of  the  C.B.  character,  including  18  Victoria 
Crosses.  It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  a  title  would 
be  rather  an  encumbrance  than  otherwise  to  a  man  who  keeps 
a  shop. 

The  Glory  of  a  Title 

is  purely  conventional.  It  niay  be 
some  comfort  to  the  other  fifteen  thousand  pharmacists  to 
remember  that  "  Mister,"  originally  "  Master"  and  "  Magis- 
ter,"  has  a  more  respectful  significance  if  used  exactly  than 
"Sir."  "Sir"  is  awe-inspiring  when  it  develops  into 
"  Sire,"  but  in  French  it  also  drops  to  "  Sieur,"  and  in  that 
form  it  generally  implies  a  degree  of  inferiority.  It  is 
cognate  with  "  seigneur,"  "  signer,"  "  senor,"  and  "  senior," 
and  sijuply  means  elder.  The  history  of  France  and  of  the 
United  States  proves  that  nations  can  get  on  very  well  with- 
out any  system  of  titular  distinction.  America  has  managed 
without  it  for  more  than  a  century,  and  the  French  Republic 
has  conferred  no  titles  since  1870,  though  it  has  tolerated 
those  which  existed  before.  The  First  Republic  lashed 
itself  into  insane  fury  over  titles.  It  abolished  them  all  at 
one  sweep,  and  later  guillotined  or  exiled  the  "  ci-devants." 
Napoleon  restored  the  old  nobility  in  1808,  and  made  up 
for  lost  time  in  the  few  years  of  power  that  remained  to 
him  by  creating  9  princes,  32  dukes,  588  counts,  1,090  barons, 
and  a  multitude  of  chevaliers.  The  Republic  of  1848  again 
abolished  titles,  but  Napoleon  III.  restored  them  in  1852. 
I  learn  from  Debrett  that  our  rulers  knighted  2,232  persons 
between  1881  and  1903 — an  average  of  nearly  100  a  year. 
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The  Professional  Defenders 

in  Food  and  Diug  Act  cases 
captured  a  valuable  gun  from  the  enemy  in  Hudson 
Bridge,  and  they  have  used  it  with  effect,  though  not  with 
succes.s,  in  a  camphorated-oil  case.  Hudson  c.  Bridge  was 
the  vinegar-of-squill  ca.se.  The  appellant  was  a  chemist 
who  had  sold  some  acetum  scillse  containing  less  acetic  acid 
than  is  ordered  in  the  B.P.  formula.  The  Magistrates  con- 
victed, but  the  High  Court  adopted  the  view  that  as  the 
Pharmacopoeia  suggests  no  tests  for,  and  lays  down  no 
description  of,  the  finished  article,  it  was  not  competent  for 
the  Magistrates  to  decide  how  much  acetic  acid  should  be 
contained  therein.  This  was  the  Nemesis  of  the  B.P.-as-a- 
standard  theory.  The  High  Court  had  insisted  (in  the 
mercury-ointment  case)  that  when  the  B.P.  defines  a  medi- 
cine, that  definition  is  to  be  regarded  as  pt  iina  facie  authori- 
tative. Very  well,  said  the  defence — when  the  B.P.  does 
not  define  a  medicine,  there  is  no  standard  for  it :  and  the 
High  Court  agreed.  The  South-Western  Magistrate  was 
asked  to  apply 
The  Same  Reasoning 

to  camphorated  oil,  and  examination 
of  his  written  decision  shows  how  difficult  he  found  it  to 
escape  from  Mr.  Kirby's  contention.  He  realised  that 
yielding  to  it  might  have  far-reaching  con.sequences.  It 
would.  You  put  pure  .spirit  into  linimentum  saponis,  and 
later  on  it  appears  that  this  has  turned  into  methylated 
spirit.  This  is  no  concern  of  anybody's.  The  Pharnia- 
copceia  says  nothing  about  the  composition  of  the  finished 
article.  Mr.  Garrett's  argument  was  that  camphorated  oil 
is  a  mere  blend  ;  there  is  no  chemical  action.  This  raises  the 
great  problem  of  solution,  which  a  Court  of  Law  is  certainly 
not  qualified  to  settle.  Moreover,  it  is  not  clear  that  vinegar 
of  squill  is  not  a  blend  as  well  as  camphorated  oil.  If  it  is, 
Mr.  Garrett's  suggestion  fails  entirely.  For  all  this,  most  of 
us  will  prcbably  agree  that  the  decision  was  a  just  one. 
whether  it  was  maintainable  in  view  of  the  precedent  or  not. 

The  Counsel  of  Perfection 

offered  by  Mr.  Keen  for  the 
improvement  of  Clause  7  is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
shareholders  in  a  joint-stock  company  are  partners.  This 
can  only  be  said  to  be  the  case  by  a  very  loose  use  of  the 
term  "partner."  Shareholders  in  a  company,  whether 
limited  or  not,  delegate  the  control  of  the  business  jointly 
owned  by  them  to  directors.  Perhaps  they  are  not  required 
to  do  this,  but  as  a  fact  they  invariably  do  so,  and  having 
done  it  they  have  no  right  whatever  to  interfere  in  the 
management  of  the  business.  A  chemist  marries  a  wife  with 
500/.  She  lends  him  that  money  to  adventure  in  a  business. 
No  one  would  demand  that  she  must  be  qualified  to  be  able 
to  do  this ;  and  yet  it  is  probable  that  she  will  interfere  in 
the  conduct  of  that  business  to  a  much  greater  extent  than 
any  shareholder  in  a  company  would  dare  to  do. 

Nev/s  'Worth  Noting 

in  last  week's  C.  c£-  J).  Above  all,  the 
three  items  of  death  by  misadventure  under  Engli.sh 
News.  In  one  instance  a  herbalist,  in  another  a  doctor, 
and  in  a  third  apparently  a  chemist  made  an  error  which 
had  a  fatal  result.  These  make  painful  reading,  but  these 
whose  business  it  is  to  handle  dangerous;  drugs  should 
never  shirk  it.  The  only  moral  I  know  of  is  that  no 
mechanical  aid  to  safety  should  be  omitted. — Mr.  David 
Howard's  dictum  that  great  chemists  are  not  chemists  and 
nothing  more,  is  capable  of  lengthy  discussion.  To  men- 
tion only  historic  names.  Cavendish,  Scheele,  Dalton,  and 
Wollaston  suggest  themselves  as  chemists  who  would  come 
within  the  meaning  of  Mr.  Howard's  censure;  while 
Priestley,  Lavoisier,  Davy,  and  Liebig  may  be  named 
among  the  great  chemists  who  kept  well  in  touch  with  the 
great  world  outside  their  laboratories.

Pharmaceutical  Fog. 

About  iwenty  years  ago  a  Scotch  ironmaster  of  philosoiihio 
lurn  of  mind  applied  himself  to  the  discovery  of  the 
(  ausation  of  fogs,  and  in  the  result  he  found  and  proved 
lhat  they  are  due  to  dust  in  the  air.  In  the  higher  range 
(if  physics  the  enunciation  has  been  of  great  service,  for 
through  it  Professor  J.  J.  Thomson,  of  Cambridge,  was 
enabled  to  demonstrate  that  an  electric  mist,  discovered 
liy  one  of  his  pupils,  was  due  to  the  presence  in  the  ex- 
))erimental  space  of  that  electric  dust  now  called  "elec- 
trons." Similarly  in  our  pharmaceutical  atmosphere  we 
have  experienced  periodic  fogs  of  a  titular  description. 
These  are  traceable  to  a  similar  cause—  namely,  dust  in  the 
air — and  parts  of  Lancashire  and  York.shire  have  been 
somewhat  darkened  by  the  fog  recently.    A  cloud  burst 
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has  cleared  the  atmosphere  again,  this  having  been  brought 
about  by  the  Bradford  Chemists'  Association,  who  asked 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  why  he  and 
his  colleagues  do  not  proceed  against  companies  fcr  using 
the  title  "chemist  and  druggist."  To  this  the  President 
has  replied,  as  it  is  only  possible  fcr  cne  so  well  informed 
as  he  to  reply,  that  although  the  House  of  Lords  in  1880 
was  only  asked  to  take  into  consideration  the  legality  of 
a  company  selling  poisons,  and  decided  in  the  affirmative, 
'the  Law  Lords  at  the  same  time  specifically  considered  the 
question  of  the  use  of  the  title,  and  the  decision  applied 
to  this  and  also  the  other  three  offences  mentioned  in 
■Section  1  of  the  Act.  Mr.  Robinson's  letter  contains 
nothing  that  has  not  been  stated  before  in  public  dis- 
cussions on  this  matter,  but  it  repeats  more  fully  and 
more  particularly  what  his  predecessor,  iMr.  Newsholme, 
said  at  Dundee  two  years  ago ;  we  may,  indeed,  say  that 
iMr.  Robinson's  letter  should  be  regarded  as  the  first  de- 
liverance on  this  question  that  has  been  sent  out  with 
the  official  vmprimatur.  We  hope,  therefore,  all  who  have 
been  troubled  about  a  test-case  will  read  the  letter  care- 
fully and  observe  how  conclusively  the  1880  case  decided 
that  companies  are  outside  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Act, 
which  control  the  use  of  titles  as  well  as  other  things. 
There  is  a  pathetic  interest  in  what  test-case  advocates  say, 
for  it  is  all  so  parallel  to  what  people  think  when  a 
patient  has  gone  to  his  long  home,  and  the  pathologist  has 
revealed  something  that  was  not  diagnosed.  Another 
method  of  treatment  would  have  saved  the  patient's  life, 
but  it  cannot  restore  that  life.  This  is  our  position  now 
as  regards  companies  and  titles.  Since  the  President  has 
cleared  the  air  we  hope  that  local  associations  will  turn 
their  full  energies  to  helping  him  and  his  colleagues  to  get 
Parliament  to  remedy  the  flaw  in  the  law,  which  the  iHcuse 
of  Lords  decision  revealed.  We  say  this  with  the  reserva- 
tion that  the  nature  of  the  proposed  modification  of  the 
■company  clause  should  be  made  public  as  early  as  possible, 
and  we  repeat  our  suggestion  of  a  fortnight  since  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  should  show  Parliament  that  the 
sole  object  in  dealing  with  the  company  question  by  legis- 
lation is  to  restore  in  a  complete  measure  the  principle 
which  Parliament  thought  it  had  thoroughly  established  in 
1868.  It  cannot  be  contrary  to  the  interests  either  of  the 
public  or  of  registered  chemists  to  have  adequate  expo- 
sure of  the  present  state  of  affairs  before  Parliament,  and 
the  resources  of  pharmaceutical  diplomacy  are.  surely  suffi- 
■cient  to  prevent  capitulation  before  coming  into  real  grip 
with  the  opposing  party. 

Natal  Trade. 

In  his  annual  report  for  1903  the  Natal  Collector 
■of  Customs  stated  that  trade  with  the  internal  Colonies 
■showed  a  large  and  satisfactory  increase.  iHe  estimates 
that  the  trade  actually  done  by  Natal  merchants  with  the 
'Transvaal  was  2,014,443/.,  these  figures  representing  the 
rselling-prices.  The  Orange  River  Colony  imported  goods 
from  Natal  to  the  value  of  513,510/.,  and  to  the  Cape 
•Colony,  including  East  Griqualand  and  Pondoland,  there 
were  forwarded  imported  goods  to  the  value  of  260,624/. 
The  Collector  states  that  the  Customs  Convention,  having 
■only  been  in  force  since  August  15,  1903,  it  is  impossible  to 
ireport  fully  on  the  effect  of  the  preferential  duties.  A  table 
as  given,  showing  the  value  of  imports  into  the  Colony  of 
fthe  various  accounts  of  ad  valorem,  goods  during  the  two 
six-months'  period.  This  table  shows  that  during  the  six 
months  ended  June  30,  1903,  the  value  of  goods  subject 
to  preferential  duties  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom 


was  3,267,781/.;  value  of  foreign  manufactures,  subject  to 
the  same  duties,  1,108,834/.  ;  percentage,  74.7  and  25.5 
respectively.  The  instituticn  of  preferential  treatment  has 
enabled  the  Customs  to  obtain  mci^3  reliable  information  as 
to  the  actual  countries  of  origin  of  imported  goods  than 
was  possible  under  the  eld  tariff.  There  cannot  be  any 
doubt  that  prior  to  June  last  many  goods  were  wrongly 
entered  as  British  simply  because  they  were  shipped  from 
British  ports.  Whatever  proportion  of  so-called  United 
Kingdom  goods  was  accounted  for  in  the  past  in  this  way, 
it  is  a  little  disappointing  to  find  that  there  is  as  yet  no 
evidence  to  warrant  an  assumption  that  the  preference  has 
led  to  increased  imports  of  purely  United  Kingdom  manu- 
factures. It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  both  American 
and  German  goods  were  more  largely  imported  during  the 
past  year  than  ever  before.  Why,  asks  the  Collector,  dees 
not  the  United  Kingdom  manufacturer  study  and  cater  for 
the  market  more  than  he  dees?  He  still  seems  to  want  to 
force  on  the  consumer  an  article  of  a  shape  and  quality 
altogether  unsuitable  to  the  needs,  instead  of  adapting  him- 
self to  what  is  desii-ed.  We  are,  however,  in  the  early 
days  of  the  preferential  treatment.  By  a  careful  calcula- 
tion the  Collector  shows  that  the  concession  to  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  was  worth,  on  the  six  months' 
trade  ended  December  31,  1903,  66,691/.,  or  at  the  rate  of 
133,382/.  per  annum,  surely  an  appreciable  handicap  in 
these  times  of  keen  competition ;  but  it  will  be  unavailing 
unless  the  United  Kingdom  manufacturer  adapts  his  manu- 
factures to  actual  needs.  The  work  in  connection  with  the 
Customs  LTnion  is  exceedingly  onerous  and  trying,  says  the 
Collector.  IMercliants'  clerks,  entrusted  by  their  employers 
to  see  that  the  Customs  Union  forms  are  properly  filled  up, 
take  very  little  trouble  in  the  matter.  Oddly  enough, 
great  caie  is  taken  by  the  parties  paying  duty  at  import 
only  to  pay  on  the  actual  quantities,  though  the  "trade" 
quantities  may  be  larger.  In  the  Customs  Union  docu- 
ments there  is  a  great  tendency  to  insert  the  "trade" 
quantities  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  Natal  Govern- 
ment would,  unless  the  error  was  detected,  have  to  pay 
out  to  the  other  Governments  more  than  the  amounts 
actually  received. 


Turpentine  in  india. 

In  an  article  on  the  "  Turpentine  Market,"  appearing  in  cur 
issue  of  October  1,  we  stated  that  the  position  of  American 
turpentine  ought  not  to  prevent  endeavours  being  made  to 
start  or  foster  the  industries  in  the  North- Western  Provinces 
of  India.  The  annual  reports  of  the  Forest  Department  in 
India  contain  numerous  scattered  references  on  the  subject, 
and  from  these  soiu?ces  we  find  that  turpentine  and  resin 
have  been  manufactured  with  signal  success  for  some  years. 
The  turpentine-industry  is  confined  to  the  pine-forests  of  the 
Himalayas  in  the  United  Provinces  (formerly  called  the 
North-West  Provinces)  and  the  Punjab.  In  the  United 
Provinces  the  first  distillery  was  erected  in  the  Imperial 
Forest  School,  Dehra  Dun,  in  1888.  The  crude  turpentine  is 
collected  from  the  Chir  pine  {Pinus  longifolia)  in  Jaunsar 
and  the  leased  forests  of  the  Tehri-Garhwal,  chiefly  at 
Daragadh,  Ninur,  Obra,  Sangared,  and  the  Mantar  and' 
Sunar  working  circles.  The  trees  are  tapped  soon  after  the 
rains  are  over  in  October,  and  cuts  or  "  blazes  "  are  made  in 
the  stem,  at  the  base  of  which  pots  are  placed  to  catch  the 
exuding  resin.  In  the  lower  forests  of  Kumaon  the  oleo- 
resin  begins  to  flow  in  March,  and  as  the  warm  weather 
advances  the  flow  increases,  and  the  greatest  amount  is 
obtained  in  June.  One  disadvantage  of  the  factory  at 
Dehra  Dun  is  that  it  is  situated  more  than  a  hundred  miles 
away  from  the  forests,  and  the  oleoresin  has  to  be  brought 
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partly  by  pack  animals  and  partly  by  country  carts.  The 
cost  of  the  crude  resin  is  R.  1.1  to  R.  1.11  per  maund  of 
82.6  lbs.    The  distillation  is  carried  on  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  and  five  large  copper  stills  are  capable  of 
dealing  with  ten  maunds  a  day.    In  1900-1  1,701  maunds 
was  distilled,  in  1901-2  1,628  maunds,  and  in  1902-3  1,602 
maunds.    The  crude  oleoresin  affords  from  72  to  77  per  cent, 
of  resin  or  colophony  and  from  14  to  18  per  cent,  of  turpen- 
tine oil.    Until  three  years  ago  the  works  at  Dehra  Dun 
were  running  at  a  profit,  but  recently  there  has  been  a  loss 
on  account  of  the  lower  prices  of  colophony  falling  from 
Rs.  5.2  to  Rs.  2.7  per  maund,  and  the  larger  quantities 
placed  on  the  local  markets  by  the  Forest  Department  in 
other  districts.  The  Conservator  in  his  report  for  1902-3  took 
the  opportunity  to  review  the  financial  results  of  the  whole 
undertaking  from  the  year  1888-9,  when  the  work  was 
started.    The  total  receipts  were  Rs.  79,417,  capital  and 
working  expenses  Rs.  81.033,  value  of  buildings,  apparatus, 
and  stock  in  hand  Rs.  15,252,  leaving  a  surplus  of  Rs.  13,636. 
In  1895  arrangements  were  made  for  ttie  introduction  of  the 
turpentine-industry  in  Naini  Tal,  where  the  proximity  to 
the  railway  and  the  shorter  distance  the  material  would 
have  to  traverse  were  important  considerations.    In  the 
report  for  1900-1  the  manufacture  of  turpentine  and  colo- 
phony was  pronounced  a  success,  the  prices  realised  were 
equal  to  those  obtained  for  the  imported  article,  and  no 
difficulty  was   experienced   in   disposing  of  the  outturn. 
During  the  year  22,267  trees  were  tapped,  yieFding  1,454 
maunds  of  oleoresin,  which  is  equal  to  2.61  seers  (about 
5  lbs.)  per  tree.    The  output  of  the  factory  was  1,625  gals, 
of  turpentine  and  817  maunds  of  colophony,  and  the  profit 
of  the  year's  working  was  Rs.  5,765.    Next  year  the  manu- 
facture was  prosecuted  with  greater  success.  A  new  still  was 
obtained  with  double  the  capacity  of  the  first  cr.e,  and 
suitable  improvements  were  made  in  the  factory  ;  38,632  trees 
were  tapped,  affording  2.711  maunds  of  oleoresin,  equal  to 
2.81  seers  per  tree.    The  output  was  2.204  gals,  of  turpen- 
tine and  1,084  maunds  of  colophony,  and  a  substantial 
profit  remained  at  the  close  of  the  year.    During  1902-3,  on 
account  of  the  additional  still  and  the  larger  demand  for 
the  products,  the  manufacture  was  more  than  doubled, 
42.979  trees  being  tapped  yielding  2.989  maunds  of  oleo- 
resin, equal  to  2.78  seers  per  tree.    The  profit  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  Rs.  4,467.    The  results  were  considered  most 
.satisfactory,  allowing,  as  they  did,  for  the  low  market-value 
of  the  colophony,  which  fell  from  Rs.  5  to  Rs.  2.12.  The 
market  has  since  shown  signs  of  recovery,  and  some  recent 
batches  have  sold  for  Rs.  4  per  maund.    The  prospects  of 
the  factory  in  the  Naini  Tal  Division  are  therefore  decidedly 
hopeful.    The  third  factory  was  established  in  1899  in 
Nurpur,  in  the  Kangi'a  Division,  Punjab,    It  is  estimated 
that  the  possible  yield  of  the  resin  of  the  Kangra  forests 
within  roat  h  of  the  distillery  is  10,000  maunds,  which  should 
produce  15,000  gals,  of  turpentine  and  7.500  maunds  of  colo- 
l)hony.    A  reduction  on  the  freight  for  the  oil  and  resin 
has  been  obtained  from  the  North-Western  Railway  and 
the  East  Indian  Railway,  and  it  is  hoped  these  concessions 
will  enable  the  product  to  compete  with  the  imported 
article  as  far  as  the  seaports.    The  resin  tapping  and  dis- 
tillery operations  have  continued  to  be  a  success  from  tlie 
■  ommencem.ent,  and  economies  have  been  practised  in  the 
I  xtraction  of  the  resin  from  the  forests  and  the  working  of 
the  distillery  at  Nurpur.    The  whole  of  the  turpentine  is 
readily  dispo.sed  of,  and  over  3,0C0  maunds  of  colophcnv 
is  sold  regularly  to  local  merchants.     Last  year  it  \vas 
reported  that  a  purchaser  had  been  found  for  all  the  colo- 
phony made.      The  price  obtained  was  considered  low 
(Rs.  3.10  in  Calcutta),  but  it  is  better  to  di.spo.se  of  the 
material  available  at  the  best  price  obtainable  than  to  ac<  u- 


mulate  surplus  stock.  Indian  turpentine  is  being  used  in 
the  medical  stores  and  Military  Department,  by  several 
radway  companies,  and  by  paint  and  varnish  manufacturers. 
.Samples  of  the  oil  have  been  received  in  England,  and  have 
been  most  favourably  reported  upon  by  Professor  H.  E 
Armstrong  and  Dr.  Boverton  Redwood.  The  resin  is  pur- 
chased by  a  large  soap  company  and  bv  varnish-makers 
and  in  course  of  time  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  consumed 
by  the  manufacturers  of  shellac  and  by  the  paper-mills  of 
Bengal.  A  writer  in  "  Capital."  in  reviewing  the  state  of 
the  turpentine-industry  in  India,  says  that  the  time  has 
arrived  to  consolidate  the  operations  in  the  form  of  a  limited 
liability  company.  The  manufacture  should  be  supervised 
by  a  managing  director  thoroughly  interested  in  developing 
the  industry,  and  the  prices  of  the  products  at  the  fa-tD-ies 
controlled  uniformly  according  to  the  state  of  the  market 
and  to  meet  any  combination  made  in  America  or  on  the 
Continent.  The  Government  have  pioneered  the  manufac- 
ture so  far,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  are  open  to 
consider  any  new  arrangement  in  the  administration  of  what 
is  at  present  a  section  of  the  Forest  Department.  The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Revenue  Office  in  reviewing  the  Forest  Report 
of  the  United  Provinces  for  1902-3  expressed  this  opinion 
in  the  following  terms  : 

The  Government  of  India  have  watched  with  consider- 
able interest  the  progress  made  during-  the  past  few  years 
HI  the  manufacture  of  turpentine  in  the  Jaunsar  and  Naini 
ial  Diyi.sions.  The  industry  has  now  apparently  reached  n 
successful  commercial  stage,  and  the  Local  Ck.vernmGnt 
might  with  advantage  consider  what  steps  can  be  taken 
with  a  view  to  its  extension,  and  whether  it  might  not  be 
in^.i-c  pruhtably  conducted  bv  private  enterprise 


American  Consolar  Reports. 

The  American  businessman  occasionally    pokes  fun  at 
the  serious  way  in  which  the  Consul  of  his  nation  solemnly 
chronicles  particularly  useless  information  in  his  reports; 
but  he  has  this  advantage  over  his  British  confrere  that  if 
the  reports  are  not  usually  instructive  they  are  at  least 
nearly  always  amusing.    The  American  Consul  has  usually 
a  profound  belief  in  himself  and  in  the  possibilities  of  his 
country,  and  consequently  there  runs  through  his  reports 
a  quaint  air  of  conscious  superiority  which  is  rather 
amusing  to  tho.se  unfortunate  readers  who  belong  to  the 
various  decadent  nations  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 
The  current  number  of  the  American  Consular  Reports 
(Monthly  Series  No.  287)  is  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
On  page  46  the  Consul  at  Chemnitz,  Germany,  informs 
his  countrymen  that  the  world  is  waiting  for  Americans 
to  cut  its  canals,  build  its  roads  and  railroads,  open 
its   mines,    and,    among   other   things,    supply   it  with 
tinned  meat.    He  admits  there  may  be  a  contest  for  this 
work,  ljut  as  he  goes  on  to  .say  that  the  U,S.A.  has  Consuls 
second  to  none  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  the  chances  of 
other  nations  in  securing  a  share  seem  to  be  small.  Having 
said  a  good  word  for  himself  and  his  brethren,  the  Consul 
proceeds  to  lecture  the  American  exporter  about  his  English 
price-lists,  with  quotations  in  dollars,  in  a  style  with  which 
the  British  business-man  is  familiar  enough  at  the  hands 
of  his  own  Consuls.    The  Atr.erican  Consul  at  Liege  is 
of  opinion  that  European  manufacturers  are  at  present 
divisible  into  two  classes — those  wdio  are,  in  the  Consul's 
picturesque  language,  "scanning  the  horizon  of  American 
creative  power  for  the  appearance  of  some  device  that  will 
improve  their  product  or  producing-capacit}',"  and  those 
who  are  worrying  themselves  into  lunatic  asylums  about 
the  way  "the  fruits  of  their  own  mechanical  endeavours" 
are  being  outclassed  and  relegated  to  the  scrap-heap  by 
American  inventions.    The  British  Consul  as  a  rule  has 
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the  sense  to  steer  clear  of  technical  matters  when  he  does 
not  understand  them,  but  his  American  confrere  is  never 
daunted  by  difficulties  of  this  kind.  Thus  the  U.S. 
Consul  at  Marseilles  lets  himself  go  to  the  following  effect 
on  the  subject  of  the  uses  of  apricot-kernels  :  "  These  sub- 
stances (fatty  oil  and  an  unformed  (s/r)  ferment,  emulsin) 
are  also  found  in  bitter  almonds  and  in  the  Priunis  armc- 
niaca  (apricot-kernels),  and  in  addition  thereto  amygdalin, 
a  glucose  (sic),  found  as  a  white  crystalline  substance.  It 
(the  apricot-kernel  oil)  is  usually  mixed  with  two  parts  of 
olive  oil,  and  quickly  becomes  rancid."  It  is  doubtful 
whether  information  of  this  kind  is  likely  to  be  useful  to 
the  apricot-growers  of  California,  but  the  wise  people  of 
Washington  might  construct  some  sort  of  a  filter-bed  in 
their  vicinity  for  the  clarification  of  their  consular  counsel. 


Mosquito  and  Gnat  Prevention. 

Mr.  Walter  J.  Hammond,  writing  to  the  "Times" 
about  his  experience  with  mosquitoes  in  Brazil,  tells  how 
he  tried  kerosene  oil  to  keep  them  off  at  night-time.  He 
says  : 

I  anointed  my  face,  nock,  and  hands  with  the  oil,  and  so 
got  some  sleep;  but  as  soon  as  it  had  evaporated  the 
creatures  were  at  me  again.  My  eye  fell  on  the  washstand, 
and,  in  a  happy  moment,  I  thought  of  mixing  the  petroleum 
in  a  strong  lather  of  soap.  The  effect  was  perfect,  and  I  slept 
until  the  morning  in.  peace.  Numbers  of  my  friends  have 
used  this  preventive,  not  only  for  the  terrible  mosquito 
that  convoys  the  germs  of  yellow  fever  or  other  awful  dis- 
oases,  but  to  keep  off  gnats  of  all  kinds,  midges,  etc.,  which 
are  to  be  found  in  England.  The  proportion  1  found  best 
was  about  a  small  coffee-spoonful  of  petroleum  to  a  lather 
of  soap  and  water  which  when  free  from  bubbles  would  fill 
one-third  of  the  soap-dish.  The  mixture,  of  course,  smells 
slightly  of  the  oil,  but  it  is  not  any  stronger  than  old  brown 
Windsor  or  coal-tar  soaps.  No  injury  whatever  is  done  to 
the  skin,  however  often  it  is  used,  and  the  slight  discomfort 
telt  at  hrst  is  compensated  a  thousandfold  by  the  immunity 
It  establishes  from  mosquito  or  gnat  assaults  and  the 
attendant  dangers. 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  our  subscribers  to  provide  their 
customers  with  the  kerosene  emulsion  ready  made— say, 
1  oz.  each  of  crystal  white  burning-oil  and  B.P.  soft  soap 
to  6  oz.  of  distilled  water,  improving  the  odour  by  adding 
a  little  oil  of  lavender,  or  other  perfume  of  this  class° 
which  will  remain' after  the  petroleum  evaporates. 

The  Question  of  Dosage. 

Professor  Cash,  at  the  opening  meeting  of  the  Aberdeen 
Medico-Chirurgical  Society,  devoted  his  address  to  the 
subject  of  dosage.  He  accounted  for  the  varying  doses  of 
certain  drugs  given  in  ancient  and  modern  times  by  the 
changed  methods  of  collection  and  preparation.  He  advo- 
cated strongly  the  insertion  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
of  the  maximum  allowable  daily  dose  in  the  case  of  the 
more  powerful  remedies.  The  question  of  summation  of 
dose  and  of  the  time-interval  between  doses  of  certain 
drugs  was  discussed  and  diagraimnatically  illustrated  to 
show  the  action  of  repeated  doses  at  fixed  intervals  of 
powerful  remedies  like  spicaconitine  and  indaconitine  in 
their  action  on  temperature.  This  showed  how  necessary 
It  is  for  efficient  action  that  the  time  of  absorption  and 
time  of  elimination  of  drugs  should  be  carefully  considered 
and  estimated  if  efficient  and  reliable  action  is  to  be  got 
and  demonstrated  that  the  second  and  succeeding  doses  to 
act  to  the  best  advantage,  should  be  administered  before 
the  first  effect  has  completely  passed  off.  It  was  also 
shown  that,  in  regard  to  a  great  many  remedies,  small  and 
frequent  dosage  is  much  more  powerful  in  effect  than  large 
and  infrequent  doses,  though  the  total  dailv  amount  is  the 
same. 


Hn  'B^lUtcratc^  Saffron. 

By  H.  John  Hexderson,  Ph.C. 


QUITE  recently  there  has  been  offered  for  sale  a  saffron 
well  calculated  to  deceive  those  who  neglect  to  apply  the 
tests  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  It  presents  the  appearance  of 
a  particularly  handsome-looking  specimen,  and  a  close 
scrutiny  will  fail  to  detect  that  it  has  been  loaded  in  any 
way.  On  exposure  to  air  it  absorbs  moisture  to  a  much 
greater  degree  than  ordinary  saffron  exposed  under  similar 
conditions.  When  floated  in  warm  water  it  does  not  de- 
posit any  insoluble  powder.  This  saffrin  contains  17  per 
cent,  of  moisture  and  25  per  cent,  of  ash.  The  ash  is 
readily  fusible,  and  consists  principally  of  a  soluble  salt 
of  potassium.  This  saffron,  I  am  informed,  is  imported 
from  Spain  in  hermetically  sealed  tins.

President  (Jlr.  Edgar  B.  Aplinj  in  the  chair.    A  paper  ou 

PILL-M.4KING,   PaST  AND  PRESENT, 

was  read  by  Mr.  Aplin,  who  said  the  end  of  the  previou-s 
century  was  responsible  for  the  introduction  of  medicine  iiv 
a  compressed  form  called  tablets.  These,  whether  for  gooA 
or  ill,  have  come  to  stay,  and  so  great  is  the  present  demand 
for  concentrated  drugs  that  the  time  is  fast  approacliing, 
when  every  pharmacy  will  have  its  own  tablet-machine. 
Formerly  much  time  and  attention  were  paid  to  the  making 
of  pills  by  hand,  and  the  first  half  of  the  period  of  appren- 
ticeship was  spent  in  the  rolling  of  various  sizes  of  the  tiny- 
globules,  often  no  two  being  alike  in  shape  or  size.  IIIhs- 
trations  of  the  composition  of  various  pills  were  given  dating; 
from  the  earliest  times  up  to  the  present.  Examples  pi 
tabellae  were  also  given,  and  this  leJ  up  to  a  diat  on  tablet - 
machines;  but  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  making, 
of  large  quantities  of  tablets  is  a  waste  of  time  and  money 
unless  governed  by  the  laws  of  demand  and  supply.  Th(^ 
elegant  tablet  is  not  without  its  drawbacks,  aa  the  jiationt 
is  tempted  either  to  use  too  many  at  a  time  or  else  to  bolt 
them  without  regard  to  the  necessity  in  some  cases  of  slowly 
dissolving  the  tablets  in  the  saliva. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed  Mr.  Thomas  Kelly  saicli 
doctors  who  order  tablets  as  part  of  their  prescriptions  are 
simply  educating  the  public  into  the  art  of  "  every  man  hi.v 
own  physician."  The  danger  of  the  too  general  use  of  com- 
pressed drugs  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Creed,  and  it  wa.s- 
argued  that  the  facilities  which  exist  for  obtaining  danger- 
ous poisons,  such  as  strychnine  in  Fellows':;  syrup,  etc.,  have 
proved  of  greater  harm  than  good  to  the  public.  Germarv 
synthetical  preparations,  their  makers,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  pharmacy  and  its  followers  exist  in  Germam-. 
as  compared  with  Great  Britain,  were  de.scribefi  to  tho>- 
advantage  of  the  Teutonic  race.  Familiarity  with  tablets 
and  other  concentrated  medicines  bred  in  the  public  thail 
contempt  which  occasionally  results  in  forcncr'.s  inquests. 
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North  Kent  Chemists'  Association. 

A  General  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
November  16,  at  the  Royal  Mitre  Hotel,  Chatham,  the 
President  (Mr.  Arthur  8tooke)  in  the  chair.

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Weston  Poole  a  vote  of  condolence 
with  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  Croydon  was  passed. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell  then  opened  a  discussion  on 

The  Title  Question. 
He  began  by  reading  a  letter  from  the  President  (Mr. 
J.  Averill,  J. P..  of  Stafford),  who  was  unable  to  be  present, 
in  which  Mr.  Averill  hoped  the  Association  would  pass  a 
strong  resolution  on  the  question.  Mr.  Cornwell  then 
said  he  thought  companies  ought  either  to  qualify  or 
not  be  allowed  to  use  the  title  at  all.  It  appeared  to  him 
that  if  the  Society  woke  up  and  did  their  duty  and  took  a 
test-case  at  the  present  time,  they  would  stand  a  very  good 
chance  of  winning.  If  the  Associations  throughout  the 
country  would  take  this  matter  up,  it  would  have  a  splendid 
effect  on  the  Council.  Mr.  Glyn:Jones  might  be  asked  to 
state  their  case  fairly  and  work  up  a  test-case.  The  1880 
decision  was  not  a  question  of  the  decision  of  a  title  at  all ; 


it  was  the  question  of  the  right  of  a  man  to  sell  poisons. 
The  Chairman  then  moved  a  resolution  that  a  test-case  on 
the  question  of  chemists'  title  be  at  once  proceeded  with. 

Mr.  Parker  and  Mr.  P.  H.  Jones  seconded  the  resolution, 
the  latter  adding  that  he  liked  the  idea  of  an  organising 
.secretary. 

Mr.  Edmund  Jones  (Hon.  Secretary)  opposed  the  reso- 
lution, urging  that  two  years  ago  the  matter  had  been  dis- 
cussed at  Dundee  and  a  resolution  against  a  test-case- 
arrived  at.  He  moved  an  amendment  embodying  these- 
views,  and  Mr.  Westcn  Poole  (Treasurer),  in  seconding,, 
contended  that  those  in  London  who  were  behind  the  scene.s- 
knew  better  what  were  the  chances  of  a  test-case  than  did 
the  country  chemists. 

Mr.  Bottomley.  Mr.  Burrell,  and  Mr.  Challinor  sup- 
portel  the  resolution;  and  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell  replied  on 
the  whole  debate. 

The  amendment  was  then  put  and  lost,  only  two  voting 
for  it,  and  the  resolution  was  carried.  It  was  decided  to- 
discuss  the  question  of  an  organising  secretary  at  the  nexiJ 
meeting. 


West  Ham  Chemists'  Association, 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Earlham  Hall, 
Forest  Gate,  E.,  on  November  10,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews,  when  Mr.  Mackirdy  delivered  » 
paper  on 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1875-1899. 
He  said  that  he  was  in  doubt  as  to  whether  he  should  reveal 
to  the  enemy,  as  represented  by  that  Association,  how 
powerless  the  inspector  is  when  going  among  their  fraternity 
or  whether  his  audience  expected  advice  as  to  what  to  do- 
when  they  were  caught  by  some  zealous  inspector.  If  he- 
let  out  some  professional  secret  or  other,  they  were  welcome- 
to  it  for  what  it  was  worth,  but  he  believed  both  in- 
spector and  inspected  would  be  better  for  considering  some 
of  the  good  and  bad  points  in  these  very  useful  Acts. 
He  then  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  chemists  of  Great  Britaim 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  conducted  their  businesses. 
From  his  own  experience,  and  from  inquiries  he  had  made- 
among  the  officers  of  the  principal  local  authorities,  the 
sale  of  adulterated  drugs  by  chemists  is  of  very  rare  occur- 
rence. Where  prosecutions  have  taken  place  the  vendor.?- 
were  in  most  instances  not  chemists  but  interlopers  from 
other  trades — i.e.,  drysalters  and  others.  The  analyst  for 
the  county  of  Essex  in  his  report  for  1905  returned  a  clean 
sheet  for  drugs — all  samples  submitted  being  certified  as 
genuine.  The  sections  dealing  directly  with  drugs  are 
2,  4,  5,  and  7  of  the  Act  of  1875.  It  is,  however,  a  question 
for  the  Coiu't  to  consider  whether  the  article  is  a  drug  or 
not,  the  circumstances  under  which  it  is  bought  having  an 
influence  in  deciding  whether  it  is  a  food  or  a  drug  or 
neither.  Mr.  Mackirdy  then  gave  some  amusing  experi- 
ences of  inspectors  in  this  connection.  He  pointed  out 
the  difficulties  of  the  inspector  in  getting  a  conviction 
against  itinerant  vendors,  while  the  man  with  a  well-esta- 
blished business,  who  has  the  misfortune  to  contravene  any 
'  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts,  has  little  chance  of  escape. 
'  On  the  other  hand,  the  unscrupulous  trader  will  find  many 
ways  of  breaking  the  law  with  impunity.  He  (the  in- 
spector) assured  his  audience  that  the  hunting-down  audi 
I  bringing  to  punishment  of  the  last-mentioned  class  of  mis- 
I  demeanant  afforded  him,  and  he  believed  most  of  menibera 
I  of  his  profession,  the  greatest  pleasure  possible. 

Messrs.  Blades,  Parker,  Forbes,  Mitchell,  and  Savage- 
took  part  in  a  discussion  that  followed,  and  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Mackirdy. 

The  Shop-hours  Act 

was  then  discussed  as  regards  seeking  powers  to  put  it  into 
effect,  and  it  was  propo.sed  by  Mr.  Forbes,  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Reed,  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  this  end.  Thi.s- 
was  opposed  by  Mr.  Soper,  who  thought  that  it  was  not 
advisable  to  be  in  too  much  of  a  hurry  in  the  matter.  On 
the  vote  being  put,  the  proposition  was  carried  by  a  large- 
majority. 

The  Chairman  introduced  the  question  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  but  as  it  was  late  the  matter  was  adjourned  till  tho- 
next  meeting. 
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Chemical  Society. 

A  MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Wednesday, 
November  16,  the  chair  being  taken  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden. 
Th«  attendance  was  poor.  The  first  paper  was  by  Professor 
Meldola  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Lane,  and  was  entitled 

Isomerism  of  N.4Phth.\lene  Amidine?. 
When  2.4  dinitro-oZ/j/ia-naphthylamine  is  reduced,  the 
nature  of  the  amidine  formed  depends  upon  the  metal 
employed  with  hydrochloric  acid  as  a  reducing-agent,  with 
tin  an  f///j/irt-amidine  is  obtained,  and  with  iron  the  btta- 
isomeride  of  this,  whereas  zinc  appears  to  give  a  mixture 
of  both  isomers.  No  quite  satisfactory  explanation  of  this 
peculiar  isonierisation  can  yet  be  given.  The  second  paper 
dealt  with 

The  Reaction  of  Mercury  on  Nitric  Acid, 
and  was  read  in  person  by  Professor  P.  C.  Ray,  D.b'c.  of 
the  Presidency  College,  Calcutta.  Professor  Ray  has  long 
devoted  attention  to  this  subject,  and  has  contributed  many 
papers  on  the  various  compounds  obtained  in  the  cour.se 
of  his  work,  but  this  was  his  first  verbal  contribution  to 
the  Society.  Since  the  discovery  of  the  remarkable  com- 
pound mercurous  nitrite  in  1895'.  Professor  Ray  has  been 
investigating  the  numerous  derivatives  of  it  which  followed 
each  other  in  rapid  succession.  In  the  present  paper  a 
systematic  exposition  was  presented  of  the  mechanism  of 
the  interaction  between  mercury  and  nitric  acid,  giving 
rise  to  so  many  new  and  interesting  compounds,  and  as  such 
it  throws  a  fiood  of  light  on  an  intricate  and  vexed  question. 
Pure  nitric  acid  has  no  action  on  mercury,  but  if  a  mere 
trace  of  nitrous  acid  is  present,  action  sets  in  as  soon  as  the 
two  materials  are  brought  together,  and  mercurous  nitrite 
begins  to  crystallise  out,  and,  if  the  mixture  is  not  dis- 
turbed, goes  on  accumulating  at  the  bottom  of  the  ves.sel 
while  mercuric  nitrate  acciunulates  in  the  liquid.  Careful 
analyses  of  the  precipitate  and  of  the  solution  appear  to 
show  that  the  formation  of  mercuric  nitrate  is  not  due  to 
the  oxidising  action  of  the  air  or  of  the  nitric  acid  on  the 
nitrite,  but  to  a  series  of  complex  reactions  in  which  a 
portion  of  the  mercurous  nitrite  is  hydrolysed  by  the  water 
and  the  resulting  products  interact  with  further  quantities 
of  mercurous  nitrite. 

Dr.  Tilden  does  not  altogether  believe  in  what  may  be 
called  the  "nitrous-acid  theory"  of  the  action  of  nitric 
acid  on  metals,  and  in  his  remarks,  opening  the  discussion, 
he  was  inclined  to  join  issue  with  Dr.  Ray  on  several  points. 
This  drew  from  Dr.  Divers  a  lengthy  but  clear  re-statement 
of  this  theory,  of  which  he  is  practically  the  originator. 

As  the  discussion  on  these  two  papers  had  been  unduly 
prolonged.  Dr.  Lander  was  only  able  to  give  a  very  brief 
account  of  the  first  members  of  a  series  of  dihalogenated 
amides  which  he  has  obtained. 


Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association. 

This  Association  made  an  interesting  departure  from  its 
ordinary  practice  by  spending  an  hour  in  the  materia  medica 
class-rooms  of  the  new  IMedical  School,  University  College 
Dundee,  on  November  16.  Professor  Marshall  welcomed 
the  members  and  showed  them  round.  In  the  lecture-room 
Mr.  J.  H.  Thomson  (the  President)  took  the  opportunity 
to  thank  Professor  i\Iarshall  for  his  courtesy  and  the  trouble 
he  had  taken  to  make  the  visit  enjoyable,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  Dundee  University  College  would  attract  many 
pharmaceutical  students,  who  would  benefit  by  the  facilities 
so  lavishly  provided.  Professor  Marshall  replied  that 
their  visit  had  given  him  much  pleasure.  He  would  be 
glad  to  give  them  facilities  for  research,  and  would  expect 
to  receive  from  them  specimens  of  rare  drugs  which  might 
come  into  their  hands. 

Having  adjourned  to  Mather's  Hotel,  Mr  J  H 
Thomson  presided  at  the  business  meeting  for  the  first 
time  since  his  election. 

Inaugural  Addres.s. 
He  said  he  wished  to  congratulate  the  Association  on  open- 
ing the  season  so  auspiciously  that  day.  He  had  been 
reading  about  Sir  Robert  Christi.son,  Who  for  forty-five 
years  was  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  in  Edinburgh 
Liniversity.  Fifty  years  ago  he  addressed  a  meeting  of 
pharmaciits  at  72  Princes  Street,  Edinburgh,  then  the  home 


of  the  Executive.  Sir  Robert  recalled  how  he  went  to 
Paris  to  study  the  higher  chemistry  under  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  the  celebrated  Robiquet,  one  of  many  notable 
French  pharmacists  whose  researches  were  invaluable.  Pro- 
ceeding. Sir  Robert  uttei-ed  some  robust  ideas  on  the  subject 
of  protection  of  pharmacy  by  the  State.  He  said  :  "  Yours 
is  n.  t  a  profession  which  admits  of  indefinite  increase  of

numbers,  but  one  which  a  wise  Government  would  rather 
restrict.  If  left  unprotected,  uncherished  by  the  State, 
pharmacists  would  be  seriously  injured,  and  the  profession 
would  in  the  end  be  deserted,  to  the  ultimate  loss  of  the 
community."  Further,  he  said  :  "I  hope  the  time  will 
come  when  the  medical  profession  and  your  Society  will 
unite  to  compel  the  Government  to  cease  from  the  baseness 
of  levying  a  ta.x  for  the  encouragement  of  imposture  in  the 
sale  of  secret  nostrums."  Mr.  Thomson,  referring  to  the 
C.O.D.  scheme,  said  they  had  hoped  to  debate  this  subject, 
but  it  had  been  officially  withdrawn  in  the  meantime.  Re- 
ferring to  the  action  of  the  committee  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  on  the  proposed  regulation  of  the  abuse  of  pre- 
scriptions, Mr.  Thomson  said  it  was  not  generally  known 
that  the  Chairman  of  that  committee  is  Dr.  R.  C.  Buist,  of 
Dundee. 

Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  made  a  few  remarks  of  general 
interest. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Editor  of  Thi:  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  asking  particulars  of  medicines  bearing  posses- 
sive titles. ' 

The  Secretary  reported  that  members  requiring  window- 
bills  for  ten-o'clock  closing  on  Saturdays  would  get  them  on 
application. 


Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  winter  session  of  this  Assotiation  was  inaugurated  on 
Wednesday  night,  November  16,  by  a  social  gathering  at 
the  Grand  Hotel.  Birmingham,  at  which  the  guest  of  the 
evening  was  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  President  of  tlie  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard  presided  at  the  dinner, 
and  among  those  who  supported  him  were  Messrs.  Thomas 
Barclay,  A.  Southall.  J.  Poole,  F.  H.  Alcock,  F.  J.  Lucas, 
A.  W.  Southall,  J.  Wakefield,  Charles  Thompson,  S.  H. 
Shorthouse,  G.  E.  Perry,  Cross  (Slirowsbury),  Fred 
Barlow,  F.  W.  Lowther,  G.  H.  Brunt,  Blackwell  Cuxon, 
J.  C.  Mackenzie,  F.  J.  Gibson.  Wilson  (Wolverhamp- 
ton), Smith,  James  Radford  (Hon.  Secretary),  etc.  A 
large  number  of  ladies  were  also  present. 

The  Chairman,  after  the  loyal  toast,  proposed  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  whose  progress  and  admirable 
work  he  commended. 

Mr.  Thomas  Barclay,  who  followed  Mr.  Gerrard,  said 
he  had  not  been  at  all  satisfied  with  the  progress  the 
Council  had  made  in  past  years,  but  in  the  hands  of  the 
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present  members  he  had  no  doubt  the  Society  would  make 
greater  progress.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  whatever 
might  be  the  fate  of  some  of  the  clauses  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  the  clause  providing  for  an  enforced  curriculum  would 
be  retained.  He  was  glad  to  learn  from  Mr.  Robinson 
that  the  Government  had  not  placed  any  difficulty  in  the 
way.  He  pointed  out  that  pharmacists  have  now  strong 
competitors  in  Germany  and  America,  who  are  practically 
farming  this  country.  In  Germany  the  alcohol  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  drugs  is  duty  free,  while  in  this 
country  duty  has  to  be  paid  upon  it.  We  cannot  possibly 
compete  with  the  Germans  in  this  respect,  and  the  time 
must  come  when  British  pharmacists  must  take  steps  to 
protect  their  business,  so  that  they  may  be  put  on  a 
fair  footing  with  their  rivals.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Robinson  acknowledged  the  toast  with  a  few 
words.  Mr.  Cross,  whose  name  was  associated  with  the 
toast,  also  replied,  remarking  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  the  body  chemists  look  to  when  they  want  any- 
thing done  for  their  benefit.  Mr.  Wilcox  proposed  "  The 
Ladies,"  and  Mr.  Wakefield  acknowledged. 

At  the  Sucseqitent  Meeting 

Mr.  Robinson  delivered  a  long  address  on  pharmaceu- 
tical topics.  He  affirmed  that  his  experience  is  that  there 
is  increased  activity  in  all  ranks  of  pharmacy.  He  men- 
tioned as  a  fact  of  great  importance  that  the  General 
Medical  Council  has  invited  the  Pharmaceutical  Socity  to 
form  a  Committee  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  next 
British  Pharmacopceia ;  and  went  on  to  discuss  the 
Pharmacy  Bill.  On  Clause  7  he  suggested  that  while  he 
thoroughly  believed  in  its  justice,  a  compromise  may  be 
necessary  to  save  other  parts  of  the  Bill  on  which  the 
Government  is  willing  to  meet  them.  He  was  of  opinion 
that  no  progress  would  be  made  with  the  Bill  while 
Clause  7  remains. 

Mr.  Wakefield,  Mr.  Cross,  Mr.  Parry,  and  Mr.  Southall 
also  spoke.

Western  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the 
Cafe  Royal,  Regent  Street,  W.,  on  Wednesday,  Novem- 
ber 16,  the  President  (Mr.  Frank  A.  Rogers)  in  the  chair. 

About  eighty  were  present, 
Messrs.  J.  W.  Bowen,  W.  J. 
L  Philp,  and  W.  E.  Gulliver 
presiding  at  the  spur-tables.  In 
the  company  we  noticed 
Messrs.  Walter  Hills,  A.  C. 
Wootton,  J.  F.  Harrington, 
John  C.  Umney,  J.  Slinger 
Ward,  E.  White,  W.  Watson- 
Will,  R.  Bremridge,  C.  B. 
Allen,  W.  Warren,  John  D. 
Marshall,  J.  H.  Mather  (Godal- 
ming),  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Martin- 
dale.  There  were  many  repre- 
sentatives of  wholesale  houses 
present,  among  them  Messrs. 
C.  W.  Martin,  W.  Carter  and 
T.  Dixon  (of  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons),  H.  Hickey  and  Sidney 
Jamieson  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  Everson  (Hopkin  & 
Williams),  E.  Linstead  and  C.  C.  Weld  (Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.),  A.  H.  Solomon  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.), 
Williams  (Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.),  Pirie  and 
]3utler  (Caniwal,  Ltd.),  and  Arrowsmith  ( Apollinaris,  Ltd.). 

The  dinner  was  good  and  well  served,  and  more  than  one 
pharmacist  present  made  appreciative  mention  of  the  smart- 
ness of  Apollinaris  in  having  "Grand  Prix"  slips  stuck 
across  each  bottle.  In  addition  to  "  The  King,"  which  was 
musically  honoured,  the  President  gave  "  The  King's 
Guests — the  King  and  Queen  of  Portugal,"  which  was 
drunk  with  idot.  Then,  with  cigar  and  cigarette  alight, 
the  company  settled  down  to  listen  to  Mr.  Watson-Will  in 
a  bright  and  humorous  speech  propose  "The  Western 
Chemists'  Association  of  London."  Mr.  Watson- Will  dwelt 
particularly  upon  the  age,  respectability,  and  sociabil'ty  of 
the  Association.  Chemists  generally  were  not  social  enough. 
A  distinguished  liitirateur  said  to  him  some  time  ago, 
"Why  do  all  chemists  look  so  sad?  Is  it  the  burden  of 
their  sins,  or  the  thought  of  the  actual  number  of  people 


they  have  been  responsible  for  burying?"  (Laughter.) 
He  (Mr.  Watson-Will)  enlightened  his  observant  friend  as 
to  the  responsibilities  that  tend  to  make  a  chemist  so  full 
of  gravity,  but  protested  that  there  was  no  need  for  an 
unnecessary  solemnity  on  all  occasions,  and  Associations 
like  the  Western  Chemists'  helped  to  gladden  its  members. 
Past-Presidents  of  the  Western  Association,  like  Martin- 
dale,  Andrews,  and  others,  were  landmarks  in  phar- 
macy. His  friend  Mr.  Bowen  was  so  well  thought  of  that 
he  had  been  twice  President;  and  a  proof  to  his  (the 
speaker's)  mind  (he  being  a  Scotchman)  that  they  were 
absolutely  sure  of  Mr.  Bowen  was  the  fact  that  they  had 
given  him  charge  of  the  shekels.  (Laughter.)  In"  their 
new  President,  Mr.  Rogers,  they  had  youth,  beauty,  and 
amiability  personified.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  He 
urged  an  increased  membership  and  better  attendance  at 
meetings  of  the  Association  during  the  coming  session. 

The  President  in  his  reply  said  that  last  year  members 
of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association  apparently  did  not 
take  so  much  interest  in  its  work.    He  looked  forward  this 
session  to  a  rallying  of  the  forces.      It  must  not  be 
imagined  that  their  Association  was  confined  to  West-end 
chemists  alone,  or  even  to  chemists  in  London.  Any 
qualified  man  was  free  to  join.    The  Past  Presidents  of 
the  Association  (founded  fifteen  years  ago  by  Mr.  Henry 
Long)  were  men  who  had  done  yeoman  service  in  the 
cause  of  pharmacy.    It  was  a  peculiar  pleasure  for  him 
(Mr.  Rogers)   to  follow  his  friend  Mr.   Bowen  in  the 
presidency.    Mr.  Bowen  is  one  of  the  most  genial  and 
kindliest  of  men,  and  he  added  much  to  the  dignity  of 
the  chair  of  this  Association.    Speaking  of  the  coming 
session,  Mr.  Rogers  referred  to  the  papers  promised  by 
Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  by  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  and  by 
Mr.  Edmund  White.    Besides  these  he  (Mr.  Rogers)  had 
an  idea  of  devoting  a  night,  if  it  could  be  arranged,  to  dis- 
cussing a  subject  that  would  require  very  delicate  handling 
— namely,  the  prescribing  of  proprietary"  articles.  Chemists 
cannot  help  feeling  sore  on  occasion  when  they  get  pre- 
scriptions from  medical  men  for  proprietary  articles  or 
for  well-known  remedies  prescribed  in  a  certain  form. 
This  handing  over  of  ready-made  remedies  is  a  sort  of 
taking    out  of  the    chemists'   hands,    so   to    speak,  the 
responsibilities  and  knowledge  they  have  been  acquiring 
for  years.    His  idea,  thei-efore,  was  to  get  together  a 
conference  of  pharmacists  and  medical  men  to  take  part  in 
a  discussion  on  the  subject.    It  would  be  an  inestimable 
advantage  to  pharmacists  to  know  exactly  the  reasons  why 
medical  men  prescribe  proprietary  remedies.    He  would 
much  like  to  get  the  real  opinion  of  certain  medical  men 
on  this  subject,  and  the  Association  had  some  such  meeting 
in  view.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  W.  J.  I.  Philp,  Vice-President  of  the  Association, 
proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society."  In  reply,  Mr. 
Walter  Hills  made  a  well-balanced  and  effective  speech,  in 
the  course  of  which  he  said  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
welcomes  criticism  when  it  is  well-informed.  He  paid  a 
compliment  to  the  President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson),  saying 
that  he  is  a  man  of  very  great  experience,  considerable 
eloquence,  posse -sod  of  splendid  organising  powers,  and  a 
gentleman  who  has  the  good  of  the  .Society  at  heart.  He 
also  referred  to  the  kinclly  and  witty  Vice-President,  and 
to  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  whose  loyalty,  he  said,  enabled  the 
experiment  of  provincial  Presidents  to  be  tried,  and  who 
had  done  splendid  service  to  the  Society  as  Vice-President. 
He  hoped  Mr.  Allen  would  return  to  the  Council  again. 
The  Society,  he  continued,  is  a  democratic  body.  Every 
year  the  members  have  the  power  of  putting  seven  new  men 
on  the  Council,  and,  as  there  are  no  two  parties  on  it,  new 
men  come  with  new  views;  and  if  these  are  not  at  once 
assimilated,  it  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  new-comers 
find  that  the  volume  of  work  done  prohibits  hasty  change. 
Mr.  Hills  then  touched  various  topics,  but  chiefly  the  Phar- 
macy Bill,  as  to  which  he  said  that  the  Council  may  have  to 
reconsider  the  whole  question  of  Clause  7,  if  it  is  proved 
that  the  Privy  Council  or  any  other  responsible  body  is  not 
in  sympathy  with  the  clause.  Mr.  Hills  then  created  a 
pleasant  diversion  by  submitting  that  a  problem  which 
largely  engages  the  Council  now  is,  Is  Welsh  a  modern 
foreign  language?  He  also  touched  upon  Mr._  J.  P. 
Gilmour's  .suggestion  of  disciplinary  powers,  remarking  that 
in  common  life  many  things  that  are  lawful  are  not  ex- 
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pedient,  but  it  is  very  different  to  say  that  a  thing  which  is 
aiot  expedient  is  unlawful. 

The  Chairman  then  submitted  the  toast  of  "  The 
Visitors,"  saying  that  the  Association  had  the  honour 
of  the  presence  of  Dr.  !-'(  anes  Spicer,  Dr.  Snape,  and  Mr. 
Palmer  (President  of  the  Thames  Valley  Association). 
The  toa.st  was  duly  honoured,  and,  in  reply  to  it,  Dr. 
Scanes  Spicer  said  he  had  had  a  social  and  intellectual 
(treat  that  night.  He  assured  the  meeting  that  such 
gatherings  are  appreciated  by  those  who  are  working  in 
the  other  branch  of  the  medical  art,  and  he  con- 
sidered them  of  mutual  advantage.  Mr.  Palmer  also 
replied  briefly. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Bowen  and  Mr.  W.  J.  I.  Philp  responded  to 
the  toa.st  of  "  The  Dinner  Committee,"  also  given  from 
the  chair. 

These  gatherings  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association 
Jiave  from  the  outset  been  notable  for  the  e.xcellent  music 
provided.  There  was  a  slight  falling-off  last  year,  but 
on  this  occasion  the  Alexandra  Ladies'  Orchestra,  with 
.^Irs.  Oliphant  Goldie  as  vocalist,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Ethel  Goldie,  A.L.A.M.,  "rendered  various  pieces 
with  much  acceptance." 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  llEETiNc;  was  lield  on  Tuesday  evening,  November  15.  at 
the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  the  President  (Alderman  Dunn) 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  Arthur  Hanson  introduced  a  cJiscussicn 
on  Mr.  Idris's  presidential  address  to  the  British  Phar- 
maccutical  Conference,  which  resched  itself  into  an  in- 
teresting expression  of  opinion  upon 

The  Ethics  of  Prescriptions. 

Mr.  Hanson  had  recalled  what  Mr.  Idris  had  said  about 
repetitions,  especially  of  poisonous  n-.edicines,  thereupon 

The  Chairman  said  there  is  also  the  question  of  givA'ig 
copies  of  prescriptions.  It  should  be  a  point  of  honour 
with  the  chemist,  he  thought,  not  to  give  copies  cf  pre- 
scriptions, which  resulted  in  the  doctor  only  getting  one 
tee  for  the  use  of  the  prescription  by  many  people. 

Mr.  Silson  said  the  preicription  belonged  to  the  patient, 
and  the  people  of  England  would  not  stand  any  other  inter- 
pretation of  the  position.  If  the  payment  of  the  doctor's 
lee  did  not  give  the  patient  the  right  to  physic  himself,  it 
was  difficult  to  know  w'hy. 

The  Chairman  said  he  had  always  been  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  fee  was  not  for  the  prescription  but  for 
the  advice.    The  patient  did  not  buy  the  prescription. 

Mr.  Marshall  said  that  if  a  prescription  had  been  paid  for 
by  the  patient,  he  could  do  what  he  liked  with  it,  and  could 
give  a  thousand  copies  away  if  he  liked. 

Mr.  Hanson  said  the  idea  of  the  doctors  was  to  do  away 
with  self-drugging.  He  did  not  see  how  any  chemist  could 
avoid  making  up  any  prescription  that  came  unless  there 
was  some  special  arrangement  with  the  doctor.  The  only 
remedy  was  for  the  doctor  to  mark  the  prescription.  He 
had  an  agreement  with  one  doctor  by  which  he  was  to  detain 
all  prescriptions  which  had  a  certain  mark,  and  forty-nine 
out  of  fifty  were  marked. 

Mr.  Simpson  said  that  in  Newcastle  there  was  an  arrange- 
ment by  which  certain  prescriptions  were  marked  and  kept, 
and  others  were  not.  Those  that  were  detained  wore  in 
the  hands  of  club  members,  and  those  that  were  kept  by 
the  person  were  those  which  had  been  paid  for  by  a  fee. 

The  Chairman  said  he  gave  copies  only  in  cases  in  which 
the  owner  of  the  prescription  had  lost  the  original  and  was 
going  away  from  the  town, 

A  TusT-CASE  ON  Titles. 
The  Secretary  submitted  the  following  correspondence 
w;hich  had  passed  between  himself  and  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  :

Novc'iiil)(>r  5,  1904. 
Dear  Mr.  Robnison, — On  Tuesday  ia.st,  November  1,  1904, 
Mr.  Broadhead.  of  Batley,  read  a  paper  before  this  Afso- 
■eiation  on  the  titles  question.  In  the  course  of  his 
paper  he  stated  that  although  the  1880  case  (Pharmaceutical 
■Society  v.  London  and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.) 
decided  that  ''a  person  "  in  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  means  a  natural  person,  and  not  a 
company,  still  the  judgment  was  given  on  whether  or  not  a 


ompany  could  sell  poisons.  He  said  tiiat  tlio  cjuestion  of 
titles  was  not  rai.=ied,  simply  because  at  tliat  time  companies 
did  not  use  the  title.  He  further  said  that  a  case  had  never 
yet  been  decided  in  the  Courts  as  to  whether  or  not  a 
company  could  use  the  title. 

At  Leeds  on  October  20,  1904  (see  "  Phar.  Journal." 
October  29.  1904,  page  623),  you  are  reported  as  saviiijr 
''  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  the  judgment  of  th.,> 
House  Lords  against  it,  that  in  the  Pliarmacy  Act  tho 
clauses  in  which  the  words  '  no  person  '  were  u.sod  did  not 
include  a  limited-liability  company,  and  amongst  thcce 
clauses  was  the  one  referring  to  the  use  of  the  title  of 
chemist."  Mr.  Broadhead  says  that  the  notion  that  the 
judgment  referred  to  is  applicable  to  titles  is  merely 
counsel's  opinion,  and  does  not  constitute  a  judicial  decision 
7-c  titles. 

We  in  Bradford  feel  that  the  atmosphere  wants  thoroughly 
clearing  on  the  point,  and  I  have  been  rocjuested  to  write 
asking  if  you  based  your  remarks  at  Leeds  on  the  1880 
case,  when  no  ciuestion  of  titles  was  raised.  If  not.  kindly 
let  us  know  on  which  decision  of  the  Courts  you  did  base 
them.

Dear  Mr.  Prhstley,— You  correctly  state  tho  purport  of 
my  remarks  at  Leeds  on  the  subject  ct  "'  titles."  1  base  my 
opinion  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  agaii  st  the  Londoii 
a'ld  Prjvir.cial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  which  was  decided 
by  the  House  of  Lords  in  1880.  ai:d  it  appears  to  mo  that  I 
have  solid  justification  in  the  terms  of  the  judgment  then 
given.  The  Lord  Chancellor,  in  giving  judgment,  dclii.e  I 
the  point  at  issue  to  be  the  construction  of  tho  word 
■■  penson  "  in  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
and  f'jund  that  "  the  object  of  the  Act  did  not  recjuiie  a 
larger  construction  to  be  put  upon  the  word  '  person.' 
which  the  context  appears,  upon  a  fair  construction,  to 
exclude."  Lord  Blackburn,  in  concurring  with  the  view  of 
his  chief,  actually  used  these  wc>rds :  "It  seems  to  me  .  .  . 
it  planily  says  in  Section  1  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell 
or  keep  open  shop  or  assume  the  name  of  chemist  and 
druggist  for  any  person — that  is  to  say,  any  natural  person  - 
unless  lie  becomes,  etc.  Section  15  imposes  a  penalty,  and 
in  imposiiig  the  penalty  repeats  the  words  which  made  th-.- 
thing  unlawful.  I  think  those  two  sections  must  bo  con- 
strued together."  Further  on  he  definitely  lays  down  tli^ 
dictum,  ■■  I  say  that  a  corporation  is  out  of  that  clause  which 
pr(jhibits  persons  from  keeping  open  shop."  Lord  Watson 
also  agreed  that  the  language  of  the  two  sections  did  not 
make  it  clear  that  the  provisions  should  apply  to  Corpora- 
tions. 

How,  in  tho  face  of  these  recw'ded  and  easily  accessible 
views  of  the  SupromiC  Court  of  Appeal,  any  reasonable 
person  can  say  that  tho  judgment  dicl  not  cover  the  use  of 
titles  passes  my  comprehension.  If  you  will  look  at 
Section  15  of  the  Act,  you  will  see  that  the  word  "  person  " 
is  not  exclusively  associated  with  "  wlio  shall  .sell  or  keep 
open  shop,"  but  with  the  exhibition  of  titles  as  well.  In 
fact,  the  word  "  person  "  govcrr.s 

(a)  Selling; 

(b)  Keeping  open  shop  for 

(1)  Retailing  of  poisons  ; 

(2)  Dispensing  of  poisons ; 
(6)  Compounding  of  poisoi.s. 

(c)  Taking,  using,  or  exhibiting  name  or  title; 

(d)  Conforming  to  Poison  Regulations; 

(c)  Compounding  medicines  of  the  B.P.  not  in  accordance 
with  the  oflicial  formularies. 

Now,  the  House  of  Lords  decided  that  the  governing 
word  ■' person  "  m.cans  a  r:alural  por.son,  and  not  a  Cor- 
poration, hence  the  foregoing  catalogue  of  offences  can  only 
be  committed  by  a  natural  person,  and  not  l)y  a  Corpora- 
tion. It  is  quite  erroneous  to  say  that  the  question  of  titles 
was  not  raised  in  1880.  It  was  one  of  live  <juestions  raised, 
all  of  which  depended  upon  the  interpretation  of  tho  word 
"person"  in  Sections  1  and  15.  If  argument  is  to  make 
"  person  "  mean  one  thing  in  one  lino  of  the  Section  and 
another  thing  in  a  second  line  of  tho  same  Section,  it  will 
have  to  bo  very  ingenious  indeed. 

I  may  add  that  we  have  had  the  advice  of  more  than  ono 
eminent  counsel  on  this  point,  and  in  every  case  tho  an.swer 
has  been  an  emphatic  confirmation  of  the  views  herein 
expressed.  If  I  have  not  made  myself  clear,  please  write

Xaboratorv^  ll-lotcs

Hydrargyri  Oleas,  B.P. 

This  may  be  conveniently  preserved  for  any  length  of 
time  by  hermetically  sealing  it  down  as  follows  : 

CoUoct  the  oleate  into  a  compact  mass  at  the  bottom  o£ 

the  pot;  place  upon  the  surface  of  the  substance  a  disc  of. 

wax,  such  as  the  form  in  which  white  beeswax  is  generally 

sold,  and  run  a  hr)t  wire  round  the  edge  so  as  to  seal  it 

against  the  sides  of  the  pot. 
When  necessary  the  wax  is  easily  removed.    Portions  of 
the  products  of  several  batches  have  been  kept  quite  good, 
for  months  at  a  time. 

LiQ.  Strychnin.e  Hydroculoridi. 
This  can  be  made  at  a  considerably  smaller  cost  froni 
pure  strychnine  and  hydrochloric  acid  than  it  can  from 
ready-made  strychnine  hydrochloride.  The  salt  is  rela- 
tively much  more  expensive  than  the  pure  alkaloid.  The- 
price  per  oz.  is  about  the  same,  but  the  former  contains, 
according  to  the  formula  given  by  the  Pharmacopoeia,  only 
82.18  per  cent,  of  the  latter.  The  difference  cn  making 
100  H.  oz.  is  about  5(/.  To  take  advantage  of  this,  boil 
together  the  strychnine  and  hydrochloric  acid  with  one- 
fourth  of  the  required  quantity  of  water  until  the  strych- 
nine is  dissolved,  adding  the  last  portions  of  the  acidj 
cautiously,  so  as  not  to  render  the  solution  acid;  then 
dilute  with  an  eqvial  quantity  of  water,  cool,  and  add  the? 
alcohol  and  remaining  water.  The  proportion  of  hydro- 
chloric acid  required  is  about  a  fluid  ounce  of  the  otficia! 
diluted  acid  to  each  ounce  of  the  pure  alkaloid. 

Compound  Syrup  of  Hypophosphites. 
The  unpleasant  smell  developed  by  this  syrup  cn  keepint^ 
for  several  days  has  been  the  subject  of  much  speculation. 
The  following  cause  does  not  appear  to  have  received  atten.- 
tion.  In  storing  a  proprietary  .syrup  of  this  class  it  ha.s- 
been  put  into  stone  jars  from  various  potteries.  That  kept 
in  the  lighter-coloured  ware  of  good  cjuality  remained  per- 
fectly sweet  for  any  length  of  time,  but  that  in  the  darker- 
brown  ware  of  inferior  quality  acquired  a  most  repulsive 
odour  alter  a  few  days.  'I'his  was  established  by  portions  of 
the  same  batches  being  stored  in  both  kinds  of  jars  which  had 
been  cleaned  very  carefully.  No  cliange  was  ever  observed 
on  keeping  the  syrup  in  green-glass  bottles  of  ordinary 
quality.  The  specific  gravity  of  this  syrup  increased  con- 
siderably on  keeping — kO  points  or  even  more  in  two  months  ;. 
the  first  density-determination  being  made  several  hours- 
after  the  syrup  had  been  prepared.  It  does  not  always 
complete  the  contraction  during  the  first  month.  Full 
regard  was  had  to  temperature. 

Liquor  Ammonii  Acetatis. 
The  1885  B.P.  described  two  preparations — liq.  ammon. 
acet.  (sp.  gr.  1.022)  and  liq.  amnion,  acet.  fortior  (sp.  gr. 
1.073).  One  fluid  part  of  the  latter  was  mixed  with  water 
sufficient  to  produce  five  fluid  parts  of  the  former.  Squire 
remarks  in  the  1894  edition  of  his  "  Companion  "  that  "  if  a 
strong  liquor  of  sp.  gr.  1.075  be  diluted  as  above,  the  result- 
ing liquor  will  be  sp.  gr.  1.018."  The  1898  B.P.  describes- 
only  one  preparation  to  be  prepared  directly  from  a  pre- 
scribed quantity  of  ammonium  carbonate  to  be  neutralised 
by  acetic  acid  ;  it  gives  no  specific  gravity.  It  is  about  30/31 
times  the  strength  of  the  B.P.  1885  preparation.  I  have- 
found  the  average  specific  gravity  to  be  1.0163,  also  that 
of  a  solution  five  times  the  strength  1.069,  and  that  of  one;- 
eight  times  the  B.P.  strength  1.094.  A  correspondent  in  a, 
weeklj'  journal  some  time  ago  said  he  observed  no  con- 
traction on  diluting  concentrated  solution  of  ammonium 
acetate.  I  have,  however,  found  a  considerable  contraction 
to  take  place ;  thus,  100  vols,  of  liquor,  sp.  gr.  1.0954.  mixed 
with  10  vols,  of  water,  measured  after  mixing  109.7  vols.  : 
the  sp.  gr.  of  the  dilution  was  1.0897  calculated.  1.0898'. 
found;  the  diminution  in  volume  was  therefore  3  in  1.100. 
Again,  21  vols,  of  liquor,  sp.  gr.  1.0681,  mixed  with  84  vols, 
of  water,  measured  after  mixing  104.75  vols.  ;  the  sp.  gr. 
of  the  dilution  was  1.01604  calculated,  1.0160  found ;.  a 
contraction  in  volume  of  1  in  420  occurred  therefore. 
Squire's  finding  referred  to  above  is  fairly  in  agreement  with; 
this.

About  that  Asterisk. 

Sir, — I  fear  that  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land carry  out  their  decision  to  place  an  asterisk  before 
the  name  of  each  person  on  the  register  whom  they 
l)elieve  to  be  in  business  on  his  own  account,  it  can  no 
ionger  be  accepted  in  the  courts  as  that  register  which  the 
law  compels  the  Registrar  to  keep  from  being  tampered 
with.  It  is  obvious  that  a  name  with  an  asterisk  is  not 
a  name  simply,  but  that  it  is  qualified  in  some  degree  by 
the  addition  of  the  a&ter.'sk,  and  Nuttall  gives  one  of  the 
uses  of  the  asterisk  in  printing  to  "  denote  omission." 
The  Society  may  intend  it  to  indicate  that  the  person 
keeps  open  shop,  but  it  might  also  be  interpreted  as  mean- 
ing that  the  person  was  dead  or  disqualified.  In  any  ca.':e 
it  is  an  addition,  a  subtraction,  or  an  alteration  in  the 
integrity  of  the  register,  which  is  expressly  forbidden  to 
the  Registrar  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.

The  Dose  of  Iodine.-- .l/.i?.r.T".,S'.  (44/5)  writes:  "Will 
you  please  call  the  attention  of  dispens  ng  chemists  to  the 
fact  that  much  larger  doses  of  iodine  and  salts  of  iodine  are 
now  given  to  animals  than  was  formerly  the  case .'  Of 
iodine,  Fiulay  Dunn  gives  the  dose  as  from  30  to  90  grains, 
but  much  larger  quantities  are  often  prescribed.  Two 
Lincolnshire  chenvsts  have  declined  to  dispense  48-graui 
doses  for  a  cow  patient  of  mine." 

Small  Accounts.— In  answer  to  "  Law."  Mannoin//  Assist- 
ant (31/25)  writes  from  a  similar  seaside  experience,  saying 
tlio  remedy  is  simple  enough.  Let  "Law"  forward  the  bill 
with  a  bottle  of  medicine  or  other  article,  and  instruct  tho 
porter  to  get  payment  at  the  ofTice  or  front-bar  counter,  and 
then  to  i-oceint  the  bill  in  exchange.  There  is  never  any 
trouble  over  the  matter,  as  the  hotel  people  easily  collect  the 
money  from  the  customer. 

A  Chemists'  Club.— ii/r.  ('■  A'.  Pickerinr/,  12  James  Street, 
Wcstb  iurne  Terrace,  W.,  writes  suggesting  the  establishment 
nf  a  club  in  a  prominent  pos  tion  in  tho  West-end  of  London 
"for  chemists  and  their  assistants.  For,  say,  a  guinea  and 
half  a  guinea  annually,  respectively,  it  ought  to  be  po.^siblo  to 
enlist  sufficient  support  to  comfortably  equip  a  suite  of  rooms 
well  furnished,"  etc.  [Three  sucTi  clubs  have  been  starte<l  in 
London  within  the  past  twenty  years,  and  all  have  been 
financial  failures.  So  will  they  continue  to  be  if  they  start  on 
the  notion  that  a  guinea  a  year  will  give  a  man  club  comforts 
in  a  region  where  flats  of  tiny  rooms  are  worth  150/.  to  500/. 
a  year  without  service.] 

Association  Federation. — As  a  consequence  of  the  recent 
C.O;D.  agitation  the  Keiv  Southoate  and  Friern  Barnet 
Tradesmen's  Association  suggest  that  "the  time  has  come  to 
form  a  central  body  with  headquarters  in  London,  to  which 
tradesmen's  associations  could  be  affiliated.

45/70.  B.  Z/.— The  duty  of  the  surveyor  of  taxes  is  to 
ensure  the_  assessment  of  a  recently  formed  limited  com- 
pany, but  if  he  make  a  purelv  hvpothetical  assessment  the 
c  ompany  may  appeal  against  it,  'submitting  on  the  day  of 
appeal  a  correct  statement  of  profits  during  the  few  months 
that  the  company  has  been  in  existence. 

46/1.  F.  A.  C.  0.— The  Board  of  Inland  Eevenae  do 
not  allow- co-operative  societies  and  grocers  to  sell  quininc- 
wine  without  a  wine-licence.  That  privilege  is  reserved  to 
registered  chemists  and  druggists. 

^^L\^'  You  have  no  right  of  action  against  your 

neighbour.  The  Trade-marks  Act  specially  excludes  geo- 
graphical names  from  registration,  thus  recognising  that  no 
one  should  have  the  right  to  use  a  name  of  the  kind  and 
prevent  others  using  it.    You  may  be  able  to  satisfy  a 


Court  that  your  neighbour's  article  is  a  colourable  imitation 
of  yours ;  but  we  cannot  aclvi.se  in  matters  of  that  kind. 

45/49.  D.  if'  S. — The  fact  that  a  secret  preparation  like 
your  anti-cholera  mixture  is  supplied  to  a  ship's  medicine- 
chest  does  not  exempt  it  from  medicine  stamp-duty,  nor  does 
the  fact  that  the  medicine  is  exported.  This  is  struck  at  by 
Section  2  of  the  1812  Act;  but  medicines  consigned  to  a. 
depot  abroad  do  not  require  to  be  stamped,  nor  do  those 
given  away,  and  not  sold.  Putting  the  preparation  in  a 
ship's  medicine-chest, in  England  and  getting  payment  for  it 
constitutes  a  sale,  and  is  neither  exporting  nor  consigning. 

244/9.  ir.  E.  F. — Three  months'  notice  to  quit  is  in- 
sufficient. You  should  have  given  notice  in  September  for 
your  tenancy  to  expire  at  the  March  quarter. 

43/9.  ./.  11'.  //. — See  reply  to  "X.  Y.  Z."  in  our  issue 
of  November  12. 

45/7.  A.  S.  P. — A  man  who  honestly  uses  his  own 
name  in  the  course  of  his  own  trade  cannot  be  stopped 
from  doing  so,  but  he  must  be  careful  not  to  use  it  with 
such  accompaniments  as  will  amount  to  a  representation 
that  his  goods  are  the  goods  of  someone  else.  The  Court 
will  take  into, consideration  the  whole  of  the  circumstances, 
and  if  it  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  defendant's 
conduct  is  dishonest,  he  will  be  restrained.  If  the  man's 
name  is  Scott,  he  may  call  his  emulsion  "  Scott's  Emul- 
sion," but  he  wiil  have  to  be  very  careful  that  his  cus- 
tomers are  iKjtl  led  to  believe  that  they  are  purchasing 
Scott  &  Bowne's  article.  If  he  puts  up  a  number  of  pro- 
prietaries, ancl  the  emulsion  is  the  only  one  to  which  he 
gave  the  nam^!^(p^f  Scott,  the  Court  will  probably  infer  that 
his  reason  for-t^o  acting  is  to  secure  some  of  the  goodwill  of 
Scott  &  Bown'e's  business.  Apart  from  the  question  of 
strict  legal;  rights,  would  it  not  be  nicer,  if  "A.  S.  P." 
really  wishes  to  connect  his  name  with  the  goods,  to  use 
his  Christian  name  as  well  as  his  surname  as  part  of  the 
title? 

48/8.  Taraxdriim . — There  is  nothing  at  all  to  prevent 
a  registered  medical  practitioner  keeping  an  open  shop. 
Apothecaries  were  exempted  from  the  first  fifteen  sections 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  in  1859  an  Act  was 
passed  extending  this  provision  to  all  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioners  who  have  passed  an  examination 
in  pharmacy.  You  will  find  all  information  of  this  kind  in 
our  Diary,  and  more  than  we  can  possibly  repeat  here.

It  is  not  a  place  where  the  public 
hunger  after  the  professional  qualifications  of  the  chemist, 
but  they  are  not  slow  to  respond  to  the  business  enterprise 
of  such  men.

WITH  one  or  two  exceptions  the  drug  and  produce 
markets  continue  to  show  a  quiet  feeling,  the  attention 
of  Mincing  Lane  being  concentrated  for  the  moment  on  the 
sugar-market.  This,  of  course,  leaves  articles  of  less 
importance,  like  quinine,  cloves,  shellac,  and  peppermint 
•oil,  in  the  background.  The  chief  alteration  directly  con- 
cerning the  drug-trade  is  an  advance  in  refined  camphor 
•owing  to  the  scanty  supplies  of  crude,  and  a  further  rise 
Es  quite  probable.  Chloroform  is  subject  to  keen  compeli- 
tioii,  and  prices  have  been  reduced  a  further  Id.  Kino  is 
•dearer,  the  Indian  Government  having  placed  a  duty 
■equivalent  to  8(1.  per  lb.  on  its  exportation.  Nux  vomica 
as  still  tending  upwards,  and  strychnine  is  Id.  dearer, 
although  the  advance  is  not  yet  official.  Senega  is  in 
•demand,  and  cascara  sagrada  still  keeps  on  the  easy 
aide.  All  the  makei^  of  tannic  acid  have  advanced  their 
prices,  and  there  is  S  firm  tone  generally  in  articles  in  which 
spirit  is  used.  Quinine  is  a  dead  letter,  and  liron.ides  are 
(firm,  makers  being  still  unwilling  to  book  further  orders  at 
present  low  prices.  Santonin  is  very  firm.  In  the  heavy- 
chemical  market  business  continues  fairly  satisfactory,  and 
fluctuations,  which  are  more  numerous  than  usual,  are 
■incistly  in  favour  of  sellers.  They  include  higher  prices  for 
■copper  sulphate,  ammonia  sulphate,  soda  nitrate,  saltpetre, 
■chlorate  of  potash,  benzols,  and  carbolic  acid.  The  foUow- 
eng  table  shows  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week  :

Japanese  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets.

Our  drug-market  is  quiet  so  far  as  export  trade  is  con- 
cerned, but  in  import  articles  there  are  a  good  many  price- 
fluctuations,  chiefly  on  account  of  Government  purchases. 

In  export  articles,  aniseed  is  quoted  at  12  yon  per  picul 
without  large  business.  Refined  camphor  is  firmly  held  at 
unchanged  rates,  transactions  having  taken  place  at  1.05  yen 
to  1.10  yen  per  lb.  for  forward  delivery.  Menthol  crystals 
are  very  low  in  price  at  5.25  yen  to  5.50  yen  per  catty,  and 
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no  important  business  has  resulted.  This  is  accounted  for  by 
the  action  of  certain  speculators,  who  are  "bearing"  the 
market,  claiming  that  there  has  been  a  large  harvest  this 
year.  It  is  said  that  this  year's  crop  is  something  like  500,000 
catties,  but  this  seems  to  be  an  exaggeration,  and  the  entire 
crops  will  probably  not  exceed  400,000  catties  of  oil,  of  which 
three-fifths  is  to  appear  on  the  market  as  menthol  crystals. 
The  speculators'  object  is  to  reduce  the  price,  and  when 
they  think  they  have  touched  rock  bottom  they  suddenly 
raise  their  price,  after  quietly  purchasing  all  available  stock. 
Judging  from  the  present  market  cjuotatiqns,  it  appears  safe 
to  purcTiase,  and  it  is  doubtless  a  good  time  for  buyers,  as 
the  farmers  in  the  producing  districts  are  now  complaining 
about  the  unremunerative  business  at  the  prices  now  ruling, 
and  some  of  the  poorer  producers  are  eager  to  realise  for 
want  of  money.  Oil  of  peppermint  is  also  cjuiet  at  3  yen 
per  catty,  and  some  people  have  begun  speculative  purchases. 
Iodine  is  unaltered  in  price,  and  a  fairly  good  business  is 
done  for  export. 

In  import  articles,  carbolic-acid  crystals  are  very  lifeless, 
and  there  are  lower  offers  from  primarj'  markets.  The  stocks 
ill  Yokohama  and  Kobe  are  estimated  at  something  like 
2,500  cwt.  Acetic  acid  is  very  firmly  held,  with  still  higher 
tendency;  the  present  price  is  lOj  sen  per  lb.  for  96-per-cent. 
in  20-kilo  demijohns,  some  holders  asking  20  sen.  Bismuth 
subnit.  is  arriving  freely  ;  the  s.s.  Zietrn  brought  about 
80  cases.  The  price  is  3.80  yen  per  lb.  Cocaine  hydrochlor. 
is  weak  at  7  yen  per  oz.  Ergot  of  rye  is  cheap  at  85  sen, 
though  it  costs  1.10  yen  per  lb.  to  import.  Glycerin  is  selling 
very  well  at  29  sen  to  30  sen  per  lb.  in  tins  and  drums ; 
the  stock  is  about  30  tons.  Rio  ipecacuanha  is  quoted  at 
3.50  yen  per  lb.,  with  a  higher  tendency.  Lycopodium  is 
quoted  at  1.50  yen  per  lb.,  with  a  very  poor  demand.  Oil  of 
cloves,  P.J.  quality,  is  worth  3  yen  per  lb.,  with  small 
supply.  Potassium  bromide  is  firm  at  92  sen  per  lb.  for 
German  make,  the  American  make  being  refuiied  by  the 
Government  Laboratory.  Potassium  cyanide  is  in  br'sk 
demand  at  40  sen  per  lb.  for  98-per-cent.  and  20  sen  for 
30-per-cent.  Potassium  chlorate  is  very  firmly  held  at 
14.50  yen  per  cwt.  owing  to  brisk  demand  and  light  supply. 
Potassium  bichromate  is  low  at  16  sen  per  lb.  Morphine  hyd. 
is  cheap  at  38  yen  per  lb.,  on  account  of  heavy  stocks. 
Quinine  is  very  lifeless  owing  to  the  large  supplies.  The 
weak  market  is  attributable  to  speculative  purchases  made 
by  the  chief  drug-house  some  time  ago,  in  ar.ticipation  of  the 
Government  purchases,  but,  contrary  to  expectation,  the 
Government  has  only  bought  45,000  oz.  since  the  war  broke 
out.  The  stock  is  estimated  at  about  100,000  oz.  Small 
transactions  are  taking  place  at  46  sen  per  oz.  Saffron  is  low 
at  23  yen  per  catty.  Santonin  is  held  at  14.25  yen  per  lb. 
without  business.  Sugar  of  milk  is  held  at  36  yen  per  cwt., 
and  sugar  of  lead  is  selling  well  at  16  yen  per  cwt.  Senega 
is  firm  at  1.80  yen  per  lb.

American  Peppermint  Oil. 

INIr.  F.  ;M.  Rudd,  of  Proiisoii,  Mich.,  in  a  market  loiter 
dated  Novemljer  5,  states  that  "  we  have  been  at  same  pains 
to  gather  reliable  information  concerning  the  new  crop  of 
peppermint  oil,  which  we  submit  below,  believing  the  figures 
are  conservative  and  that  the  statements  made  arc  supported 
by  facts.  It  was  well  known  last  spring  to  everyone  in  the 
poppeimint-produciug  .sections  that  the  crop  at  best  would 
not  be  a  large  ore,  as  great  less  was  caused  in  the  winter  and 
early  spring  by  winter-killing  of  roots,  but  by  some  con- 
sumers and  jobbers  not  near  the  localities  where?  peppermint 
!S  grown  this  fact  may  have  been  overlooked,  'i  he  extent  of 
lh:s  damage  could  not  fe  fully  ascertained  until  distilling 
had  been  completed  and  a  careful  summing-up  made  of  the 
conditions  in  all  of  the  many  different  districts.  This  sum- 
mary .'^hows.  as  near  as  we  can  arrive  at  the  situation,  that 
the  total  yield  of  peppermint  o  l  in  Michigan  and  Indiana  is 
-.nly  100,000  to  110,000  Its.,  and  the  yield  in  New  York  State 
IS  given  by  reliable  and  well-informed  peop'e  at  15,000,  or  a 
total  production  for  the  United  States  of  apprcxximately 
125,000  lbs.  To  this  add,  say  20,000  Its.  of  oil  carried  over 
from  previous  years  (some  years  the.o  has  been,  it  is  esti- 
mated, 150,000  to  200,000  lbs.  carried  over),  making  the  total 
quantity  available  for  twelve  month;;  suppfy  145,000  Its.  As 
the  best  autliorltics  agree  that  the  yearly  exports  and  hom.o 
consumption  recpiire  from  220.000  to  260,000  Us.,  or  say  an 
average  of  240,000  lbs.,  it  is  evident  that  there  is  a  shortage 
this  year  of  about  95.000  lbs.  A  large  part  of  tliis 
145.000  lbs.  has  been  exported  and  distributed  where  it  will 
not  again  appear  on  the  market,  leaxiiig  v.ith  no  C|ucstion  of 
doubt  the  smallest  quantity  of  working  stock  or  '  visible 


supply  '  at  th's  time  in  the  season  in  many  years.  From  the 
foregoing  it  is  only  logical  to  assume  that  higher  values  must 
be  expected,  and  that  prices  are  low  when  the  small  size  of 
the  present  stock  is  coiisideied.'' 

Our  Foreign  Trade. 

The  figures  relating  to  our  foreign  trade  during  rhe  ten 
months  January  to  October,  as  shown  by  the  Board  of  Traido 
returns,  may  be  regarded  as  cjuite  satisfactory,  seeing  that 
both  imports  and  exports  show  an  increase  of  almost  six 
millions  and  three  and  a  quarter  milbons  respectively.  The 
total  imports  of  ail  classes  of  goods  now  amount  tcv 
447.875,44 (/.  and  the  exports'  to  24o, 652,476/.  The  increase; 
ill  imports  this  year  is  accounted  for  by  the  larger  cotton 
purchases,  and  ttie  imports  of  all  raw  materials  (cotton  in- 
cluded) sUow  an  advance  of  6,736,000/.  ;  food  and  tobacco 
have  declined  571,800/.,  and  foreign  manufactures  by  195,8>)1/. 
Under  this  class,  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  in- 
creased by  405,703/.,  the  total  imports  for  the  ten  month.'i 
being  7.7^5,800/.  As  regards  exports,  practically  the  wholi,- 
of  the  advance  is  in  manufactured  goods,  which  are  3,217,000/, 
better;  food-products  have  increased  by  284,000/.,  and  tho 
sole  decrease  is  in  raw  materials,  and  that  chiefly  coal. 
Among  the  manufactured  goods,  we  have  exported  this  yeav 
chemicals,  etc.,  valued  at  11,377,794/.,  or  6b,034/.  less  than 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1903.  'I'he  decrease  is  a 
general  one,  although  bleaching-niaterials  show  the  greatest, 
lalling-otf,  being  6o4,129  cwt.,  against  919,082  cwt.  So  fav 
this  year  we  have  exported  735,215  oz.  of  quinine  and  quinino 
salts  declared  as  British,  or  41,000  oz.  less  than  in  19o3.  ,  In 
addition,  a  further  125,725  oz.  was  declared  as  of  foreign 
make.

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H'he  large  quantities  of  Tinnevolly  senna  which  have  been 
offered  at  the  drug-auctions  lately  have  induced  Messrs. 
Edward  Davis  &  Co.,  a  leading  firm  of  senna-brokers,  to 
secure  a  special  showroom,  situated  on  the  top  floor  of  the 
London  Commercial  Sale-room  buildings.  The  room,  which 
b  well  lighted,  is  known  as  "  No.  11,"  and  its  spaciousness 
aflfords  buyers  an  opportunity  of  inspecting  samples  under 
more  favourable  conditions  than  hitherto.  Tinnevelly  senna 
at  this  season  of  the  year  is  one  of  the  most  important  drugs 
offered  at  the  London  drug-auctions,  and  often  takes  pride 
of  place  in  regard  to  bulk.  It  is  always  a  ready  seller  at 
auction,  and  an  expert  drug-broker  will  knock  down  five 


hundred  bales  in  half  an  hour.  The  photograph  shows  hvw 
the  samples  are  arranged  on  the  tables  in  the  dock-sample 
bags.  Here  896  bales,  each  about  3?  cwt. — a  total  of  about 
154  tons — are  represented.  At  the  auctions  where  these  were 
sold,  there  were  about  40,000,000  adult  doses  in  the  lot.  This 
is  only  a  fraction  of  the  Tinnevelly  senna  sold  throughout 
the  year.  Most  of  it  is  re-exported.  When  sampling  senna, 
buyers  take  a  handful  and  examine  it  carefully  for  colour 
and  size  of  leaf.  One  result  is  that  the  sample-room  is  soon 
covered  with  a  nice  carpet  of  Seniice  foUorum.  This  is  well 
seen  in  the  photograph.  Mr.  Davis  is  the  tall  gentleman  to 
the  right  whii  stands  hat  in  hand. 


BUSINESS  IN  BRIEF. 

(Extracted  chiefly  from  Consular  Reports.) 


The  exports  of  gamboge  from  Siam  during  1903  amounted  ; 
in  value  to  1,909^.,  and  the  exports  of  benzoin  to  362^  | 

There  are  seven  soap-factories  in  Salonica,  which  are  able 
to  supply  the  greater  part  of  what  is  necessary  for  local  con- 
sumption, except  in  the  matter  of  toilet-soap.  ' 

Previous  to  the  Russo-Japanese  war,  British  makes  only  , 
of  caustic  soda  were  imported  into  Korea,  and  they  are  fast 
replacing  the  Japanese  lyes,  says  the  British  Consul  at 
Seoul. 

During  1903  the  island  of  Crete  imported  drugs  and 
chemicals  valued  at  15.404^,  compared  with  14,164/.  in  1902. 
The  exports  of  similar  products  amounted  to  37,159/.,  against 
32,594/. 

A  SiNG.tPORE  firm  of  soapmakers  intends,  it  is  said,  estab- 
lishing a  soap-factory  in  Kuala  Luiiipor.  A  licence  to  manu- 
facture the  soap  right  in  the  heart  of  the  town  has  been  re- 
fused by  the  Health  Officer  on  the  ground  of  sanitation.  j 

The  Travancore  correspondent  of  the  "Madras  Times" 
reports  that  the  Travancore  Government  intend  taking  up 


a  thousand  acres  of  land  on  the  cardamom  hills  for  the  pur- 
pose of  experimenting  with  sisal-fibre  and  sandal-wood. 

With  a  view  to  the  encouragement  of  the  cotton-industry  in 
the  British  Central  Africa  Protectorate  the  import-duty  on 
ii'.seotieides.  such  as  carbon  bisulphide,  corrosive  sublimate, 
Paris  green,  and  London  purple,  has  been  temporarily  re- 
moved. 

Invar,  a  peculiar  alloy  containing  nickel  and  steel  in 
certain  proportions,  is  remarkable  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  it  does  not  expand  on  being  heated,  and  it  may  even 
be  so  made  as  to  be  slightly  contracted  by  heat.  Measur- 
ing, surveying,  and  other  instruments  of  precision  will  ba 
improved  by  its  use. 

Since  the  occupation  of  Formosa  by  the  Japanese,  opium- 
smoking  among  the  islanders  is  steadily  declining,  the 
number  of  smokers  having  decreased  by  about  a  thousand  a 
month.  Licences  to  smoke  were  granted  to  119,959  males  and 
12,944  females  in  1903,  which  is  a  steady  reduction  on  previous 
years.  The  value  of  the  opium  imported  in  1903  was  116,819/., 
or  37,000/,  less  than  in  1902.

in  a  leading  article  in  its  October  issue,  strongly  advo- 
cates Inter-Colonial  reciprocity  and  a  central  authority 
to  cover  registration  and  discipline. 

C.iNN.iBis  A  Poison. — The  Cape  Government,  acting  on 
the  advice  of  the  police,  and  after  conferring  with  the 
Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  has  placed  cannabis  sativa  and 
its  preparations  on  the  poison-list  within  the  meaning  of 
Schedule  5.  Division  1,  of  Act  7,  1899. 

Trade-marks. — Messrs.  Wentzel  c&  Schleswig.  whole- 
sale druggists.  Cape  Town,  have  applied  to  the  Registrar 
of  Trade-marks,  Cape  Colony,  to  register  the  following 
marks  in  respect  of  medicated  articles  in  Class  3  :  The 
words  in  signature  form  are:  "Dr.  Abercomby."  "Dr. 
Javelle."  "  Denys."  "Dr.  Bickersteth,''  "Dr.  Fleck," 
"  jMonks,"  "Noble,"  and  "  Richter " ;  also  the  word 
"Kangaroo."  Application  is  further  made  for  the  word 
"  Velox  "  in  respect  of  cutlery  in  Class  12. 

Strychnine  in  the  Stew. — An  umfaan  was  before  the 
Justice  at  Malmesbury,  on  October  20,  charged  with 
attempting  to  poison  his  master  and  mistress.  It  tran- 
spired that  the  accused  got  possession  of  some  strychnine 
used  for  poisoning-purposes  on  the  farm,  and  while  his 
mistress  left  the  kitchen  for  a  few  moments,  he  placed 
some  in  the  stew.  The  master  of  the  house  noticed  some- 
thing wrong  when  tasting  the  food,  and  gave  some  to  his 
cat  and  dog,  both  of  which  died  shortly  after.  The  boy 
got  seven  years'  hard  labour. 

Cargo  in  Transit  to  South  Alrica.  and  more  especially 
that  consigned  to  Port  Elizabeth  and  East  London,  con- 
tinues to  suffer  at  the  hands  of  thieves,  but  whether  the 
cases  are  tampered  with  before  embarkation  or  on  the 
South  African  side  has  yet  to  be  determined.  As  the  two 
ports  named  are  the  principal  sufferers,  and  the  cargo  is 
all  lightered  from  the  former,  and  partly  so  from  the 
latter,  it  is  almost  safe  to  assume  that  the  blame  rests 
alu'oad.  At  Cape  Town  and  Port  Natal,  where  cargo  is 
discharged  alongside  the  wharves,  pilfering  is  not  nearly  so 
frequent.  The  water  police  are  very  diligent  at  Durban, 
while  at  Cape  Town  severe  e.xamples  have  been  made  of 
thieves  when  brought  before  the  Magistrates.  The  attitude 
of  the  shipowners  seems  to  imply  that  the  blame  rests 
with  the  Harbour  Authorities  at  the  ports  named. 

Committed  for  Trial. — Daniel  O'Conner,  iillas  Daniel 
Percival  Grattan,  was  before  the  A.R.]M.  Cape  Town,  on 
October  24.  charged  on  remand  with  fraud  on  four  counts 
by  means  of  worthless  cheques.  Accused  gave  evidence,  and 
stated  that  his  name  was  Percival  Grattan.  but  by  virtue  of 
a  certain  will  be  had  changed  his  name  to  O'Conner.  He 
had  money  in  the  National  Bank  of  South  Africa,  Ltd., 
Pretoria  branch,  and  had  expected  an  amount  of  125/.  to  be 
paid  in  to  his  account  on  October  1,  and  it  was  on  the 
strength  of  this  that  he  issued  the  cheques.  Witness  had 
passed  four  professional  examinations  as  a  doctor,  but  he 
had  never  given  himself  out  to  be  a  medical  man.  He  went 
to  Africa  four  years  ago  as  a  trooper  with  the  ^ledical  Staff 
Corps,  afterwards  acting  as  dispenser  in  the  Pretoria  Hos- 
pital. For  four  months  he  served  in  a  drug-store  in  Pre- 
toria, leaving  there  two  months  since.  By  assuming  the 
name  of  Grattan  he  inJierited  some  pi-operty  from  an  uncle 
in  Belfast.  The  property  was  of  considerable  value,  and 
was  left  to  him  six  months  ago.    The  uncle  who  left  the 


property  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Grattan  &  Co., 
chemists,  Belfast.  Witness  went  on  to  explain  how  the 
cheques  came  to  be  issued  in  connection  with  the  different 
counts.  He  had  been  in  the  hospital  and  owed  the  institu- 
tion 15/.,  which  he  intended  to  pay  when  he  got  home.  One 
of  the  cheques  was  made  out  to  D.  P.  Grattan  and  signed  as 
O'Conner.  He  did  not  know  much  about  banking  matters. 
The  money  for  his  passage  ticket  was  obtained  from  home, 
and  amounted  to  40/.  The  accused,  who  stated  that  he  was 
twenty-seven  years  old.  by  occupation  a  chemist,  and  born 
in  Ireland,  was  committed  for  trial.  Bail  was  fixed  at  two 
sureties  of  150/.  each. 

Natal. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Oldfield,  who  has  taken  over  the  Gum-tree 
Pharmacy  branch  store  at  Durban,  was  for  some  time  Mr. 
Elgie's  manager,  and  will  continue  under  the  old  name. 

Pharmacy  Board  Examiners. — The  Secretary  of  the 
Natal  Pharmacy  Board  reports  that  Messrs.  H.  H.  C. 
Puntan,  T.  D.  Charlton.  S.  K.  Elgie.  and  C.  A.  Fawcett 
have  been  reappointed  examiners  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  of  the  Board. 

Shops  Bill. — The  Town  Council  at  Durban  apjioinled 
October  19  on  which  to  receive  various  deputations  of  busi- 
ness people  interested  in  the  Shops  Bill.  A  good  deal  of 
talk  for  and  against  early  closing  was  the  result,  but  there 
was  nothing  of  a  definite  nature  decided  upon.  Maritzburg 
has  declared  for  chemists  as  follows  :  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  daily, 
with  one  short  day  at  one  or  two  o'clock  and  one  long  day 
at  nine  o'clock.  Nothing  was  said  about  limiting  Sunday 
hours. 

A  Large  Printing  Order. — At  Durban  on  October  22, 
the  Acting  Chief  Magistrate.  Mr.  J.  C.  C.  Chadwick,  gave 
judgment  for  plaintiffs  in  an  action  by  Messrs.  ^lowat  & 
Wallace,  Durban,  as  agents  for  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Murdoch, 
Glasgow,  against  Mr.  F.  L.  Kruger,  late  proprietor  of  the 
LTnion  Alineral-water  Manufactory,  Durban,  for  recovery 
of  the  price  of  three  million  bottle-labels.  The  sum  asked 
for  was  92/.  lO.s.  M..  and  the  Magistrate  awarded  79/.  0^.  8rf., 
less  the  price  of  389.000  labels  over-supplied,  but  qiJus 
41.  5<.  4f/.  for  freight,  insurance,  etc.,  with  costs. 

N.4TAL  AND  East  London. — The  Chairman  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  East  London,  Cape  Colony,  writes  our 
Durban  correspondent,  has  been  accusing  Natal  of  evading 
the  Customs  Convention  by  charging  10  per  cent,  on  tini- 
tures  instead  of  15^\  per  gal.  as  was  the  case  in  the  Cape 
Colony  owing  to  the  recent  change  there  in  the  tariff  (see 
C.  <(•  D..  November  12,  page  784).  It  will  be  remembered 
that  in  order  to  make  up  the  shortage  in  the  Cape  Treasury, 
a  duty  of  15-^\  per  proof  gal.  on  imported  tinctures  was 
imposed  by  the  Cape  Government,  and  that  the  Cape 
Government  endeavotu'ed  to  influence  the  other  South 
African  Colonies  to  do  likewise.  The  attempt  failed,  owing 
to  the  prompt  action  taken  by  Natal  and  the  Transvaal, 
with  the  consequence  that  the  duty  has  now  been  taken  off 
at  the  Cape  and  all  moneys  collected  are  to  be  refunded.  It 
appears  that  the  cause  of  the  complaint  lies  more  at  the  door 
of  the  Cape  Customs  authorities  than  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  East  London,  for  the  ques- 
tion involved  was  the  interpretation  of  the  "  spirits  "  clause 
in  so  much  as  it  affected  tinctures.  As  soon  as  the  Natal 
Collector  of  Customs  knew  of  the  speech  at  East  London, 
he  wired  for  an  explanation,  and  received  a  reply  to  the 
effect  that  the  Chairman  had  made  the  remarks  without  a 
proper  knowledge  of  the  facts.  As  the  Cape  Government 
has  now  withdrawn  the  obno.xious  duty,  and  all  the  South 
African  Colonies  import  tinctures  at  the  usual  10  per  cent, 
rate  according  to  the  Customs  tariff,  the  position  remains 
//(  ^fn/ii  quo  anio. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

]\Ir.  a.  H,  Todd  (Ph.C.  Great  Britain)  has  been  registered 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  this  Colony. 

]Mr.  J.  Ironsides,  of  the  ^M'.O.H.'s  office,  has  been 
appointed  Registrar  and  Secretary  of  the  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Council. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Kemsley.  chenii.st.  Kroonstad.  who  has  been 
in  business  there  for  some  years,  has  recently  returned  from  a 
trip  to  England. 

H.R.H.  Princess  Chrlstian,  and  also  Field  Mar.shal 
Earl  Roberts  and  the  Countess  and  Ladies  Aileen  and 
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Edwina  Roberts,  have  been  recent  visitors  to  Bloeniiontein. 
and  have  on  several  occasions  visited  one  of  the  local 
I^harmacies. 

The  First  Annual  iMeetixg  of  the  O.R.C.  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  will  be  held  on  November  16,  and  the  Council 
hope  the  chemists  at  the  Colony  will  roll  up  in  force  and 
support  them  in  their  endeavours  to  watch  and  protect  the 
interests  of  pharmacy  in  this  Colony. 

Dissension  and  Compromise. — Several  long  discussions 
at  recent  meetings  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council 
have  taken  place  over  the  proposal  to  alter  the  Poison 
Schedules  of  the  new  Act.  The  medical  members  insisted 
on  certain  alterations,  the  pharmaceutical  members  were 
equally  firm  in  resisting  what  they  believed  to  be  an  undue 
curtailment  of  a  chemist's  privileges,  and  for  a  time  there 
was  a  deadlock.  Ultimately  a  compromise  was  effected, 
«ach  party  yielding  a  little. 

The  Medical  Society  of  the  O.R.C.  have  noticed  the  large 
number  of  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
who  find  their  way  into  this  Colony,  and  intend  to  make  a 
representation  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  matter. 
Some  farmers  in  the  country  districts  take  invalids  as  paying 
guests  in  their  houses,  and  as  some  of  them  supply  the  town 
residents  with  milk  and  other  dairy  produce,  it  is  obvious 
the  utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  dairy  products  should 
only  be  dealt  with  under  the  most  hygienic  precautions. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 

CAPE  COLONY. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  the  Y.M.C.A. 
rooms.  Cape  Tow.i.  on  October  19.  Mr.  J.  S.  North  (President) 
in  the  chair.  Also  present  were:  Mr.  Geo.  Darroll,  member 
of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  Dr.  Froembling.  Messrs. 
J.  Jones,  E.  L.  Railing.  W.  J.  Strange,  and  the  Secretary. 
Mr.  C.  E.  Forth,  of  Durban,  was  a  visitor. 

The  previous  minutes  were  read  and  confirmed.  _A  number 
•of  long  letters  were  read  from  Mr.  Arthur  Benzies,  Sterk- 
strooni,  who  had  been  charged  under  Section  35  of  Act  34, 
1891,  and  fined  10?.  by  the  local  Magistrate.  He  appealed, 
and  the  case  was  afterwards  heard  at  Queenstown,  but  no 
information  had  crme  to  hand  as  to  whether  the  Judge  had 
confirmed  the  Magistrate's  decision  or  not.  It  appears  that 
a  native  woman  brought  in  her  child,  and  accused  gave  her 
a  mixture  of  liq.  ammon.  acet.  and  some  hyd.  cum  creta.  and 
the  police  charged  him  with  practising  without  a  licence  as 
a  medical  practitioner.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ask 
for  further  particulars.  Mr.  Darroll  explained  that  he  did 
not  think  that  they,  as  chemists,  were  allowed  to  prescribe. _ 

Mr.  North  suggested  that  the  members_  should  keep  in 
touch  with  their  respective  members  of  Parliament  anent  the 
spirit  question,  since  it  was  only  a  matter  of  time  before 
difficulties  would  again  confront  them. 

Mr.  Geo.  Darroll  said  the  Society  should  not  fail  to  keep 
in  mind  the  fact  that  there  were  a  number  of  doctors  in  the 
country  who  did  their  own  dispensing — he  referred  to  those 
in  the'country  districts— and  he  thought  that  as  they  would 
be  affected  by  any  alteration  in  the  tariff,  their  influence 
should  be  Invoked  in  case  of  need. 

A  lengthy  discussion  In  connection  with  the  recent  decision 
of  the  Government  to  place  dagga  (cannabis  sativa)  on  the 
poison-list  ensued.  It  was  decided  by  the  President's  casting 
vote  to  Interview  the  Government  in  the  mattei',  Messrs. 
Darroll  and  Jones  voting  agai'^st  the  idea. 

A  letter  was  read  from  an  East  London  druggist  asking  if 
the  Society  would  be  willing  to  contribute  one-third  of  the 
expense  likely  to  be  incurred  in  the  case  of  Dutton  ?■.  Slater, 
already  renorted  in  the  C.  A'  D.  It  was  decided  to  agree  to 
this,  provided  the  amount  did  not  exceed  5/. 

The  Society  instructed  the  Secretary  to  take  such  action 
as  might  be  deemed  necessary  in  regard  to  certain  trade- 
marks apnlied  fur  bv  the  firm  of  Wentzel  &'  Schleswig,  Cape 
Town,  and  to  see  the  Registrar  in  the  matter.

THE_  publication  of  the  correspondence  of  Justus  von 
Liebig  and  Friedrich  Mohr  affords  an  opportunity  for 
Dr.  T.  Thorpe,  in  reviewing  the  work  for  "  Nature."  to 
give  an  interesting  outline  of  Mohr's  career.  Mohr  was 
practically  the  founder  of  the  art  of  volumetric  analysis  and 
a  representative  of  the  type  of  scientific  apothecary. "  In  the 
early  part  of  the  last  century  the  occupation  of  the  apothe- 
cary was  practically  the  only  one  open  to  the  man  who  had 
his  living  to  make,  and  who  at  the  same  time  wished  to 
exercise  his  passion  for  chemical  inquiry.  Mohr  was  born 
in  Coblenz  at  about  the  time  that  Dalton  gave  the  New 
Philosophy  to  the  world.  His  father  was  Karl  Mohr.  an 
apothecary,  town  councillor,  and  member  of  the  Rhenish 
Medical  College.  In  1829  jNIohr  went  to  Heidelberg,  where 
he  came  into  contact  with  Leopold  Gmelin.  Previously 
Mohr  had  acquired  under  his  father  a  considerable  know- 
ledge of  operative  chemistry  and  pharmacology  which  had 
great  influence  on  his  subsequent  work.  He  was  essentially 
a  practical  chemist,  and  his  services  to  science  consisted 
mainly  in  the  improvements  he  effected  in  operative 
chemistry.  The  well-known  cork-borer  was  one  of  his  in- 
ventions. Mohr  remained  at  Heidellierg  two  years,  and 
then  repaired  to  Berlin  to  listen  to  Heinrich  Rose's  lectures. 
In  1832  he  returned  to  Heidelberg  and  took  his  degree — 
■ttimma  run)  laudc.  The  subiects  in  which  Mohr  took  his 
degree  continued  to  interest  him  to  the  end  of  his  days,  and 
Dr.  Thorpe  notes  that  Mohr  has  some  claim  to  be  regarded 
as  an  independent  discoverer  of  the  law  of  the  conservati.;ii 
of  energy.

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Sv^nthctic  Campbor  proepccte.

AFE^y_  months  ago  it  was  thought  that  the  strong 
position  held  by  natural  camphor  would  be  threatened 
by  the  introduction  of  the  synthetic  product  from  the 
United  States,  but  subsequent  facts  have  proved  in  this 
case,  as  in  so  many  others,  that  the  hopes  held  out  have 
not  by  any  means  been  realised,  or  even  approximated  to. 
Camphor  can,  of  course,  now  be  made  in  the  laboratory, 
and  turned  out  in  small  samples  for  the  waistcoat  pocket, 
and  these  possess,  for  most  practical  purposes,  all.  or  very 
nearly  all.  the  chemical  and  physical  properties  of  the 
natural  article.  In  one  case,  however,  strangely  enough, 
the  condition  of  the  stuff  was  not  quite  satisfactory  for 
celluloid-manufacti;re,  it  being  too  brittle,  and  it  is  just 
possible  that  it  may  have  been  over-purified.  It  is  an 
interesting  point.  Yet.  when  any  of  these  synthetic  pro- 
cesses come  to  be  carefully  gone  into  by  the  technical 
chemist  with  a  view  to  industrial  manufacture,  they  prove 
much  too  expensive  to  warrant  financial  investment. 
Things,  therefore,  for  the  present,  are  marking  time  as 
regards  the  production  of  synthetic  camphor  on  a  com- 
mercial scale,  but  our  knowledge  of  the  subject  has 
enormously  increased  during  the  last  year  or  so,  from  both 
the  scientific  and  technical  point  of  view.  This  is  a  result 
of  the  demands  made  upon  the  chemist  through  the  action 
of  the  camphor  monopoly  in  bringing  about  such  extreme 
prices.  These  inflated  prices,  in  their  turn,  have  induced 
a  number  of  people  outside  the  trade  to  speculate  in 
camphor  with  disastrous  results.  These  camphor  fledglings 
have  been  led  away  by  the  attractiveness  of  the  markets  and 
the  innocence  or  ignorance  of  their  dupes.  To  the  writer's 
own  knowledge,  several  men  have  been  living  on  the 
ipanufacture  of  samples  of  artificial  camphor,  "nosed" 
with  the  natural  article  by  distilling  the  two  together. 
These  samples  have  been,  and  even  a  few  days  since  were, 
put  forward  as  "camphor,"  which  could  be  made  at  4(/. 
per  lb.  !  The  utilisation  of  the  by-products  in  synthetic- 
camphor  manufacture  is  a  very  important  matter  if  ever 
it  is  to  be  made  a  commercial  success.  Some  of  the  oils 
have  already  found  useful  applications,  but  they  are  still 
in  the  experimental  stage.  It  seems  that  there  is  a  small 
increase  in  the  cost  of  collecting  and  distilling  the  crude 
camphor  from  the  wood,  the  natives,  no  doubt,  waking  up 
to  their  interests.  But  this  increased  cost  can  surely 
bear  no  reasonable  proportion  to  the  present  wholesale 
values  put  upon  camphor  ?  And  as  regards  the  future 
supplies  of  crude  camphor,  it  looks  as  though  the  Japanese 
will  do  all  the  refining  for  us. 

Synthetic  camphor  is  being  made  in  comparatively 
small  quantities  in  America,  in  Germany,  and  in 
this  coimtry.  Many  of  the  samples  submitted  are  quite 
passable ;  but,  industrially,  great  economies  must  be 
effected,  as  already  indicated,  before  they  will  have  any 
real  competitive  value.  If  the  synthetic  article  can  com- 
pete at  all  with  natural  camphor  at  present  market  prices, 
which  is  indeed  very  doubtful,  looking  upon  the  best  of 
them  and  in  the  most  favourable  light,  will  it  be  able  to 
compete  at  a  lower  price,  and  how  much  lower  ?  Because, 
at  1*.  per  lb.  to  produce,  the  natural-camphor  man  would 
simply  beam  with  confidence.  The  outlook  is  not  e^i- 
couraging.  The  sympathies  of  the  writer  are,  of  course, 
with  the  synthetic  worker,  because  he  has  some  practical 
knowledge  of  the  difficulties.  If  we  could  get  spirit  of 
turpentine  cheaper,  or  if  we  could  use  Russian  turpentine 
instead  of  American,  and  could  utilise  all  our  by-products 
— oils,  salts,  and  residues — or  if  we  could  put  natural 
camphor  on  the  market  at  1.*.  per  lb.,  would  the  public 
benefit?  I  doubt  it.  for  some  of  the  reasons  already  given. 
The  Japanese  monopoly  would  continue  to  hold  the  field 
even  if  they  had  to  pay.  as  pay  they  undoubtedly  do — 
and  very  dearly — in  another  quarter.  It  is  a  dishearten- 
ing prospect  for  the  consumer.  The  field  is  tempting  to 
the  chemical  inventor,  but  it  is  a  very  diflficult  subject. 
For  the  investor  after  regular  dividends  the  prospects  are 
not  really  good.  For  the  man  calling  himself  a  "sports- 
man " — yes.  certainly,  he  might  do  worse  than  make  a 
small  investment  as  a  speculation  and  to  encourage  the 
synthetic  worker.

Barred.— With  regard  to  the  "  Thomas  A.  Edison,  jun.. 
Chemical  Co."  and  its  "life-saving  electrical  remedies," 
already  referred  to  (6'.  d;  D.,  October  29,  page  724),  the 
Post  Oflice  Department  has  complied  with  the  request  of 
young  Edison's  father,  and  barred  the  company  from  the 
mails. 

Giles's  Plan  Successful.— The  legal  efficacy  of  the 
direct-contract  plan  of  distributing  proprietary  medicines 
has  been  proved  again  by  the  success  of  the  Dr.  Miles 
Medical  Co.  in  winning  two  more  actions — one  in  Philadel- 
phia and  the  other  in  Boston.  This  company  was  the  first  to 
adopt  the  plan,  and  has  now  been  working  it  for  two  or 
three  years. 

Night-charges. — A  magistrate  in  Greater  New  York 
decided  a  few  weeks  ago  that  a  druggist,  called  up  in  the 
night  to  serve  a  customer,  was  justified  in  charging  10c.  or 
15c.  extra  on  a  25c.  purchase.  The  druggist  had  charged  the 
customer  a  dollar  because  the  latter  had  protested  against 
the  first  charge  of  40c.  The  ^Magistrate  declared  that  the 
druggist  had  exceeded  his  rights  in  the  case. 

A  Fair  Trial.- At  the  N.A.R.D.  Convention  at 
St.  Louis,  besides  the  "Peruna"  Company,  the  manu- 
faiturers  of  "Paine'.",  Celery  Compound"  also  adopted 
the  direct-contract  and  serial-numbering  plan  with  price- 
minimum,  and  several  other  proprietors  accepted  a  modified 
plan  which  goes  as  far  as  the  wholesaler  only,  but  which 
binds  the  latter  to  withhold  supplies  from  aggressive  cutters. 
Altogether  perhaps  fifteen  patent-medicine  manufacturers 
are  now  using  the  direct-contract  plan  in  one  form  or 
another,  and  the  future  of  the  plan  seems  bright  with  hope. 

Arsenic  Prevalent. — A  bulletin  issued  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  last  month  states  that  arsenic  has  been 
found  in  varying  quantities  in  wall-papers  bought  in  the  open 
market  at  Washington.  The  experts  recommend  that  the 
limit  of  arsenic  permissible  in  wall-papers  should  be  fixed 
at  5  grain  a  square  yard.  Forty-one  samples  of  stockings, 
were  examined,  and  only  2.4  per  cent,  were  free  from 
arsenic.  But  it  was  in  furs  that  the  greatest  amounts  of 
arsenic  were  found.  One  brown  rug  contained  16.99  grain.s- 
of  arsenic  per  square  yard;  another,  made  of  India  tiger 
skin,  carried  5.20  grains  of  arsenic  per  square  yard. 

N.A.R.D.  Breathes  Again. — In  a  previous  letter  refer- 
ence was  made  in  this  column  to  the  Platt  suit  brought 
against  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists.  The 
N.A.R.D.  v,'as  fined  $2,000.  and  Secretary  Wooten  .$500,  for 
refusing  to  honour  an  injunction  prohibiting  them  from 
interfering  with  the  supply  of  goods  to  Platt,  a  cutter.  It 
looked  for  a  time  as  if  this  were  a  serious  blow  to  the 
N.A.R.D.,  but  the  suit  has  now  been  dismissed  and  the 
fines  remitted.  Platt  says  that  this  action  was  taken  only- 
after  the  Chicago  jobbers  had  agreed  to  sell  him  all  the  goods 
he  wanted,  but  this  is  denied. 

A  Success. — The  United  Drug  Co.  is  an  organisation) 
having  for  its  stockholders  forty  large  retailers  scattered 
throughout  the  leading  cities  of  the  country.  The  head- 
(juarters  are  in  Boston,  and  a  line  of  remedies,  known  as  the 
"  Rexall "  products,  is  prepared  for  sale  by  the  stock- 
holders in  the  different  cities.  The  company  held  its  annual 
meeting  recently  in  Boston,  and  decided  to  inci'ease  its 
laboratory  facilities  so  that  a  thousand  people  wpuld_  be 
employed.  Allowing  for  some  promoter's  exaggeration,  it  is 
quite  "evident  that  this  company,  organised  three  or  four 
years  ago.  has  had  a  surprising  success. 

Prosperous  Colleges. — This  seems  to  be  a  great  year  for 
the  colleges  of  pharmacy,  particularly  for  those  situated  in 
New  York  State.  The  Brooklyn  College  opens  with  a 
junior  class  of  196  students,  the  New  York  College  with  231, 
and  the  Albany  College  with  the  largest  class  in  its  history. 
Of  course  the  enactment  of  the  pre-requisite  law.  making 
college  graduation  compulsory,  is  the  chief  reason  for  the 
increase  of  students.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  colleges 
in  other  States  are  receiving  more  stxidents  than  ever  before- 
in  many  instances,  the  general  prosperous  condition  of  the 
country  probably  has  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  situation. 
Certain  it  is  that  pharmaceutical  education  is  rapidly- 
developing  in  America.
